Advocacy  Program,  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  Advocate:  provides  counseling  to 
individuals  and  clusters,  funding  assistance,  i.e.  compensation  and  reimbursements, 
referrals  and  emotional  support,  and  court  case  status;  Ladonis  Elston,  Asst. 
Director  for  Adult  Services  at  Bayview  Mental  Health  Services,  primary  mental 
health  provider  in  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point:  Counseling  for  individuals,  couples, 
adults  and  children,  families,  and  seniors.  Depression  and  crisis  sufferers  can  be 
seen  immediately  or  an  on-going/out-patient  basis  (i.e.  Post  Traumatic  Stress 
Syndrome).  Lin  ford  Gayle,  Community  Mental  Health  Services  (CMHS),  Office  of 
Cultural  Competence  and  Consumer  Relations  (and  BVHP  resident),  an 
Ombudsman  to  the  Community,  fills  complaints  which  can  turn  into  grievances; 
David  Lee  Crosbv,  Critical  Incident  Response  Team  (CIRT),  Liaison  to  BVHP 
Community,  and  Technical  Specialist;  developed  four  major  issues:  Mentoring,  24- 
hour  watch;  community  advocacy;  and  resource  directory;  Michael  Paul  CIRT 
Coordinator;  Keith  Hutchinson,  CMHS,  Child  Crisis  Center  Director:  Evaluated 
and  assesses  acute  child  crisis  cases,  provides  services  for  up  to  60  intensive 
therapy  cases  at  one  time;  San  Francisco  Mobile  Crisis  for  Adults:  makes 
assessments. 

After  suggestions  on  getting  information  on  Mental  Health  Services  to  the 
Community:  outreach  by  mailings,  meetings,  flyers/announcements  to  churches/ 
congregations;  education  through  literature,  etc.;  the  needs  for  additional  funding, 
the  group  and  Ms.  Brooke  thanked  the  Commission  again  for  the  opportunity  to 
inform  the  Community  regarding  Mental  Health  Service  available  in  the  Bayview-

a)  HVAC  is  still  in  progress  with  an  extended  completion  date.  The  contractor  is 
waiting  for  several  BBR  crafts  to  complete  their  respective  jobs  before  testing, 
calibrating  and  balancing  the  four  air  handlers  with  the  entire  system.  The  extended 
completion  carries  an  extended  price  tag;  therefore  we  are  also  trying  some  creative 
financing  to  cover  these  extra  costs. 

b)  The  ADA  project  has  been  halted  due  to  inclement  weather  and  will  resume 
work  once  it  dries  up  a  little. 

c)  Regarding  the  FY01  -02  budget  request:  Met  with  PUC  General  Manager  last 
week  to  defend  the  request;  next  stop  is  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  itself,  then 
on  to  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  Commission  will  be  kept 
updated. 

Commissioner  Hardin  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to  accept  the 
Communications  and  the  Director's  Report.  Motion  passed. 

VII:  Presentation:  Commissioner  Brown  introduced  Executive  Director  of  the 

Southeast  Health  Center,  Mr.  Freddie  Smith  who  thanked  the  Commission  for  inviting 
him  to  speak  on  the  status  of  the  Southeast  Health  Center  and  an  update  into  include 
the  last  18  months  of  his  tenure  as  Director. 

Mr.  Smith  related  that  in  these  past  18  months  he  has  learned  that  by 
comparison  the  Southeast  Health  Center,  in  providing  health  care  services 
predominately  to  the  City's  Southeast  Sector  is  even  more  needy  than  the  East 
Oakland  Health  Center  (part  of  the  West  Oakland  Health  Council)  from  where  Mr. 
Smith  has  just  migrated.  Expecting  that  a  (San  Francisco)  City  Health  Center  would  be 
more  of  an  urban  health  center  (healthier,  fewer  problems,  etc.),  has  found  that 
Southeast  Health  Center  is  more  of  an  'acute  care  facility'  than  East  Oakland  ever 
was.  During  first  6  months  at  Southeast  he  experienced  both  his  first  fatality  due  to  a 
drug  overdose  and  a  baby  delivery  in  the  facility.  The  ambulance  comes  to  the  (out- 
patient) facility  on  a  regular  basis,  once  to  twice  weekly  as  opposed  to  maybe  once  a 
quarter  in  East  Oakland. 

The  Southeast  Health  Center  serves  a  population  of  about  33,000  in  the  94124 
zip  code  where  many  of  the  health  issues  are:  high  incidence  of  chronic  illnesses 
(diabetes,  hypertension,  heart  problems,  asthesma,  HIV);  staff  challenges  (return 
visits  per  patient  ratio  -  3.5:1,  staff  to  patient  ratio  -  5,000  patients:  18,000  visits); 
short  staffed  (no  medical  director  for  over  two  years  -  no  clinical  leadership,  current 
acting  medical  director  is  only  part-time).  Despite  this  situation,  as  a  community 
agency  and  facility,  the  Southeast  Health  Center  should  not  be  overlooked  but 
supported  and  encouraged  especially  during  budget  season. 

Break  out  of  patient  population  is:  approximately  80%  Black,  10%  Hispanic,  and 
5%  Asian.  Since  between  70%-80%  of  total  population  is  without  insurance  and  health 
care  is  very  expensive,  patients  wait  until  very  last  minute  to  come  for  medical 
attention.  Often  we  must  transfer /transport  to  General  patients  that  more  sickly, 
harder  to  stabilize  and  requiring  more  intense  care. 
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This  (the  Southeast  Sector)  seems  to  be  experiencing  a  growing  homeless 
population  with  urgent  health  needs.  Southeast  Health  Center  has  been  in  the 
community  for  17  years,  but  without  support  from  the  community  and  the  City  it  is 
getting  more  difficult  to  provide  appropriate  health  care  service. 

Mr.  Smith  then  opened  the  floor  to  questions  and  responded  briefly: 
In  comparison  to  other  community  health  facilities,  it  has  been  difficult  to  fill 
the  position  of  Medical  Director  at  Southeast  Health  Center  because  it  is  a  civil 
service  position  and  the  financial  compensation  coupled  with  the  increased 
responsibilities  is  not  a  natural  draw  to  the  position.  Any  support  from  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility  Commission  to  the  Executive  Administrator  of  all  the  City  Health 
Centers  (Tony  Wagner)  would  be  appreciated.  Sliding  scales  and  referral/outreach  of 
patients  to  home  health  care  programs  currently  happens  at  the  Southeast  Health 
Center,  however,  three  health  outreach  positions  are  currently  out  on  Worker's 
Compensation. 

Mr.  Smith  closed  the  presentation  by  inviting  the  Commission  and  all  interested 
Community  residents  to  the  Health  Commission  presentation  in  the  Community  on 
February  20  (see  invitation  flyer)  and  stated  that  he  would  be  glad  to  come  back  and 
update  the  Commission  at  a  future  date. 

VIII.  Facilities  Committee  Report:  Commissioner  Hardin  read  the  Facilities 
Committee  report  and  recommendations. 

a)  Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Nguyen  seconded  to  extend 
the  use  of  the  current  Rules  and  Regulation  until  June  30,  2001.

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A  'Clean  City  Summit',  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  City  (of  San  Francisco)  was 
recently  completed  with  about  300  attendees  representing  about  720  organizations 
galvanized  around  the  issues  of  "how  to  keep  the  streets  clean,  the  buildings 
graffiti-free  and  plant  new  trees  through-out  our  neighborhoods".    The  summit 
centered  around  nine  work  shops  (i.e.  Getting  Youth  Involved,  Keeping  Buildings 
Graffiti-free,  The  Impact  of  Tourism  and  Litter)  resulting  in  the  development  of 
several  policy  recommendations  (including  youth  involvement,  tourism/litter, 
Community/neighborhood  involvement)  which  was  presented  to  the  Mayor's  for 
implementation  in  the  form  of  an  Action  Plan. 

This  Action  Plan  set  up  the  Community  Clean  Team  (CCT)  and  replaced  the  Great 
Sweep  Program  city-wide.  The  CCT  focuses  on  District  participation  over  the 
course  of  a  month  rather  than  the  entire  City  over  one  day.  Community  residents 
and  local  neighborhood  businesses  will  be  more  involved.  For  starters  in  District 
10,  Supervisor  Maxwell  kicked-off  the  program  at  the  Bay  view  Opera  House  on 
Third  Street  and  new  trees  will  be  planted  at  the  end  of  Third  St.  Unfortunately  the 
graffiti-free  and  park  clean-up  weekends  were  rained  out,  but  sidewalk  steam 
cleaning  on  San  Bruno  Avenue  is  still  planned  for  this  coming  weekend. 

Other  activities  included:  T-shirt,  refreshment,  and  literature  distribution,  800  tons 
of  illegal  dumping  were  identified  and  ticketed,  the  establishment  of  a  designated 
central  phone  number  to  call  for  any  "litter"  issue  (overflow  cans,  'hot  spots'  such 
as  pot  holes,  graffiti,  tree  planting,  etc.):  "28  CLEAN"  and,  the  revival  of  an 
umbrella  organization,  Clean  City  Coalition  supported  by  businesses  (PacBell, 
Michelin,  Walgreens)  and  other  Community-based  non-profit  organizations 
(donation  of 'clean  machines"  and  funding).

Mr.  Muraoka  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  invitation 
and  opportunity  to  give  a  brief  explanation  and  update  of  status  of  the  Concept  Plan. 

Stan  reported  that  the  latest  version  of  the  Revitalization  Concept  Plan,  distributed 
on  a  limited  basis  until  final  printing  on  Thurs.,  March  15  in  this  very  room  at  a 
very  well  attended  Community  Meeting,  is  the  result  of  a  4-year  effort  by  the 
Bayview-Hunter's  Point  Project  Area  Committee/BVHP-PAC  (elected  from/by  the 
Community  in  1996  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  on 
feasibility  and  types  of  activities). 

For  the  last  few  (2-3)  years,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  PAC  with  several 
technical  consultants  have  embarked  on  a  series  of  Community  workshops  to  help 
create  and  establish  basically  all  the  text  of  the  Concept  Plan  (about  200  pages 
currently  being  type-set  to  print  for  distribution).  A  Concept  Plan  Executive 
Summary  highlights  the  Goals  and  Objectives  for  Community  Revitalization,  i.e. 
Focus  Area  Plans  (redevelopment  ideas,  maximizing  participation  of  residents  and 
businesses,  define  agency  business,  etc.)  and  a  one-page  catalogue  of  documents 
listing  all  pertinent  documentation  (reports,  amendments,  etc.)  most  of  which  will 
be  published  later  this  year.  The  Plan  will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Housing  and 
Port  Commissions  (probably  around  Oct.  '01)  and  finally  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  expectation  is  get  some  kind  of  go-ahead  by  January  2002. 
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As  a  precursor  project  to  the  total  Redevelopment  Plan,  MUNI  and  the  Art 
Commission  have  submitted  application  for  a  $2M  grant  to  improve  the  Plaza  next 
to  the  Bayview  Opera  House.  Last  year,  the  project  (BV  Connections)  was  awarded 
a  $2M  grant  to  construct  the  Plaza  on  Mendell  Street  adjacent  to  this  current  phase 
of  the  project. 

Finally,  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  PAC  are  working  very  closely  with  MUNI 
on  basically  every  aspect  of  the  Third  Street  Light  Rail  and  Revitalization. 

After  a  brief  session  of  questions  and  answers  and  some  discussion  mainly 
regarding  truck  routes,  the  Open  Space  Program,  a  "Town  Center  Area',  and  PAC's 
involvement  in  the  Concept  Plan,  Mr.  Muraoka  again  thanked  the  Commission  for 
the  invitation  and  agreed  to  return  to  update  the  Commission  at  a  later  date. 

Mr.  Muraoka  also  introduced  Mr.  Don  Capobres,  the  Redevelopment  Agency's 
Project  Manager  assigned  to  the  Hunter's  Point  Shipyard.  Mr.  Capobres  agreed  to 
return  to  the  Commission  to  update  on  the  clean-up  and  redevelopment  project  in 
that  area.

III.     Approval  of  Minutes: 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  March  28.  Motion  passed. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  to  approve  the  minutes  of  April  12  pending  a 
correction  under  New  Business  and  Commissioner  Looper  seconded.  Motion 
passed. 


V.      Public  Comment:  None  offered  at  this  meeting. 
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VI.     Communications: 

a)  Invitations  to  several  CBO's  in  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  (94124)  namely 
Young  Community  Developers  (YCD),  Dwayne  Jones,  Executive  Director; 
Dept.  of  Human  Services  (DHS)  One  Stop  Career  Center  at  Southeast,  Cedric 
Jackson,  Director;  and  Neighborhood  Jobs  Initiative  Roundtable  (NJIR),  Angelo 
King,  to  present  the  respective  programs'  plans  for  summer  youth  employment, 
etc. 

b)  Invitation  to  the  San  Francisco  Asst.  Police  Chief  Sanders  and  Bayview  Police 
Capt.  "PJ"  Jackson  is  still  in  progress. 


VII.   Director's  Report: 

a)  The  HVAC  Energy  Conservation  and  upgrade  project  for  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility  has  been  completed.  We  can  now  control  the  building  for 
heating  in  the  winter  and  cooling  in  the  summer.  Although  the  project  has  been 
signed-off,  the  contractor  is  still  on-site  overseeing  software  installation  and 
start-up  and  has  agreed  to  stay  on  until  the  project  goes  under  Maintenance 
Agreement. 

b)  Phase  I  of  the  ADA  handicap  parking  access  project  has  been  completed.  Phase 
II,  re-grading  the  lawn  area,  is  currently  in  progress.  Handicap  parking  stalls 
have  been  re-assigned  and  re-painted.  Some  additional  paint  and  sign  work; 
however  the  Commission  will  be  kept  appraised. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the 
Communications  and  the  Director 's  Report.  Motion  passed. 


To  accommodate  presenter's  schedules,  the  agenda  was  moved  to  with  Item  IX  next. 

IX.     Presentation  -  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  CBO's  Summer  (2001)  Projects/YCD  and 
DHS  Career  Center  at  Southeast:  Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Young 
Community  Developers  (YCD)  Executive  Director,  Dwayne  Jones.  Mr.  Jones 
thanked  the  Commission  for  the  invitation  and  apologized  for  not  having  a  more 
detailed  analysis  of  YCD' s  plans  for  summer  youth  employment,  but  did  report  that 
instead  of  one  main,  funding  source  being  courted  for  summer  youth  employment, 
that  several  funding  sources  and  sponsors  were  in  fact  being  contacted  for 
involvement.  YCD  experienced  some  transitioning  during  the  summer  program's 
planning  period  last  year  and,  although  a  similar  situation  presents  itself  this  year, 
different  options  present  themselves  for  consideration  allowing  YCD  to  provide  at 
least  50%  (hopefully  about  125%)  of  the  youth  employment  opportunities  as  last 
summer's  program  (about  250  total). 

One  of  the  obstacles  facing  this  year's  summer  youth  employment  program  is  that 
the  funding  sources(s)  or  'vehicles'  haven't  been  clearly  defined  as  yet.  Since  the 
vehicle  hasn't  been  defined,  then  the  applications  (student  can  usually  get  through 
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schools  as  well  as  CBO's)  are  not  yet  available  and  may  not  be  until  after  school  is 
out.  Through/  on  the  applications  the  requirements  are  not  yet  defined  and 
therefore  we  don't  have  the  requirements  with  which  to  accept  applicants  for 
(different  segments  of)  the  summer  youth  employment  program.  However,  through 
the  Youth  Opportunity  Grant  (YOG)  there  does  appear  to  be  some  funding  summer 
youth  employment.  Mr.  Jones  suggested  inviting  Mr.  Leonard  Gonzales,  YOG 
Director  to  answer  additional  questions/concerns  (i.e.:  Will  YOG  fund  a  youth 
employment  program  this  summer?  For  how  many  kids? 

Back  at  YCD,  'Chocolate  City'  has  been  brought  back  in  this  7    year  as  'Chocolate 
City  II '  with  55  kids  currently  enrolled,  but  the  process  has  been  slow  due  to 
bringing  the  Private  Industry  Council  (PIC)  on  board.  However,  we  expect  to  be 
able  to  affect  between  250-300  kids  this  summer  simply  due  to  a  slightly  different 
older  target  group  than  in  the  past.  The  plan  is  that  we  will  be  able  to  include  other 
organizations  (i.e.  SLUG,  Infusion  One,  etc.)  in  this  program. 

Through  Chocolate  City  there  are  a  number  of  "tracks"  participants  can  be  engaged 
in:  a)  students  sent  to  other  non-profits  (organizations)  and  City  Depts.  working  as 
'aides'  to  the  organization/depts.,  b)  graffiti  removal/clean-up  (for  students  that 
need  to  be  outside  and  engaged  in  'physical'  activity)  at  pre-designated  sites  (i.e. 
Boys  &  Girls  playground,  pulling  weeds)  -  this  track  could  roll  into  a  'year-round' 
activity,  and  then  c)  for  graduates  (17-1/2  and  18)  a  trade  faire  the  day  after 
graduation,  exposing  them  to  how  to  get  into  the  different  construction  trades 
(excellent  opportunity  to  prepare  for  all  construction  type  development  and  re- 
development projects  coming  on-line  to  get  into  an  apprenticeship  and  subsequently 
get  into  jobs  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  contact  person  at  YCD  for  the  summer  youth  employment  program  is  Yolanda 
Harris.  There  are  currently  real  jobs  that  students  to  sign  up  for;  however  due  to  the 
tedious  and  complicated  process  of  matching  applicants  with  the  financial 
requirements  of  some  of  the  enterprise  zones  we  may  have  lost  a  few  of  the  less 
persistent  students.  We  are  currently  working  on  a  "no  turn  away  policy"  to 
accommodate  as  many  kids  from  the  community  as  we  can. 

Some  of  goals  of  the  summer  youth  employment  program  are  two-fold:  for  the 
younger  students,  a  broader  exposure  to  a  cross-industry  work  force,  instill  a  work 
ethic  and  a  connection  of  education  to  work;  for  the  older  students,  it's  narrower 
exposure  to  various  careers  and  a  transition  off  the  current  system  (working  through 
a  subsidized  program)  to  enable  them  to  develop  and  seek  work  for  themselves. 

Mr.  Jones  explained  that  the  Commission  could  assist  in  a)  securing  funds  for  the 
summer  program,  b)  defining  requirements  and  the  application  process  simply  by 
sending  a  letter  of  inquiry/to  express  concern  to  the  Mayor's  Office/MYEEP. 
Commissioner  Larkin  also  requested  a  list  of  jobs  currently  available  to  youth  for 
summer  employment. 
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Next,  Manager  of  the  DHS/Southeast  Career  Center,  Cedric  Jackson  was  asked  to 
make  a  brief  presentation  on  his  program  plans  for  summer  youth  employment.  He 
explained  that  the  City  has  four  (4)  "Enterprise  Zones":  South  of  Market,  Mission, 
Bay  view-Hunter's  Point  (Admin.  Office  at  YMCA  HQ,  Bay  View  Plaza  and  1601 
Lane),  and  Visitation  Valley.  There  are  no  income  criteria  and  the  age  range  is  14- 
2 1 ;  the  only  requirement  is  that  the  applicants  reside  in  one  of  the  four  Enterprise 
Zones.  Components  of  the  summer  program  will  include:  English  as  a  Second 
Language  (ESL),  job  training,  soft  skills  training  (job  preparation:  i.e.,  appropriate 
dressing,  resume  writing,  assistance  with  application);  additional  information  is 
available  at  'www.hud/ECEZ/locator.org'  and  'picSanFrancisco.org'.  The  Mayor's 
Office  has  also  made  $.5  million  available  for  youth  employment  and,  although  the 
number  of  youth  to  be  targeted  hasn't  yet  been  determined,  last  year  the  program 
was  able  to  impact  about  250  youth  from  the  BVHP. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Looper:  There  is  a  two-prong  focus  to  the  Workforce 
Investment  Act,  one  on  adults,  the  other  on  youth.  The  Youth  One-Stop,  although  a 
functioning  staff  is  already  in  place  and  planning  the  summer  youth  program 
activities,  they  are  not  yet  utilizing  a  secured  facility.  This  program  is  funded  by  a 
$7M  grant  called  Youth  Opportunity  Grant  (YOG),  which  has  resulted  in  a  system 
called  YOSF  (Youth  Opportunity  San  Francisco).  The  Youth  One-Stop  system, 
still  in  the  process  of  being  developed  will  be  structured/patterned  after  the  Adult 
One-Stop,  one  of  which  is  run  here  at  Southeast.  This  is  the  program  that  Leonard 
Gonzales  and  his  staff  will  return  to  explain  in  detail  at  a  Commission  meeting  after 
May  4  (when  the  criteria  is  due  to  be  developed  and  applications  should  be 
available). 

In  response  to  concerns  raised  by  Commissioner  Maxwell,  Mr.  Jackson  explained 
that  the  Enterprise  Zones,  set-up  according  to  census  track  data  (lowest  income 
areas),  do  not  cover  all  areas  of  the  City.  However,  hopefully  additional  moneys/ 
other  funding  will  be  made  available  to  funds  areas  that  do  not  fall  within  one  of  the 
four  Enterprise  Zones  (i.e.  Potrero  Hill  and  Western  Addition). 

Mr.  Leonard  Gonzales  briefly  explained  that  the  Youth  Opportunity  Grant  (YOG) 
funds  an  intensive  case-management  program  beginning  with  in-take  and 
educational  assessment  (determine  reading,  math,  and  basic  skills  level)  and  job  or 
training  placement  with  a  24-month  follow-thru/up  while  charged  to  "Enable, 
employ  and  educate"  youth  throughout  the  City. 

Summer  Youth  Employment  is  only  one  component  of  the  YOG  Program,  which 
may  also  include:  Employment  with  12-month  follow-up,  family  support, 
continuing  education,  homelessness,  short-  and  long-term  goals,  continuing/ 
collaborating  with  some  of  the  City's  existing  120  CBO's  as  well  as  funding  efforts 
that  compliment  or  supplement  the  Enterprise  Zone  funding.  Summer  jobs 
applicants  can  be  from  a)  school  partnerships:  250  placements  for  10-12  grade  in- 
school  youth  in  the  private  sector/private  sector  partnerships  (i.e.  Charles  Schwab,

CalFed  Bank,  BankAmerica,  McKesson)  or  CBO's;  b)  about  another  250 
placements  through  Mayor's  Youth  Education  and  Employment  Program 
(MYEEP);  c)  another  120  through  San  Francisco  Youth  Works,  for  placement  in 
City  Depts.  and  Agencies.  While  it  is  imperative  to  connect  with  in-school  youth, 
at  least  15%  of  these  total  youth  employment  placement  are  for  'out-of-schooF 
youth,  with  a  further  focus  on  either  getting  them  back  in  school  or  at  least  a  GED. 

Mr.  Gonzales  then  accepted  the  invitation  to  return  with  his  staff  for  a  full 
presentation  of  the  Program.  Commissioner  Brown  requested  the  return 
presentation  be  calendared  soon  since  summer  was  basically  upon  us. 


Before  the  next  presentation,  Commissioner  Larkin  acknowledged  the  presence  of  current 
Bayview  Police  Station  Capt.  'PJ'  Jackson  who  will  present  at  the  next  Commission 
meeting  (given  the  last  topic  of  discussion  regarding  summer  plans  for  local  youth  and 
the  addition  of  current  acts  of  violence  in  the  Community). 


VIII.  Presentation  from  Mr.  George  J.  Smith,  Dir.  of  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Homeless- 
Homelessness  -  Updating  on  the  status  of  Homeless/Emergency  shelters  in  San 
Francisco,  specifically  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point: 

After  thanking  the  Commission  for  the  invitation  to  present,  Mr.  Smith  passed 
around  hand-outs  including:  a  Draft  and  an  Executive  Summary  (entitled)  - 
Continuum  of  Care:  A  5-year  Strategic  Plan  for  Homeless  Services  2001  -  2006, 
and  the  Fall  2000  Home-  less  Count  Report.  Then  he  went  on  to  report: 

In  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  there  currently  (during  City's  non-winter  months) 
exist  about  1700  emergency  shelter  beds.  Of  those,  1 100  are  dedicated  to  single 
adults  (men  and  women),  another  200  dedicated  to  families,  the  remainder  are  a 
mixture  of  domestic  violence,  'best'  youth,  and  detox  (-ification  program).  During 
the  winter  months  the  capacity  is  increase  by  another  300  beds  (using  churches  as  a 
winter  response  to  cold  weather). 

The  Program  is  currently  in  the  process  of  negotiating  and  re-designing  the  two 
largest  shelters  downtown,  the  Multi-Service  Centers:  North  of  Market  (MSC- 
North)  and  South  of  Market  (MSC-South).  The  Contracts  with  non-profits  to  run 
and  maintain  these  City-owned  facilities  are  about  10-years  old  and  we  have  been 
receiving  a  number  of  complaints  regarding  these  centers:  violence,  assaults,  staff 
abuses,  etc.    Previously  the  City's  flagships  facilities,  they  are  now  out-dated  for 
survival  services. 
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One  controversial  upgrade  plan  would  be  to  make  MSC-North  a  mandatory  case- 
management  shelter:  anyone  utilizing  the  shelter  would  be  required  to  participate 
case-management  services  (i.e.  'life  skills',  money  management,  etc.) 

One  of  the  statistics  from  last  year's  program  show  about  61%  of  shelter  users  were 
leaving,  but  not  going  to  permanent  housing.  Therefore  after  an  extensive  outreach, 
focus  groups,  town  hall  meeting,  etc.  to  come  up  some  ideas  on  how  to  bring  down 
these  stats,  and  develop  an  upgrade  to  the  homelessness  program. 

The  Homelessness  Program  budget  of  $80  million  breaks  out  into:  emergency 
shelter,  treatment,  mental  health  and  associate  treatment  programs,  supportive 
housing  and  some  permanent  housing  programs.  Unfortunately  most  of  the 
programs  and  services  are  located  in  downtown  San  Francisco,  not  in  the 
neighborhoods. 

Statistics  of  those  participating  in  the  shelter  system  break  out  into:  45%  of  single 
adults  are  African  American,  followed  by  Caucasians  at  29%  and  Latinos  at  19%. 
As  far  as  statistics  for  families:  49%  are  African  American,  then  Caucasians  at 
21%,  and  Latinos  at  16%.  Even  though  the  program/services  are  downtown,  the 
participating  population  'migrated'  from  various  neighborhoods  in  the  City. 
Therefore,  the  focus  of  the  Homelessness  Program,  as  should  be  the  focus  of  the 
Community  response  is  one  of  prevention,  (i.e.  Opening  a  shelter  program  at 
Providence  Baptist  Church). 

Another  focus  has  been  to  conduct  a  "Homelessness  Count"  to  see  the  numbers  of 
people  we're  actually  dealing  with.  First  of  all  the  Federal  (HUD)  definition  of 
Homelessness  breaks  out  into  people  living:   1)  on  the  streets,  in  cars/vehicles;  2)  in 
jail  or  institutions;  3)  in  shelters;  4)  in  supportive  (permanent)  housing;  5) 
marginally  housed  (more  than  one  family  or  extended  members  of  families  in  one 
home). 

Particular  to  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point,  the  Program  has  been  working  with  Ms. 
Barbara  Brown  who  came  to  us  with  a  proposal  for  facility  in  the  Bayview.  What 
began  as  a  referral  center  to  other  agencies  in  the  community  and  food  pantry  has 
now  been  expanded  to  a  full-service  resource  center  complete  with  private  services 
(i.e.,  showers,  lockers,  free  voice  mail,  life  skills  training,  state-of-the-art  kitchen 
and  dining  room  for  those  who  are  hungry,  not  just  homeless). 

This  has  been  quite  a  feat  for  the  Brown  administration  as  well  as  this  community. 
Advocacy  to  keep  funding  for  similar  programs  has  always  been  very  strong  to  keep 
them  located  downtown  (out  of  the  neighborhoods).  However,  at  the  Homelessness 
Program  we  believe  the  effort  to  eradicate  the  crisis  of  homelessness  begins  in  the 
Communities  and  neighborhoods.  To  that  end  has  been  the  establishment  of  the 
Bayview-Hunter's  Point  Hope  Center  and  attached  to  that  is  the  Providence  Shelter, 
currently  with  50  beds  which  we  hope  top  expand  this  summer  to  75  -  100  beds  that 
also  services  families. 
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Since  these  services  are  for  the  homeless  in  this  particular  community,  supportive 
evidence  can  be  found  in  the  Homelessness  Report  [pg.  6  "Population  .of  the  Streets 
by  Supervisory  District  (#  10)]  where  there  is  a  need  to  assist  about  416  people  (in 
campers  and  cars  along  the  waterfront  mainly  around  the  Post  Office  and  Islais 
Creek). 

Another  program  particularly  for  homeless  family  assistance  in  the  Bayview  is  an 
effort  in  conjunction  with  Sojourner  Truth  Family  Services  Resource  Center  at  the 
Franciscan  Hotel  (154  beds  for  families).  Originally  the  Franciscan  Program  was 
scheduled  to  close;  however,  we  have  been  able  to  create  a  continuum  for  families 
by  attaching  it  to  Sojourner  Truth.  This  way  we  can  actually  have  a  facility 
whereby  people  are  housed  and  concurrently  work  on  their  issues. 

Another  complimentary  component  to  this  continuum  for  services  in  the  Bayview 
has  been  Young  Community  Developers  (YCD),  whose  current  program  works 
with  homeless  individuals  by  offering:  training,  give  them  appointment  skills, 
make  them  job  ready,  this  also  in  conjunction  with  the  Franciscan  Program. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Smith  threw  out  for  thought:  there  is  currently  a  lot  of  discussion 
around  homelessness  services  and  its  $80M  budget  and  an  even  larger  budget  for 
poverty  services.  The  policy  for  spending  these  budgets  needs  to  be  determined  by 
the  Community.  Commissioner  Larkin  then  thanked  Mr.  Smith  for  his  presentation 
and  invited  him  to  return  with  an  updated  presentation  in  the  future.  Mr.  Smith  said 
he  would  be  glad  to  return. 


X.      Introduction  of  New  Business: 

Commissioner  Brown  requested  for  YOG  Director  Leonard  Gonzales  to  return  with 
a  full  presentation  on  the  plans/break-out  of  funding  for  summer  youth 
employment; 

Commissioner  Looper  suggested  inviting  a  representative  of  the  Potrero  Hill  power 
plant  expansion  to  explain  the  effect  on  the  Community. 


IX.     Adjournment: 

Commissioner  Looper  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to  adjourn  the 
SECF  Commission  meeting  at  8:04 p.m.

Presentation  -  San  Francisco  Police  Dept.  "Take  killers  off  our  neighborhood  streets  and  stop  the 
violence"  and  will  be  followed  by  a  brief  presentation  to  ex-captains  of  the  Bayview-Hunter's 
Point  Station.

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VIII.  Presentation:  San  Francisco  Assistant  Police  Chief  E.  Prentiss  Sanders  introduced  himself 
and  thanked  the  Commission  for  this  opportunity  to  answer  questions  regarding  the  recent 
rash  of  violence  -  an  issue  of  great  concern  to  this  neighborhood  in  particular  and  indeed 
the  entire  City.  Progress  is  being  made  in  terms  of  identifying,  locating  and  preparing  to 
arrest  individuals  involved  for  their  participation  in  this  violence.  How-  ever  rules  must  be 
followed  in  order  for  this  progress/the  arrests  to  be  valid. 

Asst.  Chief  then  suggested  that  answering  questions  might  be  the  most  efficient  way  to 
address  the  concerns  of  those  present.  To  Commissioner  Larkin's  query  about  who  the 
police  have  been  working  with  and  how  are  they  working  with  them  to  prevent  incidents  of 
violence  in  the  Community  Asst.  Chief  Sanders  replied  that  this  was  a  two-fold  response: 
1)  Regarding  current  open  violent  crime  cases,  a)  because  our  doors  are  always  opened, 
many  people  have  come  forward  to  offer  assistance  of  information;  b)  working  with  (group 
of  people  organized  by)  Minister  Christopher  on  "African  American  community  matters"; 
c)  set-up  a  some  hot-lines,  overseen  by  Inspector  Hendricks  (brought  back  from  retirement 
on  a  part-time  basis);  d)  established  a  witness  protection  program  -  anyone  coming  forward 
with  information  can  be  protected  or  relocated,  etc.,  whatever  it  takes  for  them  to  testify. 
This  course  of  action  has  resulted  in  search/desk  warrants  being  issued,  weapons  are  being 
recovered  and  information  flowing. 

Asst.  Chief  then  introduced  current  Bayview  Station  Capt.  Patricia  Jackson  to  speak  on 
whom  and  how  local  police  have  been  working  to  prevent  violence  in  the  BVHP.  Capt. 
Jackson  explained  that  the  Bayview  Station  has  an  on-going  effort  to  work  with  the 
Community  (Community  Policing).  Although  the  Community  has  been  through  a  recovery 
stage  and  is  in  a  rebuilding  stage,  because  this  is  a  crisis  situation  with  all  the  homicides, 
local  staff  is  working  with  the  school  districts,  social  service  groups,  every  aspect  of  the 
Community  the  local  police  staff  can  identify  with  which  to  develop  a  relationship  (of 
trust).  The  solution  may  not  always  be  enforcement;  sometimes  we  (local  police)  are  in  the 
role  of  facilitator  as  we  work  with  groups  like  Infusion  One,  the  Sheriff  Dept.'s  Garden 
Project,  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners  (SLUG),  and  Victims  of  Homicide 
(currently  as  outreach  for  peace  to  the  Community). 

Commissioner  Looper  requested  statistics  on  instances  of  crime  towards  organizations  and 
tenants  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Commission.  Capt.  Jackson  stated  that  stats  are  kept 
on  "per  call  by  area"  basis  especially  for  the  child  care  centers.  If  the  dept.  doesn't  get  a 
call,  then  we  don't  response;  calls  for  service  must  be  documented.  Commissioner  Looper 
then  replied  that  these  organization  and  tenants  can/will  be  informed  of  the  procedures  for 
reporting  crimes  so  they  in  turn  can  present  these  procedures  to  their  staff/clients,  etc. 
Capt.  Jackson  added  that  staff  would  be  glad  to  come  out  to  give  a  little  informative  talk  to 
each  site  upon  request. 

Commissioner  Larkin  commented  that  while  several  very  active  and  worthwhile 
organizations  were  mentioned  by  name  for  working  with  the  members  of  the  Bayview 
Station  there  are  several  organizations/groups  perhaps  a  little  more  covert  in  nature  but  just 
as  active  in  the  Community  that  were  not  mentioned  for  one  reason  or  another. 
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His  question  is:  What  is  being  done  to  outreach  to  those  people/organizations  since  this  is 
where  much  of  the  violence  either  starts  or  has  a  closer/more  profound  effect?  Capt. 
Jackson  responded  that  the  Dept.  is  also  working  with  several  individuals  not  associated 
with  any  of  the  organizations/agencies  previously  mentioned,  either  with  other 
organizations  or  not  necessarily  with  an  organization  at  all  for  outreach  and  creating  a  list 
of  valuable  information. 

Asst.  Chief  Sanders  then  added/reminded  those  present  that  this  administration  has  a  very 
open  door  policy,  whereby  the  Community  has  access  to  both  the  local  Station  (the 
Bayview  Station  and  Capt.  Jackson  in  this  particularly  Community)  and  the  Chiefs  Office 
-  defining  local  and  overall  accountability  to  the  public.  The  homicides  plaguing  this 
Community  are  not  a  general,  everyday  occurrence.-  we  know  who  is  responsible,  we 
know  why  they  are  doing  it,  but  we  need  the  Community  to  stand  together  so  we  can  rid  the 
Community  of  these  violent  perpetrators.  The  (Police)  Dept.  follows  a  philosophy  of 
"fostering"  whereby  we  know  it's  going  to  take  a  concerted  effort  to  get  to  the  next 
generation  of  our  young  people.  We  know  if  young  people  are  not  reading  by  the  3rd  grade, 
they're  going  to  have  problems  in  school.  We  know  the  Community  as  well  as  the  Dept. 
must  interact  to  encourage  these  young  people.  That's  why  so  many  of  our  officers  get 
involved  or  start  their  own  programs  both  on  and  off-duty  for  young  people.  Programs  like 
taking  children  from  this  side  of  town  to  the  zoo  and  other  educational  places  to  expose 
them  to  a  different  world.  However,  don't  be  fooled,  this  epidemic  is  not  just  with  our 
children  -  it's  everywhere,  nationwide  and  all  generations.  That's  why  the  open  door 
policy  and  the  partnership  with  the  Community  of  our  officers  are  so  important. 

In  response  to  a  request  for  more  officers  on  foot  patrol  in  the  neighborhood  and  during  the 
evening  shifts,  Asst.  Chief  Sanders  replied  that  because  presence  is  based  on  calls  for 
service  to  an  area,  if  more  police  presence  is  required  then  more  calls  for  service  need  to  be 
generated  from  that  area.  It  is  also  a  known  fact  that  the  presence  of  uniforms  is  a  deterrent 
to  crime,  so  we  have  as  many  officers  out  on  patrol  as  the  schedule  will  bear.  We  are  also 
graduating  classes  of  recruits  and  transfer  officers  as  fast  as  we  possibly  can  and  are 
actively  recruiting  for  yet  more;  therefore,  if  you  know  of  someone  that  would  like  a  career 
on  the  police  force,  please  send  them  our  v/ay. 

Responding  to  Commissioner  Larkin's  concern  for  being  stopped  while  driving  through  the 
neighborhood  depending  on  what  he's  wearing  (racial  profiling),  Asst.  Chief  Sanders  stated 
that  the  SFPD  has  two  ways  of  handling  errant/disrespectful  behavior  of  an  officer  a)  the 
Office  of  Citizen's  Complaints  -  an  agency  independent  of  the  Police  Dept.  unique  to  San 
Francisco,  and  b)  a  policy  of  a  minimum  of  3  mos.  review  by  the  Dept.  for  any  officer  with 
complaints  and  provisions  for  responsive  and  corrective  action. 

The  next  speaker  was  Mr.  Dwayne  Jones,  Exec.  Dir.  of  Young  Community  Directors 
(YCD)  who  just  wanted  to  comment  of  the  fact  that  indeed  a  relationship  has  been 
established  between  the  Bayview  Station/Capt.  Jackson  and  YCD  where  it  was  discussed 
that  some  jobs/positions  would  be  available  at  3  Com  Park  for  trainees  that  came  through 
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VCD.   Although  it  wasn't  access  that  came  into  play  here,  it  took  a  little  more  "coming  out 
of  the  box",  outreach  to  the  Community/organization  for  these  positions  to  materialized. 

One  more  comment  from  Residents  of  the  Southeast  Sector  (ROSES),  Mr.  James  Sheesley 
commented  that  many  children  on  the  streets  are  there  simply  because  their  parents  or 
guardians  don't  know  how  to  handle  them/don't  know  how  to  parent.  Are  there  programs 
where  people  can  go  to  learn  how  to  parent? 

Commissioner  Larkin  then  introduced  a)  District  10  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell,  b)  Juvenile 
Delinquency  Prevention  Commissioner  Shawn  Richards,  and  c)  Mr.  Alex  Tourk,  new  Director  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services  to  those  present. 

To  close  out  the  presentation  by/to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Dept.  the  Southeast  Community 
Facility  Commission  awarded  Certificates  of  Commendation  for  Meritorious  Service  to 
Commander  Sylvia  Harper  (Capt.  Potrero/Bayview  Station,  1996  -  1998);  and  current  Capt.  of 
Mission  Station,  Ron  Roth,  (Capt.  Bayview  Station,  1998  -  2000).  In  response,  Cmmdr.  Harper 
thanked  the  Commission  and  asked  to  share  the  acknowledgement  with  both  the  officers  who 
worked  under  her  watch  ("No  one  person  could  possibly  do  all  this  alone".)  and  her  predecessor 
Capt.  Rick  Holder.  Capt.  Roth  accepted  his  acknowledgement  by  stating  he  was  just  continuing 
what  was  started  before  him  by  Capts.  Holder  and  Harper  and  how  pleasantly  surprised  he  was 
when  he  first  became  Capt.  how  supportive  the  Community  was  of  the  officers  of  the  Bayview 
Station  and  how  well  the  Community  and  it 's  Police  Dept.  worked  together.  He  also  agreed  with 
Capt.  Harper  that  as  Station  Capts.  come  and  go  it's  the  Station  officers  that  continue  the  day-to- 
day operations  sometimes  under  the  worst  and  violent  of  conditions,  keeping  their  heads  up, 
doing  the  right  thing,  keeping  streets  safe  for  all.  -  it's  the  officers  that  deserve  the 
commendation  and  acknowledgement.

Commissioner  Looper  requested  a  monthly  update  of  the  Commission  website. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Looper  seconded  to  accept  the  Director 's 
Report.  Motion  passed. 
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IX.     Presentation:  Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Mr.  Leonard  Gonzales,  Director  of  YOISF 
(Youth  Opportunity  Grant  Program)  Center  to  present  an  update  of  the  program  and 
explain  the  plans  and  funding  of  the  summer  youth  employment  program.  After  Mr. 
Gonzales  passed  out  a  Private  Industry  Council  folder  containing  YOISF  information  he 
began  answering  questions  from  the  Commissioners:  How  much  of  the  approxi-mately 
$7M  will  be  spent  in  the  BVHP;  how  many  young  people  from  the  BVHP  will  have  job 
opportunities;  how  many  BVHP  residents  will  be  hired  the  to  administer  the  YOG?? 

Regarding  funding:  approximately  20%  of  the  total  Youth  Opportunity  Grant  (YOG)  goes 
to  local  sub-contractors  like  Young  Community  Developers  (YCD),  New  Directions, 
YMCA  Community  Beacon  Center  located  at  Gloria  R.  Davis  Middle  School,  Steps  to 
Career  Program  -  with  the  first  three  programs  geared  toward  youth  from  the  BVHP,  the 
last  being  geared  toward  alternative  high-schools  City-wide.  A  proposal  has  been 
submitted  for  the  placement  of  youth  for  the  summer  and  we  await  budget  approval  for  that 
program.  This  program  won't  start  mid- June  like  the  other  programs,  but  we  hope  to  start 
mid- July  serving  400-600  youth  (250  from  the  BVHP)  who  reside  in  a  total  of  four 
different  communities:  Bayview-Hunter's  Point,  Sunnydale,  South  of  Market  and  Mission. 

Currently  three  of  the  seven  (7)  YOISF  Bayview  (Beacon  Center)  staff  members  are  from 
the  Community  and  we're  looking  for  an  outreach  specialist .  Although  we  want  to  hire 
from  the  Community,  it  is  an  open  hiring  process  where  anyone  qualified  may  apply. 
Copies  of  the  staff  job  descriptions  (including  salary  and  benefits)  can  be  provided  to  the 
Commission. 

Responding  to  how  youth/applicants  in  the  BVHP  measure  up  in  terms  of  experience, 
ability  to  handle  work  in  a  structured  environment,  Mr.  Gonzales  stated  that  a  large  portion 
of  the  250  positions  come  through  the  subcontractors  who  provide  actual  job  placement. 
YOISF  operates  like  a  clearinghouse  and  provides  more  of  an  intense  case  management. 
YOISF  does  testing  and  assessments  for  basic  educational  skills  (reading  &  math); 
determines  if  there  are  learning  disabilities  or  mental  health  issues;  if  the  applicant/youth 
needs  counseling,  childcare,  and/or  transportation.  YOISF  is  mandated  to  follow  eligible 
and  referred  youth  for  a  minimum  of  24  months  minimum.  The  sub-contractors  have  done 
a  quality  job  in  preparing,  training  and  placing  youth  in  interim  work  experience  situations. 
YOISF  focus  is  to  ensure  that  after  this  interim  work  experience,  they  are  prepared  for  a 
long-term  work  experience.  Currently  the  Four  Seasons  Hotel  is  hiring  for  a  variety  of 
positions,  Sports  World  is  also  accepting  applications  for  Sports  Trainers  through  the 
Mission  Hiring  Hall,  and  Bloomingdales  is  beginning  to  hire  as  well;  however  we  do  not 
yet  have  any  contracts  for  filling  local  business  positions. 

Commissioner  Larkin  expressed  concern  that  the  YOGrant  was  secured  a  little  more  than 
one  year  ago  through  demographics  from  the  Communities  making  the  Bayview-Hunter's 
Point  (among  three  other  areas)  a  priority  Community,  yet  relationships  still  need  to  be 
established  between  the  YOG  administrative  offices  and  local/community  businesses.  Mr. 
Gonzales  replied  several  staff  positions  are  in  need  of  filling  (i.e.,  job  developers)  which 
will  assist  in  expanding  the  program  to  include  building/fostering  relationships/partnerships 
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\\  ith  local  community  business.  YOG  will  then  subsidize  internships  with  these 
local/community  businesses  hopefully  strengthening  these  partnerships. 

Commissioner  Larkin  reiterated  that  these  plans  were  more  than  welcome,  however  the 
implementation  needs  to  be  stepped  up  so  as  to  affect  as  many  young  people  from  this  area 
as  soon  as  possible.  Since  school  is  already  out  and  the  young  people  need  to  be  busy  this 
summer,  it  is  imperative  this  program  move  forward  .  This  Commission  is  here  to  ensure 
that  the  young  people,  the  businesses,  the  organizations  in  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point  are 
not  left  out.    To  which  Mr.  Gonzales  offered  to  submit  a  report  of  the  summer  program 
effort  to  the  Commission  office. 

Mr.  Gonzales  then  introduced  the  YO!SF  members  both  that  were  able  to  be  here  to 
support  the  presentation:  Jeremy  Tom,  Ashley  Rhodes,  Shawn  Richards,  all  Sr.  Youth 
Development  Specialists;  other  staff  not  present:  Michelle  Daniels,  Arlene  Stewart,  and 
Donald  White. 

In  response  to  YOlSF's  working  relationship  with  YCD,  Mr.  Gonzales  stated  that  one  staff 
member  in  particular  spends  so  much  time  at  YCD  that  he  almost  maintains  office  space 
there,  so  yes,  the  working  relationship  with  YCD  is  very  close. 

In  the  Public  Comment  phase  of  this  presentation,  Dwayne  Jones,  Executive  Director  at 
YCD  expressed  concern  that  information  between  the  primary  coordinator  (YOG)  and 
YCD  (as  subcontractor)  is  now  as  free-flowing  as  is  could/should  be.  [For  instance,  does 
YOG/YO'.SF  know  that  YCD  alone  has  a  surplus  (over  the  250  allotted  for  this  district)  of 
125  youth  that  still  need  placement?  YCD  has  yet  to  be  given  word  what  services  can  still 
be  offered  these  youth.  When  the  current  contract  expires  in  15  days,  will  it  be 
extended/will  funding  last  through  the  summer/should  the  applicants  be  turned  over  to 
MYEEP?] 

YCD  Summer  Program  Coordinator,  Yolanda  Harris  stated  that  YCD,  through  the 
Chocolate  City  II  program  has  been  working  with  well  over  100  youth  in  the  areas  of  job 
readiness,  education,  empowering  youth  in  their  own  neighborhoods;  development  of  over 
30  work  sites  (some  thru  EOC  childcare  centers,  other  childcare  centers  "on  the  hill"- 
Hunter's  Point,  some  thru  local  merchants,  some  thru  the  Senior  Centers);  implementing 
workshops  (presentations  from  City  College/Southeast  Campus  Dean,  District  10 
Supervisor,  GED  and  employment  opportunities);  some  youth  are  already  training  on  site 
in  the  Community  and  local  government  offices;  and  assessments  have  been  performed  to 
determine  personal  development  needs,  as  well  as  medical  and  dental  providers  in  the 
Community  have  been  contacted  to  determine  which  are  willing  to  work  the  young  people 
in  providing  free  exams.  Therefore,  it's  a  little  unclear  when  YOISF  speaks  of  their  doing 
intense  case  management  and  YCD  only  does  interim  job  placement.  YCD  has  been 
attempting  to  provide  whatever  service  is  needed  by  these  young  people  and  providing  an 
opportunity  for  them  to  do  much  of  it  themselves:  raising  awareness  in  the  Community, 
spreading  the  word  between  their  friends,  developing  self-esteem  and  pride. 
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As  matter  of  fact,  some  of  these  young  people  would  be  perfect  applicants  for  the  YOG 
Outreach  positions  -  they  live  in  the  area,  some  have  already  developed  a  rapport  with 
service  providers  in  the  Community,  and  are  prime  candidates  for  working  positions. 

After  several  more  speakers  from  the  audience,  Mr.  Gonzales  finished  the  presentation  with 
responses  to  a  few  of  the  more  direct  questions: 

-  All  funding  has  been  equally  distributed  between  participating  agencies/Community- 
based  organizations  (CBO's); 

-  All  information  regarding  subcontracting  is  public  knowledge; 

-  Services  provided  through  the  Beacon  Center  site  does  not  target  a  specific  ethnic  base 
but  include  a  program,  which  targets  young  Latinas,  and  another  program,  which  targets 
young  African-American  women  (both  programs  that  Beacon  Center  had  in  place  and 
YOG  is  looking  to  keep  funding,  perhaps  expanding  to  include  young  men); 

-  Several  Community  Program  Directors  met  for  the  first  time  recently  at  a  funding 
meeting;  which  raises  the  questions  of  why  would  this  be  the  first  time  these  programs 
which  are  in  and  serving  the  same  Community  just  meeting;  however,  YOG  is  doing  what 
they  can  to  facilitate  these  programs  coming/working  together; 

-  The  YCD  contract  will  be  extended  and  funding  rolled  over  to  the  next  funding  phase; 

-  As  far  as  the  subsidized  internships,  it  is  still  up  in  the  air  regarding  YCD's  "over-target 
limit"  youth;  that  has  still  to  be  worked  out; 

-  The  14-17  yr.  old  age  bracket  has  not  been  closed,  so  please  continue  to  have  them  fill  out 
and  submit  applications; 

-  Obviously  the  YO!SFF  /YCD  relationship  needs  to  be  drastically  improved,  and  YOG 
plans  to  work  with  YCD  to  improve  the  lines  of  communication  since  this  money  is 
basically  for  the  youth; 

-  YOISFF  can  assist  with  getting  youth  into  computer  program.

VIII.  Presentation:  Commissioner  Larkin  welcomed  and  introduced  Mr.  Don  Capobres 
of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency.    Mr.  Don  Capobres  stated  that  about 
seven  (7)  months  ago  he  took  over  Mr.  Byron  Rhett's  responsibility  as  Project 
Manager  of  the  Shipyard  when  Mr.  Rhett  left  to  become  Planning  Director  at  the 
Port  of  San  Francisco. 

There  have  been  many  developments  over  the  last  couple  of  months  since  the 
publication  of  the  Preliminary  Concept  Plan  for  the  Redevelopment  of  the  Hunter's 
Point  Shipyard.  The  main  focus  has  been  the  Navy's  clean-up  of  toxins  at  the 
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Shipyard  in  a  schedule  designated  in  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  (MO A)  signed  in 
Nov.  2000  by  the  Navy  and  the  City.  It  was  anticipated  that  by  parcel  and  within  the  time 
outlined  each  areas  would  be  cleaned-up  and  ready  for  conveyance  (to  the  City):  Parcel 
A  (mainly  housing  and  never  designated  part  of  the  SuperFund  site)  around  Feb./March 
2001;  Parcel  B  during  the  summer  (July/ Aug.)  2001;  Parcels  C  &  D  by  the  summer 
(July/ Aug.)  of  2003,  and  Parcels  E  &  F  (land  underwater)  some  time  after  (TBD).  The 
MO  A  also  specified  that  the  Navy  would  put  out  a  fixed  contract  in  the  amount  of 
S120M  (about  1/3  of  the  total  federal  expenditure  for  clean-up  sites)  to  clean-up  parcels 
ofC&D. 

However  several  issues  have  arisen  contributing  to  the  non-conformity  to  the  MOA: 

Regarding  Parcel  B,  compounds  from  Navy  operations  found  in  the  ground  and  ground 
water  have  expanded  further  that  a  first  thought.  Several  Supervisors  are  now  taking  a 
closer  look  at  different  aspects  of  ecological  reports. 

Then  in  March  of  this  year  13K  gallons  of  Potassium  Magnate  (cleaning  solution)  spilled 
into  the  Bay;  followed  by  a  series  of  articles  in  the  San  Francisco  Weekly  on  the 
radiological  history  of  the  Shipyard  raised  levels  of  discussion  in  the  Community  leading 
to  City  legislation  (Prop.  P)  calling  for  unrestricted  clean-up  and  use  of  the  Shipyard. 

Next,  on  June  4th,  the  Navy  discovered  elevated  levels  of  radiological  sand  grit  on  Parcel 
B.  This  information  was  not  disclosed  to  the  public,  nor  the  clean-up  workers  on  the  site. 

All  of  this  has  lead  to  the  current  City  policy  (Mayor's  office  and  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency)  is  not  to  accept  any  land  segments  (no  parcels  will  be  conveyed) 
until  all  these  questions  of  what's  out  there  is  answered  and  signed  off  by  everyone/all 
parties  concerned. 

Last  October  the  contract  with  Lennar/BVHP  as  primary  developers  was  extended  to 
include  1)  Conceptual  Framework  and  Terms  sheet  by  June  1,  2001  and  2)  develop  the 
position  of  Technical  Advisor  to  come  aboard  by  August  of  2001. 

The  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  left  to  run  for  City 
Attorney  and  has  been  replace  by  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing,  Marcia 
Rosen. 

After  a  few  more  questions  and  answers  from  the  Commission,  Mr.  Capobres  stated  that 
he  would  like  to  return  to  update  the  Commission  in  the  next  few  months.

VII.   Director's  Report: 

a)  Although  some  progress  has  been  made  (note  the  installation  of  the  pedestrian 
sidewalk  on  the  perimeter  of  the  parking  lot),  the  ADA  handicap  access  to  the 
parking  area  project  is  still  incomplete;  DPW/BBR  stills  needs  to  finalize  the 
handrail  placement,  etc.  Commission  will  be  updated.. 

b)  Large  photographs  of  Mr.  Alex  L.  Pitcher  have  been  framed  and  hung  (one  in 
side  the  Community  Room  and  one  at  the  bottom  of  the  stairs  entering  the 
Community  Room)  along  with  identifying  signage. 

c)  PUC  has  provided  high  school  interns  to  their  various  depts.  for  the  summer; 
the  interns  will  work  full-time  (40  hrs.)  for  five  weeks.  Southeast  Facility  was 
fortunate  to  be  assigned  15-yr.  old  Mr.  Jarvis  Lewis,  who  will  be  a  Junior  at 
Burton  High  School  in  September. 

d)  We  have  been  approached  by  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  present  a  proclamation  to  Ms.  Sonia  Reyes,  at  her  retirement  after  31  years 
of  service  to  the  City.  Ms.  Reyes  was  on  the  Executive  Director's  interview 
panel  when  he  was  hired  for  this  position  10  years  ago. 

e)  The  FY  01-02  budget  request  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  this 
past  Monday  (July  23)  after  receiving  approval  (intact)  from  the  Mayor's 
Office;  we  expect  to  receive  the  final  (Phase  D,  working)  version  soon. 

f)  Staff  has  gone  to  training  for  updating  (adding)  to  the  SECF  website;  we 
anticipate  a  fully  updated  website  once  the  computer  connection  issues  have 
been  resolved. 

g)  Met  with  Mirant  (Energy)  Corp.  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  a  future 
meeting. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Hardin  seconded  to  accept  the 
Director 's  Report.  Motion  passed. 


VIII.     Presentation:  Commissioner  Larkin  welcomed  and  introduced  Mr.  Myles 
Stevens,  Pres.  of  the  San  Francisco  Black  Chamber  of  Commerce  (SFBCC)  who 
distributed  a  handout  and  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  present  this 
proposal  to  continue  small  business  and  economic  development  within  the  City's 
neighborhoods. 
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Mr.  Stevens  stated  that  last  year  when  SFBCC  members  became  aware  that  the  now- 
defunct  Urban  Economic  Development  Corp.  (UEDC)  would  not  be  receiving  further 
(federal)  funding  and,  therefore  would  not  be  able  to  continue  offering  small  business  and 
economic  development  services,  the  SFBCC  Board  voted  to  apply  to  the  City  (Mayor's 
Office  of  Community  Development  /MOCD)  for  funding  to  continue  these  services. 

In  order  to  receive  the  Community  Block  Development  Grant  (CBDG)  funds  a  new  non- 
profit entity  complete  with  a  new  policy-making,  Community-based  board  would  need  to 
be  established.  The  San  Francisco  Black  Chamber  of  Commerce  proposes  (see  handout) 
the  Community  Economic  Resource  Center  that  would  both  build  on  existing 
Community-based  organizations/agencies  to  provide  policy  oversight  and  strengthen 
relationships  with  the  Community.  The  SFBCC  is  also  seeking  nominations  to  this  new 
Board  from  Community-based  organization  and  agencies  such  as  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility  Commission.  Besides  requesting  a  nomination  from  the  Southeast 
Community  Facility  Commission,  the  SFBCC  also  requests  assistance  with  reviewing  the 
current  mission  statement. 

Mr.  Stevens  then  opened  the  floor  to  questions  and  in  response  to  inquiries  about 
structure  and  funding,  replied  that  this  new  organization  would  establish  a  network  of 
Community  organizations,  some  with  seats  on  this  new  Board,  which  would  continue 
providing  services  UEDC  was  charged  with  providing  to  the  Community.  The  SFBCC 
has  also  been  soliciting  supplementary  funding  to  the  CBDG  monies  in  the  form  of 
outside,  private  contributions/funds 

Since  this  new  organization/Board  will  have  annual  funding,  all  the  operational  positions 
as  well  as  the  program  will  also  be  funded  annually.  The  positions  will  require  business 
management  and  policy  oversight  experience;  as  well  as  the  requirements  for  the 
businesses.  The  expectation  is  to  have  Renaissance  Entrepreneurial  Center  oversee  the 
effort/program  in  the  B  VHP  and  the  have  oversight  over  the  reset  of  the  City  (OMI, 
Western  Addition,  etc.)  led  by  (the  newly  proposed  CERC)  Community  Economic 
Resource  Center. 

At  this  point,  it  was  suggested  to  invite  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community 
Development,  Pam  David  and  the  Executive  Director  of  Renaissance  Entrepreneurial 
Center,  Ms.  Sharon  Miller  attend  to  further  explain  their  respective  agencies 
responsibility  to  this  proposal. 

After  a  few  more  comments  from  the  Commission,  Mr.  Stevens  promised  to  put  the 
proposal  "overview"  in  writing  and  bring  it  back  to  the  Commission  for  presentation 
when  a  mutual  Commission  meeting  date  is  found  for  both  MOCD  and  Renaissance. 
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IX.     Old  and  On-going  Business  -

Ms.  Minor  explained  that  since  Board  members  and  Commissioners  are  answerable 
to  challenges  of  non-compliance  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  the  Brown  Act  and 
may  be  compelled  to  appear  before  one  of  several  panels,  that  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  also  provides  representation  at  such  hearings. 


The  next  scheduled  presenters  were  not  in  attendance  and  the  Commission  proceeded  to 
the  next  item.

Follow-up  to  Foods  Co.  complaint:  Southeast  Sector  Resident  Calvin  Davis,  Sr.

b)  FY2002-03  budget  requests  for  Southeast  Community  Facility-Clean  Water 
Program  has  been  completed  and  submitted  to  PUC/WPC  (Administration)  for 
incorporation  to  the  WPC  budget  request  and  the  EPMills-General  Fund  budget 
request  has  been  submitted  directly  to  the  SFPUC; 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Tofaeono  seconded  to  accept  the 
Director's  Report.  Motion  passed 


VIII.  Committee  Report: 

Commissioner  Looper  reported  that  the  Committee  attempted  and  completed  three 
objectives  at  today's  meeting:  a)  a  timeline  was  outlined  for  the  presenting  a 
Community  Relations  Plan  to  the  full  Commission,  b)  the  process  for  developing 
this  Plan  was  determined;  and  c)  a  Committee  meeting  schedule  was  planned 
according  to  the  committee  members  calendars.  Commission  will  be  kept  abreast. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to  accept  the 
Committee  report.  Motion  passed. 


IX.     Presentation:  Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  the  new  General  Manager  for  the 
SFPUC,  Ms.  Patricia  Martel  to  the  Commission  and  the  Community  attending  this 
evenings  meeting.  Ms.  Martel  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  invitation  and  the 
reception  preceding  tonight's  meeting.  Ms  Martel  stated  that  she  was:  impressed 
about  what  she  has  learned  already  about  the  PUC  and  several  of  its  relationships 
with  other  City  bureaus;  excited  about  establishing  close  working  relationships  with 
the  Community  and  those  willing  to  work  with  the  PUC;  anxious  to  begin  a  policy 
of  openness  and  sharing  information  to  make  appropriate,  insightful  decisions. 

After  several  questions  regarding  the  force  main  incident  at  Islais  Creek,  Ms.  Martel 
introduced  Mr.  Bill  Keaney,  Manager  of  the  (SFPUC's)  Bureau  of  Water  Pollution 
Control.  Mr.  Keaney  both  reported  the  Islais  Creek  incident  and  explained  the  need 
to  upgrade/replace  the  digesters  currently  in  use  at  the  Water  Pollution  Plant. 
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Regarding  the  Islais  Creek  incident:  On  Monday,  Nov.  25  there  was  a  reported 
sewer  line  rupture  in  the  vicinity  of  the  MUNI  restoration  of  Islais  Creek  Sanctuary. 
Water  Pollution  Control  was  notified  and  a  crew  was  immediately  dispatched. 
Initial  investigation  determined  there  was  damage  to  a  force  main  under  the  area 
where  MUNI  is  laying  new  conduit  and  the  "garden"  over  the  break  area  had  to  be 
removed.  Crews  had  to  divert  flow  into  Islais  Creek  by  6  p.m.  that  same  day. 

Everyone  (WPC  emergency  crews,  MUNI,  contractor  personnel)  involved  with  the 
incident  understood  this  to  be  Public  Emergency,  and  conducted  themselves 
amiably  and  professionally.  The  residents  and  public  that  witnessed  it  were  grateful 
for  the  immediate  response  and  expressed  appreciation  for  the  difficult  and  arduous 
task  of  (temporarily)  repairing  the  force  main  late  into  the  evening  and  continuing 
into  the  next  day.  The  permanent  repairs  (with  steel  clamps  inside  the  pipe)  were 
just  installed  yesterday  (Tues.  Nov.  27). 

To  the  question  of  responsibility,  Mr.  Keaney  responded  that  although  the  site  is  a 
MUNI  project  and  MUNI's  contractor  may  have  ruptured  the  pipe,  PUC  must 
maintain  and  repair  the  water/sewer  pipes.  An  immediate  report  was  made  to  the 
Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  as  required  and  a  detailed  follow-up  report 
must  be  made  within  10  days  of  the  incident.  Any  penalties/fines  will  be  assessed 
to  the  PUC  who  has  primary  responsibility. 

Public  comment,  questions  and  answers  led  the  discussion  into  the  need  to  update 
the  City's  entire  50+-yr.  old  water/sewer  system,  beginning  with  replacing  the 
existing  digesters  located  at  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Treatment  Plant  (Phelps 
and  Jerrold  site).  Several  aspects  (location,  type  -  style/model/shape)  and 
advantages  (reduce  odor  problem,  elimination  of  proximity  to  residences,  improved 
seismic  reliability  and  operations)  were  also  explained,  questioned  and  discussed. 

Several  audience  members  expressed  concern  for:  a)  continuing  the  location  and 
operation  of  the  water  treatment  plant  in  the  Southeast  Sector,  b)  complained  of  the 
odor  and  continued  exposure  to  health  risks,  c)  took  issue  with  as-yet-to-be- 
investigated  possibilities  and  promises  to  relocate  the  some,  most  or  all  of  the 
treatment  plant  operations  outside  of  this  neighborhood.  Ms.  Martel  informed  the 
audience  that  not  to  replace/upgrade  the  digesters  could  compromise  the  reliability 
of  the  water  treatment  system's  integrity. 

Commissioner  Larkin  completed  discussion  by  stating  that  this  Community  is  very 
serious  about  its  concerns  with  the  continued  location  and  operation  of  the 
treatment  plant  (including  digesters)  in  the  Southeast  Sector;  however  they  were 
willing  to  work  with  anyone  that  was  willing  work  with  them.  He  then  thanked 
PUC  General  Manager  Patricia  Martel,  WPC  Manager  Bill  Keaney  and  the  staff 
that  accompanied  them  for  the  presentation,  and  invited  them  back  anytime  they 
wished  to  share  and  work  with  the  Southeast  Communitv. 
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X.      Presentation:  Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  San  Francisco's  Fire  Dept.  new 
Chief  hailing  from  Seattle,  Mario  Trevino.  Chief  Trevino  thanked  the  Commission 
for  the  invitation,  stated  that  he  was  looking  forward  to  his  tenure  as  Fire  Chief  and 
introduced  his  accompanying  staff:  Area  9  Battalion  Chief  Bill  Serafini  and 
Community  Relations  Officer  Lt.  Juarez. 

Lt.  Juarez  showed  a  brief  (time-lapsed)  video  on  how  long  it  takes  for  a  combustible 
fire  to  fill  a  space  with  smoke,  discussed  developing  a  family/residents  "escape 
plan"  in  case  a  fire  breaks  out  in  the  home;  need  to  provide/install  and  annually 
check  smoke  detectors;  and  explained:  some  common  fire  hazards  in  the  home;  how 
to  use  fire  extinguishers;  and  what  to  do/call  and  how  to  react  in  case  of  fire. 

He  explained  that  during  the  holiday  season,  Christmas  trees  in  offices/businesses 
must  be  tagged  as  fire  retardant  (residential  trees  won't  be  checked)  and  how  to 
keep  a  tree  in  water.  After  announcing  that  Saturday,  December  8  was  Open  House 
at  the  Fire  Department,  he  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  invitation  and  stated  the 
(Fire)  Dept.  would  be  glad  to  come  out  regularly  to  speak  to  schools  and  groups 
regarding  fire  safety. 


XI.     Introduction  of  New  Business: 

Commissioner  Larkin  requested  to  put  "Election  of  Commissioners  Officers"  on  the 
December  13  agenda.

$0.50),  weatherization  program,  refrigerator  trade-in  program,  etc.  All  Co-op 
programs  will  be  separate  from  and  in  addition  to  PG&E  programs  since  Co-op 
programs  are  funded  by  through  the  City.  This  Co-op  also  seeks  and  is  planning  for 
ways  to  finance  itself  into  the  future  as  an  on-going  program.    However,  all  these 
programs  involve  bringing  money  (from  elsewhere)  and  investing  into  the 
Community,  making  it  better  energy-efficiently  and  environmentally. 

Mr.  Moss  then  opened  the  presentation  for  questions  and  answers  including: 

-  What  are  the  criteria  for  partnership  with  other  community-based  organizations? 
This  is  a  Co-operative  Program  that  is  looking  to  collaborate  with  any/all 
individuals  or  organizations.  Currently  a  formal  agreement  has  been  completed 
with  the  Health  and  Environmental  Resource  Center  (HERC)  and  another 
agreement  is  in  the  works  with  the  Potrero  Hill  House.  These  collaborating  groups 
are  assisting  with  Board  functions  until  such  time  as  a  separate  Board  is  set-up. 

-  According  to  the  list  of  currently  participating  organizations,  what  are  the 
functions  of  each?  For  instance  the  Housing  Conservation  &  Development  Corp. 
(HCDC)  has  received  about  S400K  to  do  weatherization  services  free  for  homes  in 
the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point/Potrero  District.  Co-op  members  are  automatically 
referred  to  HCDC.  Each  participating  groups/agency  collaborates  with  whatever 
program/services  they  have  to  offer;  it  varies  from  group  to  group. 

-  Thru  Co-op  membership  we  package  all  energy  services  or  environmental  benefits 
together  for  which  members  are  eligible.  The  effort  is  to  ensure  that  members  of 
this  Community  get  all  that  they  are  due  whether  from  PG&E,  the  Co-op  (thru 
collaborating  groups)  and/or  the  City. 

-  This  3-month  old  Co-operative  Program  is  modeled  after  an  urban  co-op  operating 
in  Chicago.  Currently  there  are  only  3  urban  co-ops  in  the  country:  San  Francisco, 
Chicago  and  New  York.  Chicago  was  begun  and  is  ahead  of  everyone,  (has  more 
money,  resources,  etc.)  therefore  they  are  the  model  co-op. 

-  Although  the  PG&E  data  is  optional,  it  is  expected  that  at  some  point  the  co-op 
members  will  be  paid  to  reduce  their  energy  use.  During  the  energy  crisis,  large 
energy  consumers  (usually  businesses)  were  paid  to  reduce  their  energy  use.  The 
plan  is  to  get  the  collective  membership  (the  Community)  paid  to  reduce  their 
energy  use.  Individual  data  would  not  be  released;  however,  (for  example)  it  may 
be  useful  to  be  able  to  calculate  that  an  area  (say  the  Bayview-Hunter's  Point)  was 
able  to  reduce  their  energy  use  by  10%. 

-  The  concept  of  collective  consumption  becomes  attractive  in  obtaining  other 
products:  efficiency  light  bulbs,  refrigerators,  purchase  of  power.  The  Co-op 
becomes  a  mechanism  to  finance/organize  energy/  environmentally  sound  products. 

-  The  idea  of  a  Co-op  differs  from  a  non-profit  in  that  it  is  owned  by  members;  the 
money/benefits  developed  are  disbursed  to  the  members  or  are  directed  to  whatever 
benefit  the  members  want  (i.e.  set-up  a  501(c)3  to  invest  in  community  projects  as 
determined  by  the  Board). 
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-  Regarding  jobs  and  business  opportunities  available  to  the  Community:  the 
immediate  need  is  for  out-reach  workers  for  the  Co-op  (canvassing);  next  would  be 
weatherization  jobs  (folks  who  would  do  the  weather-stripping,  and  make  homes 
energy  efficient);  (focus  money  toward)  development  and  promotion  of  businesses 
in  the  Community  to  handle  energy-efficient  products  (light  bulbs,  refrigerators, 
etc.)  which  would  include  finance  training  and  thus  create  local  jobs. 

An  example  of  support  of  a  small  business  in  the  Community  to  promote 
purchasing  in  the  Community:  The  California  State  Smog  Control  Commission  has 
been  requested  to  ensure  at  least  one  automobile  repair  station  in  the  Bayview- 
Hunter's  Point  was  eligible  to  receive  State  money  for  smog  checking  ("Gold  Shield 
Stations).  The  Co-op  is  proud  to  announce  that  two  weeks  ago  two  stations 
received  that  status  (State  approved  smog  check  and  auto  repair):  one  on  Bayshore 
and  the  other  M&S  Station.  One  more  example  of  bolstering  Community  resources 
to  keep  spending  within  the  Community 

The  Co-op  expects  to  invest  about  SIM  (of  the  S1.5M)  in  the  Community  in  the 
new  fiscal  year  (beginning  October  2002)  and  between  S100-S200K  during  this 
current  fiscal  year.  The  SIM  will  be  spent  on  purchases  in  this  Community  for 
energy-saving  products/services  provided  by  this  Community  with  training  to  hirees 
from  this  Community. 

Commissioner  Brown  thanked  the  San  Francisco  Community  Power  Cooperative 
for  attending  the  Commission  meeting  this  evening,  requested  a  return  to  update  the 
Commission  on  it's  progress  in  about  six  months  and  turned  the  chair  over  to 
Commission  President  Larkin.

While  the  Dept.  of  Elections  has  only  16  permanent  full-time  staff,  there  is 
necessarily  a  dependence  on  good-quality  precinct/poll  workers  to  staff  the 
elections.  To  this  end,  Director  Haygood  explained  the  "Adopt  a  Poll"  Program 
whereby  a  group  of  at  least  4  people  (with  a  preference  for  more  per  group)  commit 
to  staff  (on  Election  Day  from  6:30  a.m.  to  about  10  p.m.)  a  voting  place/poll  and 
could  receive  up  to  $700  for  their  group.  Qualifications  for  precinct/poll  workers 
are:  must  be  registered  voter  in  San  Francisco  (U.S.  citizen,  registered  to  vote  and 
18  years  of  age  by  Election  Day),  and  may  not  be  a  San  Francisco  City  employee. 

Dept.  of  Election  also  feels  a  responsibility  to  educate  the  electorate  regarding  the 
"infrastructure  of  voting",  on  such  issues  as  'how  to  be  a  candidate',  'how  get 
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issues  on  the  ballot',  convicted  felons  who  have  served  their  time  and  are  no  longer 
on  probation  may  have  their  voting  privileges  reinstated. 

After  a  short  questions  and  answers  from  the  Commissioners  and  audience  (the 
Dept.  of  Elections  does  not  get  involved  in  the  payment  for  registering  voters 
process),  Director  Haygood  again  thanked  the  Commission  for  their  attention  and 
stated  that  she  would  welcome  an  invitation  to  return  to  update  the  Commission  in 
the  future.

The  focus  of  the  strategy  is:  identify  gang  members  thru  the  various 
participating  agencies,  bring  the  gang  members  on  probation  to  the  Hall  of 
Justice  as  a  condition  of  probation,  bring  together  community-based 
organizations/service  providers:  YCD,  City  College/Second  Chance  Program, 
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Substance  Abuse  Treatment  Program,  Providence  Baptist  Church,  True  Hope 
COGIC,  and  Jones  United  Methodist  Church.  The  message  from  the  law 
enforcement  side  is:  there  is  no/zero  tolerance  for  gang  violence  -  "If  you  or 
your  group/gang  choose  to  engage  in  violence  then  the  full  weight  of  all  these 
depts./agencies  will  flood  down/come  to  bear  on  you  and  your  gang."  The 
message  from  the  CBO/service  providers  is:  we  are  here  to  assist  you,  use  our 
services,  come  and  talk  to  our  personnel. 

Since  the  first  meeting,  two  groups/gangs  have  broken  the  cease  fire/truce 
(engaged  in  shootings)  and  have  suffered  consequences  -  about  40  members 
from  the  two  groups  have  been  brought  in  and  face  stiff  (i.e.  25  years  to  life) 
penalties.  We  are  have  since  brought  the  depts./agencies,  the  gang  members, 
and  the  CBO/service  providers  back  to  meet  and  again  re-iterated  the  no/zero 
tolerance  for  gang  violence. 

There  seems  to  be  a  decline  in  gang  violence  these  last  few  weeks;  however, 
this  week  already  there  have  been  two  more  shootings  that  we  don't  know  if  are 
gang  related  under  investigation;  we  don't  know  if  they  are  gang  related,  but 
.  this  is  where  we  stand. 

Capt.  Puccinelli  summed-up  that  his  goals  and  main  thrust  for  the  Bayview 
during  his  tenure  is  to  reduce  the  gang  violence  and  make  the  area  safer  for 
those  who  live  and  work  here. 

Commissioner  Larkin  then  opened  the  presentation  for  comments,  questions  and 
answers  from  the  Commission  and  the  Community  to  which  Capt.  Puccinelli 
responded:  there  needs  to  be  a  greater  awareness  of  both  the  officers  towards 
citizens  and  of  citizens  towards  officers.  More  money/time  spent  on  diversity 
training,  more  money  for  equipment,  Community  involvement  for  area  retention 
of  officers,  neighborhood  policing,  increase  in  beat  officers,  and  officers 
attending  more  community  (social)  functions  were  all  suggestions  towards 
achieving  these  ends. 

Commission  Larkin  thanked  Capt.  Puccinelli  for  his  presentation  and  invited 
him  back  to  keep  the  Commission  and  the  Community  update  in  the  Bayview 
Stations  involvement. 

b)    Commissioner  Larkin  then  invited  up  Mr.  Cornelius  Wise  and  Mr.  James 
Blanding  of  the  San  Francisco  Providence  Foundation:  After  greeting  the 
Commission,  architectural  plans  for  the  proposed  Senior  Housing  Project  were 
set-up.  After  explaining  that  a  Co-sponsor,  a  General  Contractor,  and  a  Project 
Architect  have  been  decided  for  the  53-unit  project  and  that  the  Church  agreed 
to  construction  on  their  land  if  parking  wasn't  affected.  Mr.  Blanding  stated 
that  the  Foundation  came  very  close  to  receiving  HUD  funding  for  the  project 
last  year,  but  was  "inched  out"  by  another  project  in  the  City.  Almost  promised 
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the  funding  tor  this  year,  the  Foundation  has  returned  to  ask  for  the 
( lommission's  support  again.  At  this  point,  Commissioner  Larkin  recused 
himself  from  the  vote  for  support  as  he  sits  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Development  Corporation  (Project  Co-sponsor). 

Commissioner  Hardin  moved  and  Commissioner  Nguyen  seconded  to  support 
the  Providence  Foundation  in  their  request  for  HUD2  02  funding  for  this  Senior 
Housing  Project.  Motion  passed  and  a  letter  for  support  from  the  Commission 
will  be  provided.

IV.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Hardin  seconded  to  accept  the 
minutes  of  Thursday,  June  13th.  Motion  passed  to  accept  minutes  as  printed, 
without  changes. 

V.  Public  Comments 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comments  and  noted  that 
"Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on  matters  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  that  may  not  appear  on  the  agenda".  (Speaker 
cards  were  made  available) 
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a)  Mr.  John  Bellanca  thanked  Dr.  Toye  Moses  for  allowing  him  the  opportunity 
to  represent  Decorative  Plant  Services  for  the  past  two  years.  He  will  be 
taking  a  leave  from  Decorative  Plant  Services  to  spend  some  time  with  his 
family.  He  expressed  his  pleasure  in  serving  the  Commission  and  working 
with  the  S.F.  Community  College  District  and  the  Deputy  City  Attorney. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  he  has  enjoyed  having  a  working  relationship 
with  Decorative  Plant  Services.  During  Mr.  Bellanca' s  tenure  at  Decorative 
Plant  Services,  major  changes  were  made  and  things  were  accomplished. 
Commissioner  Larkin  expressed  his  appreciation  of  Mr.  Bellanca  and  he 
would  always  be  perceived  as  a  friend. 

Commissioner  Brown  stated  that  she  was  sorry  to  lose  him  because  of  how 
well  they  work  together,  and  how  much  she  appreciated  his  efforts  and  extra 
work  in  trying  to  meet  the  needs  being  requested  of  him. 

Dr.  Moses  thanked  Mr.  Bellanca  for  the  wonderful  job  he  had  done  and  hopes 
that  he  returns  soon. 

b)  Former  Commissioner  Esther  Blanchard  announced  that  there  is  a  study  being 
proposed  called  "Hypothermia  as  a  Treatment  for  Severe  Traumatic  Brain 
Injury".  The  community  needs  to  be  made  aware  of  this  vital  issue  and  make 
inquiries.  (A  packet  with  attachments  that  was  e-mailed  from  Ms.  Meeker 
was  distributed  among  the  Commission  so  they  could  fully  understand  what  is 
being  requested  from  the  ROSES  group.)  The  UCSF  Committee  on  Human 
Research  is  looking  for  community  support  on  this  issue — which  would 
behoove  the  community  to  make  inquiries.  (Another  packet,  which  deals  with 
research  done  on  humans,  was  given  to  staff  for  duplication  and 
dissemination.)  This  describes  the  Office  of  Research  Administration  at 
UCSF  and  specifically  the  committee  that  oversees  the  approval  of  such 
studies. 

Ms.  Blanchard  was  mainly  concerned  about  the  consent  requirement  for 
comatose  patients  with  hypothermia.  It  is  her  understanding  that  the  "Waiver 
of  Consent"  means  that  if  a  family  member  cannot  be  found  within  a  certain 
period  of  time,  their  rights  are  waived  and  persons  with  acute  brain  injury  can 
be  used  for  hypothermia  study.  She  expressed  concern  about  the  targeted 
population  16  to  40  years  of  age  for  the  study.  Children  at  16  years  of  age 
should  still  have  parental/guardian  consent  regardless  of  timeframe.  She 
urged  that  those  responsible  should  address  the  issue  with  respect  to  "Waiver 
of  Consent".  Also  address  the  statement  that  "Severe  Traumatic  Brain  Injury 
is  caused  by  accidents  or  assaults  and  always  results  in  coma".  Ms.  Blanchard 
questioned  the  study  that  was  done  by  the  University  of  Texas  in  which  $7.2 
million  was  appropriated — what  was  the  outcome  of  that  first  study?  She  was 
unable  to  locate  this  information  on  the  website.   Her  concern  was  that  if  this 
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study  did  not  result  in  the  conclusions  required,  and  it  is  being  done  again, 
then  what  is  it  that  is  hoped  to  gain?  If  the  outcome  of  this  study  did  not  show 
any  significant  difference  between  regular  treatment  procedures  as  opposed  to 
lowering  body  temperature,  why  continue? 

Ms.  Blanchard  spoke  further  about  the  documentation  and  expressed  that  it  is 
a  health  and  form  of  life  issue.  She  asked  that  e-mails  be  sent  to  managers 
and  hopes  that  this  could  be  curtailed  prior  to  the  August  deadline. 

Commissioner  Larkin  wanted  to  know  what  was  being  asked  of  the 
Commission?  Ms.  Blanchard  wanted  the  Commission  to  have  some  type  of 
community  outreach  to  apprise  and  get  input  from  persons  in  health  fields  and 
persons  dealing  with  youth/health  issues;  and  invite  Ms.  Meeker  to  address 
this  concern.  Ms.  Blanchard  will  request  Ms.  Meeker  to  place  an  article  in  the 
Independent  and  New  Bayview  about  the  study. 

Commissioner  Larkin  commended  and  thanked  Ms.  Blanchard  on  behalf  of 
the  Commission.  He  concurred  that  this  information  needs  to  get  out  into  the 
community. 

c)  Mr.  Gaylon  Logan,  Executive  Director  of  "Infusion  One"  (a  community 
development  organization  based  in  Bayview  Hunter's  Point  since  1994).  He 
announced  that  there  is  a  serious  problem  in  this  community  with  violence  and 
people  being  disenfranchised — not  really  being  able  to  get  a  handle  on 
directions  for  themselves.  This  is  a  nationwide  crisis  that  is  affecting  most  of 
the  communities  in  San  Francisco.  Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  he  is 
aware  of  "Infusion  One"  and  that  it  is  a  much-needed  organization  in  this 
community — even  more  so  now  than  in  the  past.  Mr.  Logan  added  that  his 
organization  is  looking  for  support  and  they  are  actively  going  throughout  the 
community  and  meeting  with  various  bodies  to  request  support.  They  are 
currently  engaging  in  a  project  called  "Community  Outreach  Project"  and  are 
seeking  partnership  of  the  Commission,  organizations,  city  agencies,  and  the 
community-at-large. 

Mr.  Logan  proceeded  to  give  further  description  of  the  program,  until 
Commissioner  Larkin  reminded  him  that  this  is  under  "Public  Comments"  and 
he  should  refrain  from  giving  a  presentation  (presentations  have  to  be 
scheduled).  He  suggested  that  this  item  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  next 
meeting.  A  pamphlet  describing  the  project  was  distributed  to  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Logan  concluded  that  the  Commission  is  very  influential  in  this 
community.  He  is  looking  for  them  to  possibly  offer  their  expertise  in  terms 
of  a  workshop— where  some  of  their  participants  can  meet  with  the 
Commissioners  individually  or  as  a  body  to  give  an  overview  of  how  the 
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system  works.  He  apologized  for  inappropriately  using  "Public  Comment" 
and  will  follow  the  President's  suggestion  to  return  and  give  a  more  thorough 
presentation. 

Commissioner  Larkin  assured  that  under  "Introduction  of  New  Business",  his 
presentation  would  be  placed  on  the  next  agenda,  provided  it  is  not  full.  He 
was  confident  that  Mr.  Logan  would  find  the  support  he  is  seeking  from  this 
body.

VII.  Director's  Report 

Dr.  Moses  reported  that  the  agendas  and  minutes  are  updated  on  a  weekly  basis, 
but  the  rest  of  the  website  is  still  being  worked  on.  The  Mayor  approved  the 
general  fund  budget  and  it  is  now  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  There  was  a 
setback  two  days  ago,  when  he  had  requested  a  fulltime  1424  Clerk  position.  The 
Commission,  PUC  and  Mayor's  Office  approved  it,  but  the  Board  of  Supervisor's 
Budget  Analyst  cut  it.  Dr.  Moses  went  to  defend  it  on  Friday  and  was  able  to  get 
it  reinstated.  Effective  July  1st,  there  will  be  a  fulltime  1424  Clerk.  The  vacant 
1450  Executive  Secretary  position  had  to  be  opened  to  PUC  employees  first  for 
two  weeks.  Since  no  one  applied,  it  is  open  for  citywide  applicants  who  are  on 
the  Civil  Service  list.  Upon  receipt  of  the  list,  interviews  will  conducted  and 
hopefully  a  person  will  be  hired  in  July. 

Decorative  Plant  Services'  lease  is  still  being  worked  on  and  a  rough  draft  should 
be  available  by  the  middle  of  July.  Supervisor  Gavin  Newsom  was  unable  to 
make  this  meeting  but  plans  to  attend  the  next  one. 

In  terms  of  Mr.  James  Morrison's  concern  about  Decorative  Plant  Services,  this  is 
an  on-going  issue.  There  was  a  response  (copy  was  available)  addressed  to  Mr. 
Morrison  on  March  27th  suggesting  contacts  to  obtain  additional  reports.  Staff  has 
done  all  possible  to  accommodate  Mr.  Morrison.  Commissioner  Larkin  wanted  to 
make  sure  the  accusations  that  were  made  at  the  last  meeting  were  clarified  and 
that  all  possibilities  were  exhausted.  He  noted  that  he  also  found  the  same  letter 
and  was  appreciative  of  staff  on  their  efforts. 

Commissioner  Brown  reminded  that  at  the  last  meeting  "Commissioner  Larkin 
committed  to  personally  responding  to  Mr.  Morrison".  Commissioner  Larkin 
replied  that  he  already  met  with  Dr.  Moses  and  consulted  with  the  District 
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Attorney  regarding  this  matter.  He  plans  to  contact  Mr.  Morrison  to  meet  with 
him  and  try  to  make  him  understand.  Commissioner  Larkin  felt  that  after 
consulting  with  the  City  Attorney,  Executive  Director,  and  reviewing  the  letter, 
the  Commission  has  followed-up  as  best  as  possible.  Commissioner  Brown 
suggested  that  this  be  confirmed  in  writing  accompanied  with  copy  of  letter. 
Commissioner  Hardin  suggested  that  the  letter  be  certified.  After  further 
discussion,  it  was  decided  to  send  the  letter  certified. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the 
Executive  Director's  report.  Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as 
presented. 

VIII.     Introduction  of  New  Business 

a)    Commissioner  Larkin  proposed  that  invitations  be  extended  to  the  following 
as  soon  as  possible: 

•  Mr.  Gay  Ion  Logan  to  give  a  presentation  on  "Infusion  One".  The 
wonderful  work  the  organization  has  been  doing  with  the  young 
people  was  acknowledged. 

•  Representative  from  the  new  tenant,  San  Francisco  State  University 
Headstart  Program  to  speak  on  the  types  of  services  being  offered  and 
a  statistical  breakdown  of  those  being  served  in  the  southeast  sector. 

•  The  S.F.  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  speak  on  what  new  activities  are 
taking  place  in  school  educationally  and  in  making  it  safe  for  kids. 
With  all  the  violence  in  the  community,  it  is  imperative  that  the 
Commission  seek  answers. 

Commissioner  Brown  suggested  that  former  Commissioner  Louise 
Jones  who  is  acting  as  a  consultant  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools; 
working  with  community-based  elementary  schools  to  resolve  some 
identified  problems;  and  is  forming  a  task  force  to  bring  schools  up  to 
standard  should  also  be  invited. 

Commissioner  Brown  noted  that  Superintendent  Ackerman  will  be 
presenting  an  overall  view  because  of  the  recent  closure  of  McAteer 
and  Ms.  Jones  spearheaded  the  closure  of  that  school.  There  have 
been  a  lot  of  problems  identified  with  children  in  this  community  in 
terms  of  them  being  accepted  into  other  schools  in  the  city. 
Commissioner  Brown  recommended  that  since  they  both  have  a  lot  to 
discuss,  they  should  be  invited  to  separate  meetings. 

•  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell  to  speak  from  a  health  standpoint,  a 
security  standpoint,  as  well  as  economically.  Commissioner  Larkin 
stated  that  there  is  a  lot  happening  in  this  community,  and  as  a 
representative  of  Bay  view  Hunter's  Point,  it  is  imperative  to  the 
wellbeing  of  this  area  that  she  discusses  these  issues. 
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•  Ms.  Michele  Meeker  to  give  a  presentation  on  the  "Study  of 
Hypothermia  Treatment  for  Severe  Traumatic  Brain  Injury"  and  how 
this  would  affect  the  citizens  in  this  district. 

b)  Commissioner  Brown  announced  that  Providence  Baptist  Church  was 
approved  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco  to  establish  transitional  housing  for  the 
homeless.  They  are  in  the  process  of  looking  for  a  building  to  purchase. 
Commissioner  Brown  suggested  that  at  some  point,  the  Commission  might 
entertain  the  thought  of  inviting  Mr.  Charles  Flowkes  to  give  an  update  on 
how  this  would  affect  this  community.  The  transitional  housing  will  include  a 
health  component,  job  search,  living  quarters  and  mental/psychiatric  help.  In 
addition,  Providence  Baptist  Church  was  also  approved  for  a  charter  school, 
grades  kindergarten  through  5th  that  will  open  in  August,  contact  person  is 
Reverend  Jones. 

After  reviewing  the  items  of  "Introduction  of  New  Business",  Commissioner 
Larkin  recommended  that  the  items  requiring  immediate  attention  be 
considered  first.

Approval  of  Minutes 

Commissioner  Looper  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the  minutes

Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comments  and  noted  that  "Members  of  the  public  may 
address  the  Commission  on  matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  that  may 
not  appear  on  the  agenda".

VII.  Presentation 

a)  Supervisor  Gavin  Newsom  addressed  the  issue  of  "Homeless  Reform  in  San  Francisco". 
Every  year  the  death  rates  of  homeless  people  on  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  increases, 
e.g.  in  1996  (154  deaths);  1998  (157  deaths);  1999  (160  deaths);  and  2000  (180-183 
deaths).  Approximately  2,000  people  have  died  on  the  streets  in  the  past  15  years.  There 
are  more  people  on  the  streets,  in  shelters,  homeless  or  panhandling  in  San  Francisco  than 
any  other  major  city  in  the  nation. 

Supervisor  Newsom  was  outraged  about  the  homelessness  in  the  city—it  is  a  disgrace. 
Every  major  city  has  severe  homeless  problems.  Instead  of  blaming  the  federal,  state 
governments  and  HUD,  cities  across  the  nation  are  doing  something  about  it—there  is  a 
difference  in  attitude.  Other  cities  have  developed  an  attitude  of  engaging  and  actually 
assisting  people  to  get  off  the  streets,  get  into  programs  and  shelters.  The  large 
population  of  homelessness  in  San  Francisco  is  not  due  to  the  weather,  as  the  government 
would  like  to  presume;  but  the  large  monthly  stipend  could  be  a  factor.  Supervisor 
Newsom  believes  that  if  the  City  continues  to  expand  drug  treatment  services,  affordable 
housing,  remodel  or  redesign  transitional  housing  this  would  turn  the  death  figures 
around. 

Supervisor  Newsom  reviewed  13  pieces  of  legislations  dealing  with  reforming  slum 
landlords.  He  traveled  with  Mr.  George  Smith  to  Chicago  and  New  York  to  review  their 
past  practices  and  find  out  how  their  homeless  death  rate  was  so  low  (four  deaths  last 
year  in  Chicago);  and  in  comparison  with  what  San  Francisco  was  doing  wrong.  He 
committed  himself  to  be  responsible  to  the  challenge.  It  will  take  at  least  V4  of  a  billion 
dollars  to  start  to  turn  this  homelessness  around  (about  12-15  thousand  homeless  people 
in  San  Francisco).  The  fact  is  the  people  of  San  Francisco  cannot  wait  for  the  federal  and 
state  government  to  save  its  citizens.  He  urged  that  it's  time  to  take  some  responsibility 
and  do  things  differently.  He  offered  36  pieces  of  homeless  legislations  in  the  last  six 
months.  Not  any  one  single  piece  of  legislation  can  resolve  homelessness,  such  as 
opening  24-hour  shelters,  security  at  the  shelter  premises,  methadone  access  so  that 
private  physicians  can  prescribe  it,  etc. 

Supervisor  Newsom  introduced  his  proposal  "Care  not  Cash"  to  solve  homelessness".  As 
people  began  to  develop  a  new  attitude,  began  to  engage,  began  to  deal  with  practical 
realities  of  the  city  streets,  and  start  doing  something  about  it — it  will  make  a  difference. 
The  single  leading  cause  of  death  is  drug-related  (heroin).  San  Francisco  is  the  #1  drug 
addicted  city  in  the  US — approximately  15,000  on  heroin.  Doctors  in  the  City  &  County 
of  San  Francisco  support  this  initiative  "Care  not  Cash".    They  are  constantly  dealing 
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with  one  of  the  leading  reasons  that  people  use  or  have  access  to  drugs  around  the  1st  and 
the  15th  of  the  month — County  Adult  Assistance  (General  Assistance)  checks  are  issued 
during  that  period. 

Supervisor  Newsom  compared  the  San  Francisco  recipients  getting  $395  per  month, 
Alameda  receiving  $18,  San  Mateo  receiving  $56  and  Chicago  receiving  $0.  Across  the 
nation,  there  is  no  city  that  receives  as  much  cash  assistance  as  San  Francisco  recipients. 
People  swarm  to  San  Francisco  to  obtain  the  cash  assistance.  However,  with  the  cost  of 
living  in  San  Francisco,  it  would  be  difficult  for  a  person  to  live  on  $395  per  month.  As 
Dr.  Pablo  Stewart  of  the  Haight/Ashbury  Free  Clinic  believes  that  the  street  population 
and  statistics  in  San  Francisco  is  so  out-of-whack  with  the  rest  of  the  United  States 
because  cash  is  the  contributor.  Not  all  recipients  of  cash  assistance  are  using  drugs,  but 
a  disproportionate  amount  is.  Statistics  from  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  show 
that  around  the  1st  and  the  15th  more  people  die  in  this  country  than  any  other  time  of  the 
month — it  was  concluded  that  people  buying  drugs  was  a  factor. 

Dr.  Mitch  Katz,  Director  of  Department  of  Public  Health  also  supports  "Care  not  Cash". 
He  is  tired  of  making  excuses  for  why  SF  General  Hospital  is  on  diversion  30%  of  the 
time  (when  a  person  is  sick  or  needs  medical  assistance,  they  are  sent  to  another  hospital 
because  SF  General  is  full).  The  diversion  rates  are  higher  on  the  1st  and  the  15th  of  the 
month  because  that's  when  recipients  get  their  checks.  In  New  York  City,  there  are 
30,800  people  in  their  shelter  system  because  they  dealt  with  street  problems  and  people 
are  not  dying  because  of  it. 

The  city  policies  are  allowing  people  to  die  in  the  streets  for  the  last  decade.  If  a  person 
is  compassionate  and  care  about  people,  they'll  do  something  about  it.  Supervisor 
Newsom  clarified  that  he  is  "Not  taking  money  from  poor  people — he  is  converting  those 
dollars  into  real  services.  There  are  no  vouchers — converting  cash  into  guaranteed  access 
of  services".  The  San  Francisco  recipients  cannot  live  on  $395  per  month.  People  are 
getting  insufficient  sum  of  monies  to  even  afford  a  roof  over  their  heads  and  they  are 
expected  to  turn  their  lives  around — not  realistic.  Supervisor  Newsom  encouraged 
everyone  on  the  1st  or  15th  to  visit  a  check-cashing  place  and  see  how  crowded  it  is;  or 
notice  the  drop  of  the  shelter  and  increase  of  street  populations;  or  the  number  of 
overdoses  or  people  who  are  inebriated  and  sent  to  SF  General  from  the  streets.  It  is 
tragic  and  people  are  losing  their  lives  because  of  it.  The  proposed  legislature  will 
convert  the  cash  and  do  what  other  major  cities  are  doing.  One  thousand  vacant  housing 
units  have  been  identified  in  the  city  for  this. 

Supervisor  Newsom  is  proposing  that  if  the  cash  can  be  converted,  he  would  like  to 
expand  the  1,000  housing  units  with  a  guarantee  access  to  those  units  and  expand  drug 
treatment.  Converting  these  dollars  to  the  real  services.  "Guarantee"  means:  the 
legislation  is  drafted  so  that  if  there  are  no  services  available,  the  recipient  would  get  the 
exact  same  amount  of  cash.  Advocates  would  say  it's  wrong  but  the  attorneys  would  say 
it  is  right.  Supervisor  Newsom  explained  that  the  last  thing  he  wanted  to  do  was  to  take 
something  and  give  nothing  in  return. 
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This  legislation  was  done  to  capture  baseline  funding  that  could  never  be  taken  away 
from  the  Department  of  Human  Services.  With  the  cutting  of  services  in  the  city,  these 
dollars  will  not  be  cut.  The  priority  of  the  program  is  housing,  but  not  limited  to  just 
housing,  i.e.  an  individual  may  need  a  residential  treatment  program  or  other  services. 
The  legislation  was  drafted  in  a  way  that  is  not  restrictive.  Homelessness  is  not  only 
about  housing — it  is  about  a  lot  of  other  issues.  The  legislation  was  written  in 
consideration  of  people's  unique  challenges  and  needs.  "Care  not  Cash"  will  be  on  the 
November  ballot.  They  have  received  23,000  signatures  for  the  petition.  Homeless  GA 
clients  assisted  with  acquiring  signatures  on  the  petition.  There  have  been  88  interviews 
on  videotape  with  homeless  people  speaking  about  this  legislation.  Supervisor  Newsom 
encouraged  everyone  to  review  and  read  the  legislation. 

Commissioner  Larkin  concurred  that  there  is  a  need  to  do  something  about  the 
homelessness.  The  program  sounds  good  and  having  worked  with  homelessness,  it  is  not 
a  single  problem.  Most  homeless  people  have  health  issues,  some  drug  related  and  a  lot 
of  things  that  have  to  be  dealt  with.  Commissioner  Larkin  wanted  to  know  if  the  "Care 
not  Cash"  is  basically  providing  services  that  are  needed  for  people  to  live  everyday — not 
just  shelter,  but  making  sure  clients  have  food,  medical/health  services,  education  for  the 
children,  etc.  He  noted  that  at  present,  homelessness  is  not  only  single  people,  but  also 
families.  He  was  concerned  about  other  issues,  such  as  shelters  being  unsafe  and  people 
feeling  unprotected  in  those  shelters. 

Supervisor  Newsom  replied  that  the  legislation  includes  security  in  shelters  and 
expansion  of  the  retro  shelters  on  an  annual  basis.  This  program  is  different  and  does  not 
affect  children.  Homelessness  of  families  is  the  highest  growing  population — there  are 
150  families  on  the  waiting  list  to  get  shelter  in  the  City.  County  Adult  Assistance  is  for 
single  adults.  This  is  why  there  is  a  %  of  a  billion  dollars  in  additional  spending  to  deal 
with  a  lot  of  things.  He  emphasized  on  dealing  with  the  basic  necessities,  i.e.  housing, 
food,  and/or  health-related  issues.  These  programs  can  be  expanded  with  actual  dollars 
that  are  already  being  spent  and  simply  need  to  be  converted.  The  County  Adult 
Assistance  run  the  program  and  helped  draft  it.  The  doctors  who  deal  with  the  population 
everyday  are  the  ones  supporting  it. 

Commissioner  Nguyen  remarked  that  the  legislation  sounded  logical  as  a  solution  to  the 
problem.  She  wanted  to  know  where  else  in  the  country  has  this  type  of  program  been 
tested,  and  was  it  successful?  Supervisor  Newsom  gave  an  example  of  Chicago 
eliminating  the  cash  assistance  many  years  ago — as  a  result  fewer  people  are  dying  in  the 
streets  and  more  people  are  receiving  help.  New  York  and  Alameda  are  guaranteeing 
access  of  services  with  less  cash  and  getting  the  same  results.  Poverty  exists  all  over  the 
world.  The  same  underline  issues  apply  and  everyone  has  an  obligation  to  do  something 
about  it. 

Commissioner  Brown  stated  that  in  terms  of  the  data  that  was  gathered  (from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  DPH  Commission,  Department  of  Human  Services,  DHS 
Commission  and  the  Medical  Examiner),  has  there  been  any  interaction  with  the  shelters 
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or  its  people  to  determine  what  their  needs  are  or  have  they  been  considered  in  the 
process?  Supervisor  Newsom  replied  "Yes",  he  has  read  every  single  focus  group  that 
the  Coalition  Homeless  has  done  that  has  publicly  been  provided.  He  has  visited  with  the 
shelters  citywide  and  has  spoken  to  clients.  He  commended  Commissioner  Brown  on  the 
great  job  Providence  has  done  with  their  shelter — which  was  a  winter  shelter  and  is  now 
permanent. 

Commissioner  Brown  concurred  that  the  stats  at  the  shelter  are  low  during  the  1st  and  the 
15th.  She  wanted  to  know  how  does  the  drug  problem  among  the  homeless  people  equate 
with  the  drug  problem  in  the  city  overall?  Supervisor  Newsom  replied  that  the  drug 
problem  among  the  homeless  in  correlation  to  general  assistance  distinguishes  itself 
because  of  the  time  the  checks  are  received.  The  stats  indicate  that  around  the  1st  and  the 
15  ,  more  people  are  dying,  more  people  from  overdosing.  General  mortality  rates  don't 
have  that  direct  correlation  to  dates.  Physicians,  people  in  the  medical  field  (nurses, 
paramedics,  etc.)  and  even  the  Mayor  are  in  support  of  the  program. 

Commissioner  Hardin  clarified  that  "SRO"  is  the  least  expensive  housing  (about  a 
minimum  of  $450  per  month);  and  the  plan  is  to  give  people  a  home,  food  and  medical 
care  if  needed.  She  questioned  that  the  cash  the  program  is  taking  does  not  come  close  to 
providing  these  services?  Supervisor  Newsom  responded  that  at  present  there  is  a  master 
leasing  of  programs  in  the  city.  Brandy  Shaw  has  five  master  leasing  of  programs.  This 
year's  budget  shows  $2.66  million  for  803  units — which  works  out  to  less  than  $275  per 
month.  An  individual  requesting  one  item  is  much  more  expensive  than  bulk  purchase 
where  the  price  can  be  reduced  by  taking  over  the  entire  hotel.  By  the  rules  that 
Supervisor  Ammiano  provided  in  the  program  for  1,000  units  (bulk  purchase  on  a  master- 
leasing  program)  is  better  for  the  economy  than  $275  per  month.  There  is  ample  room  to 
expand,  e.g.  the  methadone  access  at  another  vacant  site.  This  program  will  not  effect 
everyone  that  is  homeless.  This  program  only  effects  30%  of  the  county  adult  assistance 
program.  Proof  can  be  in  the  form  of  a  receipt  and  not  necessarily  a  rental  receipt.  He 
passed  the  legislation  that  individuals  have  to  provide  receipts  for  every  transaction. 

Commissioner  Hardin  wanted  to  know  how  many  of  this  identified  count  of  homeless 
people  are  going  to  be  helped  by  these  units?  Supervisor  Newsom  explained  that  this 
would  be  determined  by  their  willingness  to  participate  on  a  voluntary  basis.  If  a  client 
cannot  access,  they  will  receive  the  same  monthly  check.  The  program  has  to  produce. 
Not  everyone  that  is  homeless  in  the  city,  live  in  the  city. 

Commissioner  Hardin  wanted  to  know  that  if  someone  claims  they  are  homeless,  how 
can  they  get  housing,  food  and  medical  care?  Supervisor  Newsom  replied  that  there  are 
millions  of  dollars  for  this  and  32  locations  for  free  food.  The  program  does  not 
guarantee  everything — only  the  three  basic  things  that  the  money  cannot  provide,  i.e. 
food,  shelter  and  clothing.  Medical  issues  and  related  substance  abuse  can  be  converted 
in  this  program.  This  program  is  more  sophisticated,  more  complicated  and  more  tiered 
to  deal  with  people's  unique  needs.    Commissioner  Hardin  questioned  what  becomes  of 
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the  person  that  has  a  drug  problem  in  this  process.  Supervisor  Newsom  explained  the 
process. 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  comments  from  the  audience  (limited  to  three 
minutes).  There  were  18  persons  from  the  audience  who  asked  questions  and  made 
comments  regarding  the  "Care  not  Cash"  legislation.  Commissioner  Larkin  thanked 
Supervisor  Newsom  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  for  his  presentation  and  responding  to 
questions.  He  commended  the  youth  representing  "Infusion  One"  for  their  participation, 
their  abilities,  and  their  seriousness  on  issues  that  affect  them.  He  extended  his 
appreciation  to  the  advocates  and  citizens  on  sharing  their  concerns. 

b)  Mr.  Gaylon  Logan,  Executive  Director  of  Infusion  One  expressed  that  there  is  a  need  to 
revitalize  the  spirit  of  this  community  and  Infusion  One  has  been  working  towards  this 
for  a  number  of  years.  Also,  there  is  a  tremendous  value  in  this  community  and  a  need  to 
redefine  the  outreach  within  it.  He  introduced  Mr.  James  Bell,  Project  Coordinator  of 
Youth  Leadership  and  Development. 

Mr.  Bell  acknowledged  the  youth  on  their  representation  that  was  displayed  that  evening. 
He  explained  the  five  components  of  the  program: 

•  Library  Research  -  teaches  the  youth  how  to  access  the  library  and  its  materials. 

•  Public  Speaking  -  teaches  the  youth  how  to  effectively  communicate  with  others, 
peers,  mentors,  etc. 

•  Event  Planning  -  teaches  the  youth  how  to  organize  and  mobilize  the  community 
when  planning  an  event. 

•  City  Voter  Education  -  teaches  the  youth  how  to  voice  their  opinion  and  shows 
them  empowerment. 

•  Peer  Mentoring  -  teaches  the  youth  to  be  role  models.  After  being  graded  and 
completing  the  program  they  would  identify  with  younger  groups  (8-10  years 
old). 

He  introduced  Ms.  Paula  Ashe  to  explain  what  their  principle  is.  Ms.  Ashe  quoted  "To 
strive  for  Respect,  Responsibility  and  Reality"  (acquiring  these  goals  would  guarantee 
success). 

Ms.  Armani  Williams  gave  an  overview  of  the  Community  Outreach  Project.  This  is  an 
opportunity  that  they  have  undertaken  to  develop  partnerships,  to  establish  a  constant  and 
consistent  presence  at  heavily  traveled  areas  in  Bay  view  Hunters  Point,  and  to  build  a 
trusting  relationship  with  the  youth  (ages  13-20).  The  objectives  of  this  project  are  to 
identify  partnerships  (outreach  partners,  resource  partners,  community-at-large  partners) 
and  to  develop,  facilitate  and  maintain  training  modules.  Participants  will  be  trained  to 
actually  go  out  into  these  areas  and  effectively  engage  with  youth  and  the  community 
outreach  project's  referral  process.  This  is  an  innovative  program  and  it  is  not  new 
(method  was  used  by  Malcolm  X).  The  outcomes  of  these  efforts  were  explained  in 
detail  and  a  related  information  sheet  was  distributed.  Ms.  Williams  summarized  that 
they  are  developing  a  partnership  with  all  the  community  services  available  and  then 
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providing  the  manpower  to  go  out  into  the  field  and  funnel  the  youth  into  these 
organizations.  This  is  a  unique  and  wonderful  opportunity  to  provide  the  youth  with 
services  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  receive  before  now — it  is  not  new,  but  it  does 
work. 

Mr.  Logan  emphasized  that  it  is  time  for  the  community,  the  commissions,  and 
uninvolved  persons  to  get  involved.  He  stated  that  he  is  aware  that  the  Commission  is 
not  a  funding  source,  however,  he  requested  their  support  in  terms  of  (an  outline  of  their 
request  was  circulated): 

•  Forward  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  in  support  of  this  project  in  its  financial  well  being 
(the  merits  of  the  project). 

•  A  letter  of  endorsement  supporting  the  community  outreach  project  to  be  used  in 
promotional  materials. 

•  Would  like  Commissioners  (1-4)  commit  to  providing  a  workshop  for  the  young 
people  at  "Infusion  One"  on  how  commissions  function  and  what  roles  they  play 
in  the  community. 

Mr.  Logan  concluded  by  thanking  the  Commission  for  their  time  and  attention;  and  looks 
forward  to  working  with  the  Commission  in  the  future. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  he  has  worked  with  "Infusion  One"  in  the  past  and  it  is 
an  excellent  program  for  children.  He  wanted  to  know  what  types  of  services  are  being 
offered  for  parents?  Mr.  Logan  explained  that  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  program, 
there  is  always  orientation  for  the  family  and  a  full  explanation  is  given  regarding  what 
their  child  would  be  involved  in  throughout  the  program.  At  the  completion  of  the 
program,  there  is  a  family  night  in  which  the  participants  facilitate  a  process  where  they 
can  explain  to  the  family  members  what  they  learned  from  the  program. 

Commissioner  Brown  commended  Mr.  Logan  on  the  program,  "The  fruits  of  his  efforts 
were  demonstrated  in  a  positive  way  that  evening".  Commissioner  Looper  remarked  that 
he  was  familiar  with  the  organization  and  would  not  only  like  to  be  a  participant  in  the 
workshop,  but  would  also  like  to  be  involved  in  the  program.  Mr.  Logan  welcomed  his 
participation. 

Commissioner  Larkin  explained  that  the  first  and  second  items  that  Mr.  Logan  requested 
would  have  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  meeting  because  these  require  votes. 
The  third  item  does  not  require  voting  action — it  is  a  personal  voluntary  issue  that  could 
be  handled  immediately.  Commissioner  Larkin  committed  to  do  a  workshop  collectively 
with  the  City  Attorney  for  the  young  people.  He  instructed  staff  to  draft  the  letter  to  the 
Mayor  and  endorsement  letter  for  consideration  at  the  next  Commission  meeting. 

VIII.     Director's  Report 

Dr.  Toye  Moses  reported  that  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Statement  &  Report  of  what 
transpired  from  July  1,  2001  thru  June  30,  2002  was  included  in  the  Commission's 
package  for  their  review.    No  new  information  from  downtown  regarding  the  website. 
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The  agenda  and  minutes  were  posted  on  schedule.  The  budget  has  been  presented  for 
approval  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Decorative  Plant  Services  Lease  Agreement 
has  been  drafted  and  will  be  e-mailed  upon  completion.  There  was  discussion  of  the 
funding  sources  and  Dr.  Moses  suggested  that  this  item  be  deferred  to  "Introduction  of 
New  Business". 

Commissioner  Nguyen  moved  and  Commissioner  Looper  seconded  to  accept  the 
Executive  Director's  report.  Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as 
presented. 

IX.  Introduction  of  New  Business 

Commissioner  Larkin  suggested  that  the  Director  of  Small  Businesses  be  invited  to  give 
an  overview  of  developments  in  this  community.  Also  that  Mr.  Leamon  Abrams, 
Mayor's  Director  of  Economic  Development  be  invited  to  address  the  Shipyard  issue. 

Dr.  Moses  asked  that  Mr.  Marc  MacDonald,  Director  of  Real  Estate  be  invited  to  address 
the  Commission. 

X.  Announcements 

Ms.  Susan  Horsfall  announced  that  on  Monday,  July  15  at  5  p.m.,  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  will  hold  a  special  meeting  to  hear  racial  issues  relative  to  the  Director  and 
Commissioner  Linda  Richardson.  The  Commission  was  invited  to  attend  the  meeting.

Pelosi:  House  Approves  $38  Million  in  Federal  Funding  for 
Hunters  Point 

Defense  Appropriations  Also  Includes  Pelosi  Request  for  Sll  Million  in  New 
Funding  for  Medieal  Research  for  Bay  Area  Facilities 

House  Democratic  Whip  Nancy  Pelosi  (D-CA)  today  announced  $38  million  in  new  federal 
funding  for  the  revitali/atiou  of  Hunters  Point  Shipyard.  The  money  was  included  in  the  2003 
Defense  Appropriations  bill,  which  the  House  of  Representatives  passed  this  afternoon  by  a  vole 
of  4 13-1  8. 

'This  money  is  a  down  payment  on  a  dream,"  Pelosi  said.  'This  money  will  serve  as  the 
foundation  on  which  to  build  economic  opportunity  for  the  people  of  the  Bay  view  Hunters  Point 
community.'7 

The  House  bill  includes  $36  million  that  the  Navy  requested  for  the  cleanup  of  two  parcels  at  the 
shipyard.  In  addition,  Pelosi  fought  for  $2  million  to  help  the  City  of  San  Francisco  upgrade  and 
maintain  water  and  sewer  service  for  current  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  tenants. 

In  January,  the  U.S.  Navy  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco  signed  an  agreement  for  the  full  cleanup 
and  conveyance  of  Hunters  Point  Naval  Shipyard.   Under  the  agreement,  the  Navy  will  give  the 
city  88  acres  for  the  development  of  much-needed  housing  and  retail  space.   The  transfer  will  be 
made  in  phases  following  cleanup  of  individual  parcels. 

The  funding  approved  today  is  die  fourth  year  in  a  row  that  money  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
shipyard,  including  $50  million  this  fiscal  year,  $63  million  in  fiscal  year  2001 ,  and  $50  million 
in  fiscal  2000.   In  all,  more  than  $225  million  in  federal  funding  has  been  spent  un  the  shipyard 
cleanup. 

Pelosi  Wins  New  Funding  for  Medical  Research 

The  defense  appropriations  bill  approved  today  also  includes  SI  1  million  in  new  federal  funding 
for  vital  medical  research  at  San  Francisco  Bay  area  facilities  that  Pelosi  pushed  for,  as  well  as 
$9  million  for  the  U.S.  Military  HIV  Research  Program  and  $10  million  for  the  Defense 
Department's  military-to-military  HIV  prevention  program. 
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"These  dollars  will  help  protect  the  men  and  women  who  risk  their  lives  to  defend  our  country," 
Pelosi  said.  '"Members  of  our  armed  forces  need  the  besL  weapons  we  can  give  Lhem,  not  only  to 
fight  wars,  but  to  battle  disease,  addiction  and  biological  and  chemical  attacks." 

The  House  bill  provides  SO  million  for  the  Northern  California  Institute  for  Research  and 
Education,  a  medical  research  facility  affiliated  with  the  San  Francisco  Veterans  Administration, 
to  purchase  equipment  that  will  be  used  to  conduct  medical  research  focused  on  protecting 
American  troops  from  chemical  and  biological  threats. 

The  legislation  also  includes  $5  million  for  the  University  of  California  at  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Neurology  Gallo  Center  to  continue  research  on  alcoholism.  Scientists  in  this 
multi-disciplinary  study  hope  to  discover  the  biological  basis  for  alcoholism  and  develop  a 
chemical  block  to  alcohol  addiction.  Alcoholism  is  the  third-leading  cause  of  preventable  death 
in  America. 

In  addition,  the  bill  allocates  $19  million,  for  HIV  research  and  prevention  programs  at  the 
Defense  Department.  AIDS  is  devastating  foreign  military  forces  in  many  parts  of  sub-Saharan 
African.  Nearly  400  U.S.  military  personnel  become  newly  infected  with  HIV  every  year,  and 
more  than  1  5,000  members  of  the  combined  armed  forces  are  living  with  FTTV/AIDS.  These 
programs  work  to  develop  an  FT  TV  vaccine,  monitor  and  prevent  new  HIV  infections,  and 
develop  better  test  and  treatment  options. 

The  Senate  will  debate  its  version  of  the  fiscal  year  2003  Defense  Appropriations  bill.  Once  it 
approves  that  bill,  a  conference  will  be  convened  to  finalize  allocations  for  the  upcoming  fiscal 
year.

VII.      Presentation 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell  who  will  be  speaking  about  health, 
crime/security  and  economic  issues  within  the  southeast  sector  of  the  City.  He  stated  that  at 
present,  crime  is  very  prevalent  in  this  community  and  this  is  affecting  many  of  the  young 
people.  He  was  pleased  to  see  Infusion  One  and  Young  Community  Developer  representation  at 
the  meeting. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  was  also  glad  to  see  the  large  number  of  young  people  at  the  meeting  and 
emphasized  their  importance  as  a  resource. 

Economic  Development  On  the  November  ballot  there  will  be  a  water  bond  for  $1.6  billion 

for  San  Francisco — other  regions  with  Contra  Costa  County  about  $2.6  billion — totaling  about 
$4  billion  for  infrastructure  towards  the  water.  Estimated  time  for  completion  of  project  about 
10-16  years,  which  means  great  opportunities  for  middle  class  jobs.  The  young  residents  have  an 
opportunity  to  go  to  school,  go  to  college  to  become  engineers  and  go  to  work  in  this  water 
system  rather  than  importing  people  from  outside.  There  was  a  $400  million  project  at  Laguna 
Honda — those  are  jobs  that  make  middle  class  families  and  individuals.  They  are  going  to  need 
engineers,  carpenters,  designers  and  a  number  of  vocations.  There  is  $6  million  worth  of  square 
feet  office  and  other  spaces  to  be  built  at  the  Mission  Bay  Project  and  the  retrofit  of  the  Bay 
Bridge  Project  will  also  need  middle  class  making  jobs. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  encouraged  the  young  people  to  get  an  education/training  for  these  jobs.  At 
present,  there  are  inadequate  amounts  of  people  to  fill  those  jobs  and  people  will  have  to  be 
imported  to  do  the  work.  Cities  should  be  about  creating  middle  class — not  importing  them — the 
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people  are  already  here.  Economic  Development  is  exciting  because  it's  about  health,  getting 
people  off  the  streets,  and  a  drop  in  crime — all  of  these  help  economic  development.  It's  about 
getting  mental  health  and  other  services  that  people  need  to  make  a  good  community.  Many 
people  came  to  San  Francisco  because  of  job  opportunities — not  because  of  housing. 

There  is  a  $122  million  bond  to  retrofit  the  War  Memorial  building.  There  are  a  number  of 
bonds  available  and  the  money  is  there.  The  citizens  of  this  community  can  partake  in  these 
projects  and  become  middle  class  families—the  City  needs  more  families.  Another  prospect  is 
the  Exploratorium  at  the  Palace  of  Fine  Arts  wants  to  move  to  District  10.  Supervisor  Maxwell 
welcomes  this  possibility.  She  spoke  with  Terra  Solar,  which  is  the  solar  company  now  doing 
2.5  megawatts  of  power  (solar  power  panels)  in  Sacramento  and  they  also  want  to  move  to 
District  10.  They  need  50,000  square  feet — which  are  job  opportunities.  If  San  Francisco 
becomes  the  solar  panel  capital  of  California,  the  residents  will  have  the  expertise.  She  inquired 
about  stock  ownership  and  they  proposed:  "Employees  would  own  80%  and  they  would  own 
20%  of  the  company"  (which  means  that  employees  could  own  the  company).  The  reason  for 
their  interest  in  relocating  to  San  Francisco  is  because  the  City  last  year  passed  a  number  of 
bonds  to  install  solar  panels  on  all  municipal  buildings  (the  new  Moscone  West  Building  has  the 
largest  solar  panel  in  the  country).  The  Board  is  considering  biotech  companies.  Supervisor 
Maxwell  is  putting  together  a  task  force  on  biotech/bio-science.  It  is  nothing  to  fear  and  people 
should  be  educated  on  this  to  legislate  it  and  protect  themselves  from  those  parts  that  may  be 
harmful  (there  are  some  parts  of  bioscience  that  are  not).  Everyone  should  get  excited  about  the 
economic  development  taking  place  in  this  area,  campaign,  and  be  prepared  for  those  job 
opportunities. 

Health  Supervisor  Maxwell  reported  that  they  are  working  on  health  issues.    The  Board 

passed  legislation  dealing  with  power  plants.  They  cannot  produce  anymore  pollution  that  is 
already  here.  They  have  spoken  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  about  the  sewage  plant. 
There  is  no  other  sewage  plant  in  this  country  that  is  within  twenty  feet  from  residential  houses. 
This  plant  should  not  be  here  and  the  digesters  will  have  to  be  relocated.  Supervisor  Maxwell 
suggested  another  way  to  stay,  healthy  is  to  explore  obtaining  good  organic  food.  Efforts  are 
being  made  to  have  vegetable  stores  on  Third  Street.  The  largest  produce  market  in  the  City  is 
within  three  blocks  from  Third  Street  and  there  are  only  a  few  places  to  get  fruits  in  this  area. 

Crime  This  is  an  issue  that  seems  to  be  ongoing.  Supervisor  Maxwell  was  confident  that 

Chief  Saunders  will  make  a  difference.  Flis  homicide  inspector  is  great  and  his  brother  has  been 
on  the  police  force  for  30  years  and  resides  in  District  10.  Supervisor  Maxwell  feels  that  there 
will  be  some  real  changes  made,  e.g.  community  policing  and  different  kinds  of  policing.  The 
City  spends  over  $500  million  on  the  criminal  justice  system  and  only  $10  million  on  parole. 
This  needs  to  be  shifted  around;  in  that  more  money  should  be  spent  on  when  a  parolee  is  out — 
keeping  them  out,  instead  of  keeping  them  in.  The  prison  system  is  a  large  industry. 
Commissioner  Maxwell  concluded  by  stating  that  people  need  to  start  thinking  differently. 

Commissioner  Brown  thanked  Supervisor  Maxwell  for  meeting  with  the  Commission. 
Commissioner  Brown  asked  that  she  expand  further  on  the  relocation  of  the  sewage  plant 
because   the    Commission   recently    met    with    Pat   Martel    and    it    was    the    Commission's 
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understanding  that  the  plant  will  not  be  moved  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  reduce  the  odors. 
Supervisor  Maxwell  clarified  that  the  sewage  plant  will  not  be  moved  yet — it's  the  digesters 
(large  round  tubs)  that  are  being  relocated.  Supervisor  Maxwell  felt  that  Ms.  Martel  was  eluding 
that  this  will  not  be  done  at  this  particular  phase.  They  are  considering  having  another  phase  of 
expanding  local  sewage  within  the  City.  They  are  looking  at  ways  to  not  only  mitigate  the  odor, 
but  also  to  move  the  plant  because  it's  in  the  wrong  place  and  it's  poor  land  usage.  It  will  be  a 
while  before  this  is  done.  This  is  suppose  to  be  a  part  of  that  big  bond  issue  (about  $5  billion). 
They  decided  to  cut  back  and  community  advocates  have  to  work  very  hard  to  keep  this  on  the 
front  burner.  They  are  trying  ways  to  mitigate  the  odor,  i.e.  having  more  water  going  through  the 
system;  fixing  the  Northpoint  Plant  to  make  sure  that  all  sewage  does  not  come  to  this  location 
(rerouting  to  shorter  distance  would  make  a  better  system  and  it  doesn't  take  much  money).  The 
plants  will  be  relocated  perhaps  within  the  next  5  years  instead  of  the  upcoming  bond  issue  in 
November. 

Commissioner  Looper  wanted  to  know  "With  all  the  projects  taking  place  in  this  community, 
and  in  preparing  people  before  the  jobs  arrive,  will  the  community-based  organizations  be 
utilized  in  the  process—as  resources?"  Supervisor  Maxwell  replied  "Yes".  The  Mayor  is 
assembling  a  group  of  people  from  the  community  college  system,  the  public  school  system,  the 
unions  and  any  other  number  of  community-based  groups  to  explore  having  a  certificate 
program.  Supervisor  Maxwell  felt  that  people  can  be  trained  within  six  months  for  these  jobs. 
She  will  make  sure  that  the  community-based  organizations  involved  will  get  funding  up  front. 

Commissioner  Hardin  acknowledged  Supervisor  Maxwell  for  making  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
exciting  in  the  future  with  the  things  she  outlined  as  potential  resources  for  the  youth  and 
residents  of  this  area.  She  was  interested  in  what  Supervisor  Maxwell's  role  will  be  in  the 
implementation  of  reuse  of  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  and  how  that  is  going  to  affect  this 
community?  Supervisor  Maxwell  responded  that  she  is  making  sure  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  (DPH)  plays  a  key  role — they  are  suppose  to  insure  that  the  citizens  are  healthy, 
safe  and  if  there  are  any  dangerous  considerations,  they  will  be  there  first. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  reported  that  recently,  the  Army  found  methane  gas  (it  is  not  toxic,  but 
inflammable)  underneath  the  landfill  and  it  had  seeped  under  one  of  the  UCSF  buildings.  The 
Navy  wanted  to  place  a  burner  there,  pump  the  gas  and  burn  it  off;  however,  what  could  happen 
potentially  is  dioxide — which  is  toxic.  The  DPH,  community  advocates  and  others  asked  the 
Navy  to  research  other  ways  of  resolving  the  problem.  The  Navy  is  going  to  do  an  entirely 
different  system  (it  will  be  more  costly,  but  better).  The  DPH  has  been  in  the  forefront  of  this 
project  and  community  residents  were  involved  in  reviewing  conveyance  documents.  There  is  a 
legislation  being  introduced  that  will  enable  CAC's  to  go  behind  closed  doors  and  being  in  the 
forefront  in  terms  of  reviewing  confidential  documents.  Supervisor  Maxwell  urged  that  with  the 
various  projects  taking  place  in  the  community,  the  residents  should  be  involved  from  the 
beginning  and  be  able  to  review  pertinent  documents.  This  legislation  will  be  very  helpful  with 
the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  cleanup.  Also,  in  making  sure  there  is  community  participation  in 
everything  they  do,  for  the  first  time,  the  Navy  is  talking  with  the  residents—partnering  with  them 
so  they  can  be  involved  in  the  cleanup  process  and  Navy  contracts. 
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Supervisor  Maxwell  noted  that  they  will  make  sure  that  Lanar,  who  is  the  master  developer,  does 
what  he  is  suppose  to  do.  Lanar  is  a  wealthy  developer  and  so  far  they  have  spent  over  $15 
million;  in  which  the  City  would  not  have  been  able  to  do  because  they  do  not  have  the  money. 
Lanar  may  or  may  not  get  this  contract,  but  they  feel  it  is  worth  it  for  them  to  try.  The  City  has 
been  able  to  use  them  very  well  for  a  lot  of  things  that  they  have  been  trying  to  do. 

Commissioner  Hardin  wanted  to  know  the  status  of  the  Home  Depot  that  has  been  advocated  by 
the  community  to  be  placed  where  Goodman's  Lumber  was  located?  Supervisor  Maxwell 
responded  that  Home  Depot  is  still  in  the  works.  They  have  not  done  all  that  have  been  asked  of 
them.  The  City  is  still  negotiating  with  them  to  make  sure  they  are  doing  what  they  are  suppose 
to  do — in  terms  of  community  participation,  planning  for  traffic  mitigation,  what  the  building  is 
going  to  look  like  because  the  City  is  an  urban  environment  and  there  is  not  enough  space.  They 
are  being  asked  to  use  solar  panels  on  the  roof  and  parking  lot  to  generate  their  own  power  so  it's 
not  a  burden  on  the  citizens. 

Commissioner  Nguyen  was  very  excited  to  hear  about  the  many  projects  being  funneled  to  this 
particular  area.  She  wanted  to  know  what  role  can  the  Commission  play  in  assisting  Supervisor 
Maxwell  and  the  community  to  make  this  run  smoothly?  Supervisor  Maxwell  envisions  the 
Commission's  role  to  be  crucial  by  advocating  for  programs  to  help  people  prepare  for  these 
jobs.  Currently,  PUC  needs  70  engineers.  The  Commission  needs  to  work  with  the  community- 
based  organizations  because  they  are  the  partners  to  make  a  good  program.  To  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  these  job  opportunities  by  having  people  get  in  and  out  of  training,  get  them 
educated  and  get  them  the  assistance  they  need. 

Commissioner  Brown  asked  if  Supervisor  Maxwell  foresees  a  delay  in  the  Light  Rail  Project — 
given  the  news  that  came  out  about  the  findings  of  asbestos?  Supervisor  Maxwell  does  not  see 
this  as  being  a  major  delay;  however,  it  does  alert  everyone  on  what  has  to  be  done.  Supervisor 
Maxwell  advised  that  if  someone  feels  that  something  is  not  being  done  right,  contact  the 
appropriate  source. 

Commissioner  Larkin  remarked  that  with  so  much  occurring  in  District  10  and  this  Commission 
being  right  in  the  middle  of  representing  the  community — basically,  some  of  the  things 
Supervisor  Maxwell  mentioned — the  Commission  has  tried  to  do  for  the  community.  Many  of 
the  other  commissions  are  part  of  the  City  Charter.  With  the  growth  that  is  expected  of  this 
community,  this  Commission  needs  to  be  a  part  of  the  City  Charter.  This  would  give  them  a  lot 
more  authority  on  what's  going  on  in  this  part  of  the  City;  and  it  would  allow  them  to  have  the 
strength  to  support  the  things  that  the  representatives  want  to  see  happen  in  regards  to  health, 
welfare,  economic  development  and  economic  opportunities.  Supervisor  Maxwell  stated  that  she 
sees  the  Commission's  role  to  be  for  education.  There  are  a  lot  of  groups  who  are  doing  other 
things.  In  terms  of  education,  the  children  are  graduating  at  1.7  grade  point  average.  The 
Commission  is  needed  to  be  invested  in  the  educational  system  and  become  the  bridge  to 
represent  the  community  with  the  public  school  and  college  systems.  This  is  where  the 
Commission  can  be  vital  because  it  is  the  missing  link.  It  is  extremely  important  that  this 
Commission  focus  on  what  they'  do  with  this  community,  e.g.  getting  some  good  programs 
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established,  link  up  with  all  the  public  schools  so  that  every  child  and  adult  comes  here  at  one 
time  or  another.  This  facility  should  be  full  every  night  for  classes. 

Commissioner  Larkin  agreed  that  Supervisor  Maxwell  was  in-sync  with  the  Commission  in 
terms  of  what  they  envision  for  this  area.  However,  in  order  for  the  Commission  to  do  the  kind 
of  job  expected,  the  budget  is  a  big  consideration.  Every  year,  instead  of  adding  to  the  budget 
for  the  facilities  or  staff,  they  are  subtracting.  The  small  staff  is  being  overloaded  with  work. 
Supervisor  Maxwell  remarked  that  she  was  on  the  Budget  Committee  and  never  saw  this 
Commission  advocating  for  this.  The  Commission's  job  while  representing  the  community 
should  be  at  those  meetings  advocating  for  community  schools;  and  when  the  budget  comes 
up — something  should  be  said.  Commissioner  Larkin  explained  that  this  Commission  does  not 
come  through  the  regular  Board  package — it  goes  through  PUC.  Supervisor  Maxwell  suggested 
that  the  Commission  advocate  with  PUC  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Board  reviews 
PUC's  budget  and  cuts  can  be  made  accordingly.  The  Commission  should  advocate  to  everyone 
until  their  message  is  heard. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Supervisor  Maxwell  to  consider  his  request  of  having  the  same 
authority  as  other  commissions.  It  is  imperative  to  have  more  power  to  make  things  happen  in 
this  community.  Supervisor  Maxwell  advised  that  the  Commission  has  to  make  their  own  power 
by  advocating  and  then  they  can  become  a  strong  body.  It's  not  about  anyone  giving  the 
Commission  anything,  it's  about  the  Commission  taking  it,  being  active  and  being  there.  The 
other  commissions  do  not  come  in  front  of  the  Board — they  are  basically,  advisory.  Some  of 
them  don't  have  any  staff  or  director.  Commissioner  Larkin  concluded  that  the  difference  of  the 
other  commissions  is— they  are  chartered  and  this  Commission  is  not. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  was  glad  to  hear  that  the  Light  Rail  Project  would  have  a  delay  because 
it  has  changed  in  its  relationships  to  community  residents  altogether.  She  received  notice  that  the 
regular  meetings  with  6  community-based  agencies  have  been  discontinued.  The  project  will  be 
opened  up  with  RFQ's  and  proposals  will  be  accepted  citywide  for  the  Light  Rail  Project. 
Supervisor  Maxwell  explained:  that  when  this  project  was  brought  before  the  Transportation 
Authority  (Board  of  Supervisors  was  the  acting  commission),  the  large  funding  was  brought  to 
their  attention  and  they  wanted  to  partake  in  the  process.  MUNI  has  been  difficult  to  deal  with, 
but  the  Board  will  have  to  work  with  them. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  remarked  that  for  a  lot  of  the  jobs  being  proposed  for  this  area, 
education  is  needed  and  persons  need  to  be  qualified.  However,  there  are  many  things  occurring 
in  the  City  for  job  development  that  don't  require  a  lot  of  education  and  qualification.  These 
jobs  are  not  being  given  to  the  community-based  agencies  as  promised.  People  need  jobs 
continuously  and  there  is  no  control  how  long  a  person  is  on  the  job.  Commissioner  Maxwell 
agreed  that  the  Commission  should  attend  Board  meetings  and  advocate  for  the  community. 

Commissioner  Hardin  noted  that  the  Bayview  Opera  House  (BOH)  serves  as  an  educational 
facility  in  arts  and  as  a  cultural  hub  for  this  community.  The  BOH  recently  received  its  budget 
from  the  Arts  Commission  and  its  been  cut  so  severely  that  there  are  many  programs  that  are  not 
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being  funded  next  year.  Commissioner  Hardin  asked  Supervisor  Maxwell  if  she  knew  of  any 
resources  to  bring  more  arts  funding  for  the  BOH,  it  will  be  appreciated. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  introduced  Jackie  Corde  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office.  Ms.  Corde 
announced  that  about  two  years  ago,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  requested  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  to  look  into  whether  there  were  any  citizens  who  were  experiencing  problems  with 
"Predator  Lending".  The  Board  was  concerned  about  people  who  are  elderly  or  indigent  who  are 
being  targeted  by  certain  kinds  of  lending  agencies.  Ms.  Corde  asked  that  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  be  notified  if  anyone  knows  of  someone  experiencing  such  (contact  person  is  Marguerite 
Guiterrez). 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comments  and  questions.  He  asked  that 
speakers  limit  their  remarks  to  three  (3)  minutes.  (Speaker  cards  were  made  available) 

•  Dwayne  Jones,  Executive  Director  of  Young  Community  Developers  (YCD)  -  Mr.  Jones 
commended  Supervisor  Maxwell  on  the  excellent  job  she  is  doing  in  terms  of  bringing 
departments  and  community-based  organizations  together  to  the  table.  In  terms  of  economic 
development  activities  associated  with  forthcoming  projects,  she  has  an  amazing  concept  that 
YCD  is  happy  to  work  with  her  on.  He  expressed  concern  regarding  their  existing  PUC 
Project  that  trains  people  to  be  stationary  engineers  and  subsequently  become  PUC 
employees  has  been  placed  on  hold  due  to  cuts.  He  questioned  how  a  piece  of  a  program  that 
is  part  of  mitigation  could  be  placed  on  hold  because  of  other  issues  transpiring  in  other 
departments?  He  asked  what  could  be  done  in  the  context  of  advocating  and  who  with  to 
remove  the  hold  from  that  program? 

Supervisor  Maxwell  felt  that  Mr.  Jones  is  correct,  in  that,  it  is  important  that  this  program  is 
ongoing.  It  should  be  written  in  that  when  economic  times  get  hard,  this  program  should  not 
be  cut.  Supervisor  Maxwell  emphasized  that  this  is  unacceptable  because  this  program  was 
not  on  the  table  to  be  cut.  When  Ms.  Martel  came  to  the  Budget  Committee  meeting,  another 
person  was  added  to  that  training  session  that  seemed  to  be  helpful.  The  Budget  Committee 
is  looking  at  ways  in  making  sure  the  program  continues.  Supervisor  Maxwell  assured  that  it 
will  continue  and  suggested  that  a  meeting  with  Ms.  Martel  be  arranged  to  discuss  this  issue.

Michelle  Davis,  Employee  of  YO  (Youth  Opportunities)  Program  in  BVHP  -  Ms.  Davis 
stated  that  YO  is  funded  by  the  Department  of  Labor  and  facilitated  by  the  Private  Industry 
Council  (PIC)  of  San  Francisco.  The  City  was  awarded  $28  million  to  work  with  youth  over 
a  certain  period;  and  after  a  certain  length  of  time,  the  grant  will  be  self-sustaining.  She 
expressed  concern  that  for  a  program  of  that  size  to  be  in  the  community  providing  some  type 
of  service/resource,  it  would  warrant  the  community  to  be  more  involved  with  the  program; 
but  she  has  not  seen  this  from  the  community. 

When  YO  started  at  Gloria  R.  Davis,  community  people  were  hired  in  order  to  relate  to  the 
youth  from  this  area.  There  is  an  office  at  Sunnydale,  1650  Mission  and  1650  Bryant.  YO 
opened  a  satellite  site  at  195  Kiska  in  the  midst  of  the  enterprise  zone  231  where  most  of  the 
poverty  in  the  community  exists.    The  program  ran  without  meeting  the  grant  guidelines  in 
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terms  of  a  youth  lounge  and  other  features  to  make  it  more  accessible  and  youth  friendly. 
There  were  no  fax  or  copier  machines  for  staff  to  process  the  youth  applications  into  the 
program.  They  were  inconvenienced  by  being  sent  somewhere  else  to  get  qualified  for  a 
program  that  was  written  for  them  in  the  enterprise  zone.  The  satellite  sites  closed  without 
informing  the  youth,  its  staff  or  hold  a  community  meeting  to  inform  its  residents.  The 
BVHP  site  is  the  only  site  that  does  not  have  a  fully  functional  center  that  is  called  for  in  the 
grant.  PIC  supplies  sub-contractors  with  funds  to  employ  the  youth  from  this  program.  YO 
is  too  good  of  a  resource  to  eliminate  from  this  area — especially  with  the  youth  crime.  The 
community  should  be  more  involved  to  make  YO  make  it  right  for  BVHP. 

It  is  being  proposed  to  relocate  the  program  to  1201  Mendell  (adjacent  Providence  Baptist 
Church),  hours  9-3  p.m.,  the  staff  must  be  out  of  the  new  location  by  3  p.m.  and  youth  by  4 
p.m. — which  is  not  adherent  to  the  guidelines  of  the  grant.  Ms.  Davis  felt  that  the  center 
should  be  open  where  the  youth  could  come  and  have  a  safe  place  with  responsible  adults. 
The  youth  population  is  diminishing  from  the  program  at  3  per  week.  Many  of  the  case 
managers  and  staff  have  been  relocated  outside  of  the  community.  She  concluded  that  PIC 
needs  to  make  this  right  and  urged  that  the  BVHP  residents  keep  an  eye  on  the  program  and 
get  involved.  She  also  requested  Supervisor  Maxwell's  assistance. 

•  Jesse  Mason,  BVHP  Community  Advocates  -  Mr.  Mason  expressed  concern  for  the 
economic  development  of  this  area.  He  noted  that  the  economic  development  from  what 
Supervisor  Maxwell  mentioned  is  fantastic.  The  community  employers  in  BVHP  has  an 
economic  advantage  to  allow  many  of  the  children  in  this  area  to  work  because  there  is  an 
obligation  in  terms  of  the  1970  Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU).  This  MOU  state: 
"These  companies  would  train  and  hire  these  young  people  in  the  community"; 
unfortunately,  this  has  not  been  done  yet.  He  wanted  to  know  how  could  those  large 
companies  (approximately  3,000  employers)  in  the  community  be  brought  to  the  table?  If 
these  employers  would  hire  1-2  persons,  the  unemployment  situation  would  probably  be 
eliminated. 

Supervisor  Maxwell  agreed  that  this  should  be  done  and  they  probably  will  do  it;  so  the 
community  has  to  work  on  that  with  the  MOU.  Basically,  she  was  talking  about  projects  the 
City  is  controlling  because  the  City  has  the  obligation,  whereas,  a  private  company  is 
different.  The  Government  has  the  monies  and  the  City  has  the  obligation.  It  is  the  City  that 
will  be  performing  all  these  aforementioned  projects  and  spending  $400  million.  A  lot  of 
these  jobs  could  be  stationary — here  forever.  She  did  review  the  MOU  and  informed  Mr. 
Mason  that  they  will  meet  to  discuss  this  further.  The  community  needs  to  prepare 
themselves  and  prepare  people  for  getting  these  jobs  when  they  arrive  and  keeping  them. 

•  Ricky  Quarles,  Consultant  to  the  Director  of  Infusion  One  -  Mr.  Quarles  thanked  the 
Commission  for  the  endorsement  letters  that  were  approved.  The  Community  Outreach 
Project  is  a  follow-up  from  the  "Young  Men  at  Risk  Teen  Summit".  They  believe  that  in 
order  to  reach  the  young  children,  they  need  to  go  out  to  the  community.  They  are  seeking 
outreach  partners,  community-at-large  partners  and  resource  partners.  Each  one  of  those 
partners  will  be  able  to  offer  essential  needs  to  the  youth,  especially  those  at  risk  who  are  in 
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gangs  and  those  that  don't  know  where  to  get  help.  Training  will  begin  on  August  23rd  where 
all  three  partners  will  be  trained  on  safety  measures  and  what  transpires  on  the  streets. 
Captain  Puchinelli  with  the  Police  Department  has  already  submitted  his  letter  of  support. 
This  is  a  very  important  project  and  without  the  public's  help,  they  will  not  be  able  to  do  this. 
At  Infusion  One,  they  do  not  believe  in  "Try";  they  believe  in  "Doing  It".  In  order  for  this  to 
be  successful,  support  is  needed.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Quarles  requested  Supervisor  Maxwell's 
support  and  assistance  in  advocating  for  funds  for  this  project.  Supervisor  Maxwell  replied 
"Yes". 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Supervisor  Maxwell  for  meeting  with  the  Commission  and 
sharing  this  invaluable  information.  Also,  her  leaving  with  a  few  new  ideas  that  the  community 
feels  are  needed  and  things  requested  of  her  to  look  into. 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Mr.  Dave  Pearson,  Manager  of  S.F.  State  University  Headstart 
Program  at  the  Southeast  Community  Facility. 

Mr.  Pearson  thanked  the  Commission  for  having  the  opportunity  to  meet  them.  He  reported  that 
S.F.  State  University-Urban  Institute  is  the  replacement  grantee  for  the  Headstart  Program 
consisting  of  two  agencies.  The  Headstart  Program  offers  a  full  range  of  comprehensive  and 
developmentally  appropriate  services  for  children  who  are  low-income,  from  the  ages  of  2.9  to  5 
years  old.  Prior  to  a  month  ago,  they  were  only  serving  children  from  3-5  years  old.  Child 
Development  Programs  can  serve  children  up  to  2  years  old  or  5  years  old.  Because  the 
Headstart  Program  is  federally  funded,  they  can  serve  up  to  maximum  of  4  years.  Currently,  the 
City's  Headstart  Programs  serves  1,401  children  of  which  40  slots  are  located  at  this  facility. 

The  year  2002-03  has  made  significant  changes  within  the  federal  government  and  federal 
guidelines  requiring  teachers  (at  least  50%)  to  have  their  BA  degree  and  the  other  50%  must 
achieve  their  AA  degree  within  the  year  2006.  There  will  be  a  vast  change  in  staffing  this 
coming  year.  The  Centers  Directors  must  have  a  Bachelor  or  Masters  degree.  Those  who  do  not 
may  maintain  their  jobs  as  site  supervisors  while  working  towards  their  CDA  credentials  or 
better.  Currently,  out  of  the  40  children  at  this  site,  there  are  11  children  not  residing  within  the 
94124  zip  code  (about  80%  children  being  served  in  this  area).  In  the  school  year  2002-03, 
seven  of  the  eleven  children  residing  outside  will  not  be  attending  this  center— which  will  bring 
the  percentage  served  at  this  area  to  91%.  They  are  looking  at  serving  the  areas  in  which  each 
Headstart  is  located  within  the  demographics  of  the  City.  In  BVHP  there  are  other  facilities  that 
serve  Headstart  students:  Charles  Drew  and  Partners.  Overall,  there  are  24  Headstart  locations 
with  17  partners  and  even  family  childcare  homes  (literature  was  available). 

The  City  no  longer  looks  at  Headstart  as  a  single  entity,  but  they  do  partner  with  other  programs 
to  provide  full  day  services.  When  S.F.  State  University  took  over  this  Headstart  Program,  it  ran 
half-day  services.  They  went  to  full  day  service  when  there  was  a  need  and  now  they  are  looking 
towards  full-day,  full-year  services.  Their  funding  has  also  been  cut  like  other  entities.  With  the 
funding  that  federal  government  provides,  they  still  have  health  and  social  services  (within  that— 
support  groups  and  referrals).  They  also  offer  disability  services  and  support.  Overall,  all 
children's  meals  are  free,  inclusive  of  breakfast,  lunch  and  a  snack.   There  is  quiet  time  for  full- 
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time  children  within  a  child  development  center.  Also,  they  offer  the  parents  a  full 
comprehensive  service,  i.e.  referrals  to  help  parents  find  employment  and  employment  training. 
There  are  workshops  held  for  parents  at  205  -  13th  Street,  which  teaches  them  how  to  become 
teachers,  center  directors,  center  assistance,  etc.  The  funds  are  paid  through  the  S.F.  State 
University-Urban  Institute.  Currently,  they  are  looking  forward  to  another  successful  year  in 
Headstart.  Mr.  Pearson  thanked  the  Commission  for  having  them  here  another  year. 

Commissioner  Larkin  congratulated  Mr.  Pearson  for  providing  the  Headstart  services  at  the 
facility.  He  asked  what  are  the  possibilities,  given  the  number  of  parents  moving  in  this  area,  for 
creating  more  slots — outside  of  the  40  existing  slots?  Mr.  Pearson  responded  that  being  a 
federally  funded  program,  they  cannot  promise  slots  to  persons  living  in  a  general  demographic. 
This  would  be  against  the  federal  mandate  of  their  grant.  They  do  try  to  serve  the  general 
community.  They  cannot  say  preference,  but  most  parents  feel  comfortable  having  their  children 
within  their  environment/residence  or  some  in  their  workplace.  It  is  probable  that  because  this  is 
in  a  college  atmosphere  and  they  do  have  the  demographics  right  here,  most  of  the  families  come 
from  the  southeast  sector.  There  has  never  been  a  problem  getting  this  center  fully  enrolled.  He 
did  not  foresee  other  areas  enrolling  at  this  facility  because  there  are  various  daycare  centers  and 
partners  throughout  the  City. 

Commissioner  Larkin  wanted  clarification  on  the  1,401  slots  in  the  City,  being  federally  funded, 
would  mean  that  families  residing  in  this  area  can  go  to  other  parts  of  the  City  for  childcare 
services.  He  also  wanted  to  know  what  the  possibilities  were  in  getting  the  40  slots  at  this  site 
increased?  Mr.  Pearson  responded  that  the  facility  would  have  to  be  large  enough  to  be  licensed 
for  that  number.  The  licensing  capacity  for  the  current  facility  is  40. 

Commissioner  Brown  wanted  to  know  the  criteria  for  a  family  to  qualify  for  applying — is  it 
income?  Mr.  Pearson  replied  "Yes".  There  are  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  federal  government. 
These  guidelines  are  for  San  Francisco  residents;  e.g.  a  family  of  three  annual  income  is  $18-21 
thousand  and  other  criteria.  The  hours  are  currently  8-4:30  p.m.  Commissioner  Brown  wanted 
to  know  if  there  was  a  before  and  after  school  program  because  most  full-time  jobs  start  at  8  a.m. 
and  end  at  5  p.m.  Mr.  Pearson  replied  "No".  There  is  a  center  in  Hunters  View  that  does  serve 
this  zip  code  and  its  hours  are  from  6  a.m.  to  6:30  p.m.  The  Southeast  Headstart  Program  is 
funded  by  two  sources:  federal  and  state.  Commissioner  Brown  could  not  understand  how  a  full- 
time  parent  could  benefit  from  this  service  at  this  facility.  Mr.  Pearson  responded  that  most  full- 
time  parents  make  arrangements  to  have  their  children  dropped  off  and  picked  up  by  other 
guardians.  They  are  looking  at  longer  hours,  but  the  present  budgetary  cuts  won't  allow  it. 

Dr.  Moses  noted  that  this  facility  was  built  as  a  mitigation  measure  to  make  it  available  for 
educational  services,  childcare  services,  etc.  Most  of  the  students  attend  evening  classes.  In  a 
collaborate  effort  with  the  college,  what  can  be  done  to  help  provide  services  for  these  students? 
Mr.  Pearson  explained  that  in  1999  when  they  took  over  the  grantee  of  this  facility,  they  were 
given  a  $6  million  grant  from  S.F.  State,  which  is  the  lowest  funded  Headstart  Program  (due  to 
no  room  for  expansion).  They  currently  do  not  have  the  funds  to  run  a  twilight  program,  but  they 
would  be  interested  in  meeting  with  Dean  Hunnicutt  in  working  together  towards  this  effort. 
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Dr.  Moses  noted  that  diversity  is  very  important.  This  neighborhood  is  growing  rapidly  with  a 
mixture  of  all  ethnicity.  He  wanted  a  fiscal  breakdown  of  how  many  African- American  children 
and  students  with  children  are  enrolled  in  the  program?  Mr.  Pearson  did  not  have  the  statistical 
data  with  him,  but  would  forward  it  to  Dr.  Moses  soon. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Mr.  Pearson  for  his  invaluable  information  and  stated  that  the 
Commission  would  like  to  meet  with  him  again. 

VIII.  Director's  Report 

Dr.  Toye  Moses  introduced  Annette  Price  who  will  be  the  Executive  Secretary  to  the 
Commission  effective  August  19  .  Ms.  Price  has  already  worked  with  PUC  and  has  a  good 
background  experience.  Another  person  has  also  been  hired  to  replace  Kenneth  Kwan  and  she 
will  also  start  on  August  19*  . 

a)  Update  on  Commission  website  -  Dr.  Moses  had  spoken  to  Jennifer  who  is  the  new  person  in 
charge  and  she  will  train  Annette  on  posting  and  retrieving  data  when  she  starts  employment. 

b)  Update  on  FY  02-03  Budget  Request  -  The  budget  has  been  finally  approved. 

c)  Update  of  Decorative  Plant  Services  Lease  Agreement  -  The  lease  went  to  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  and  was  returned  today.  Dr.  Moses  suggested  that  the  Facilities 
Committee  schedule  a  meeting  to  review  the  lease. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Commissioner  Hardin  to  schedule  a  meeting  with  the  committee 
to  review  the  lease  and  report  back  to  the  full  body. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Hardin  seconded  to  accept  the  Executive 
Director's  report.  Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as  presented. 

IX.  Introduction  of  New  Business 

a)  Commissioner  Larkin  asked,  that  an  invitation  be  extended  to  Assistant  Chief  Earl  Saunders 
who  is  now  Chief  Saunders  of  the  S.F.  Police  Department  to  meet  with  the  Commission. 
With  all  of  the  problems  occurring  in  this  neighborhood,  he  would  like  Chief  Saunders  to 
explain  some  of  the  things  he  plans  to  do  to  bring  some  closure  to  some  of  these  problems. 

b)  Commissioner  Brown  asked  to  invite  Pastor  Calvin  Jones  of  Providence  Baptist  Church  to 
speak  on  the  chartered  school  (grades  K-5)  opening  on  August  26th:  the  program  and  what  it 
offers. 

c)  Commissioner  Looper  suggested  that  an  invite  be  sent  to  someone  from  the  Department  of 
Elections  in  preparation  for  the  November  general  elections — -job  opportunities  and  what  is 
on  the  ballot. 

d)  Commissioner  Hardin  stated  that  when  she  chaired  the  Facilities  Committee,  she  was  asked 
to  bring  some  decorative  highlights  to  the  Alex  Pitcher  Community  Room.  She  met  with  Al 
Williams  who  is  on  the  Board  at  the  African  Museum  in  the  Western  Addition  and  he  offered 
items  that  he  could  loan  for  display  on  a  rotating  basis,  e.g.  textiles,  photographs,  etc. 
Commissioner  Hardin  was  open  for  suggestions  regarding  decorative  ideas  for  the  facility. 
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X  Announcements 

Commissioner  Nguyen  wanted  to  know  the  status  of  the  workshops  for  Infusion  One  in  terms  of 
which  Commission  is  participating,  time,  etc.  Commissioners  Larkin,  Looper  and  Hardin 
volunteered  do  the  workshops.  Commissioner  Larkin  will  be  meeting  with  Director  Logan  on 
August  13th  to  discuss  when  he  would  be  available  to  help  with  the  workshop  with  the  children. 
He  will  suggest  to  Mr.  Logan  to  contact  Commissioner  Hardin.  Commissioner  Looper  stated 
that  he  has  two  days  scheduled  in  October  for  the  workshops.  Commissioner  Hardin  wanted 
clarification  that  the  workshops  would  be  done  individually  and  not  as  a  group.  Commissioner 
Larkin  suggested  that  guests  from  different  entities  be  invited  to  speak  to  the  children  about  how 
city  government  operates.  Commissioner  Larkin  plans  to  speak  on  how  the  Commission  meets, 
its  responsibilities  to  the  community  and  the  importance  of  knowing  how  the  community  works 
by  attending  regular  meetings  to  monitor  activities  and  getting  involved  in  community  functions, 
etc.

Commission  President  Millard  Larkin  called  the  Wednesday,  August  28,  2002  meeting 
to  order  at  6:19  p.m.  in  the  Alex  L.  Pitcher  Community  Room  at  1800  Oakdale 
Avenue. 

II.  Announcement 

Commissioner  Larkin  read  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  aloud  and  welcomed  everyone  to 
the  meeting.

I.  Approval  of  Minutes 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Looper  seconded  to  accept  the 

minutes  of  Thursday,  August  8,  2002.  Motion  passed  to  accept  minutes  as  presented. 

V.  Public  Comment 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comment  and  noted  that  requests 
may  also  be  heard  after  Commission  discussion  of  an  agenda  item  by  completing  an 
information  card  and  submitting  it  to  the  Commission  Secretary.  Requests  will  be 
given  on  a  first-come-first-serve  priority  and  speakers  may  be  limited  to  three  (3) 
minutes.  (Speaker  cards  were  made  available). 

VI.  Communications 

Dr.  Moses  reminded  that  at  the  previous  meeting,  staff  was  directed  to  send 
invitational  letters  to  the  following  to  meet  with  the  Commission:  a)  Chief  of  Police, 
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Earl  Saunders;  b)  Reverend  Calvin  Jones,  Charter  School  at  Providence  Baptist  Church; 
c)  Mr.  Charles  Flowkes,  Transitional  Housing  for  the  Homeless  at  Providence  Baptist 
Church;  and  d)  Acting  Director  of  Elections,  Mr.  John  Arntz. 

Other  communications  for  the  perusal  of  the  Commission  included:  a)  Decorative 
Plant  Services  Facility  Quarterly  New  Hire  Report;  b)  Request  from  City  College  to 
sublease  space  to  SFUSD;  and  c)  Appreciation  letter  from  Commissioner  Brown  for 
support  during  her  loss. 

VII.  Presentation 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Michelle  Meeker  who  spoke  about  "Hypothermia  as  a 

Treatment  for  Severe  Traumatic  Brain  Injury". 

Ms.  Meeker  announced  that  Dr.  Manley  and  Dr.  Holland  were  unable  to  attend  the 
meeting  because  there  were  two  head  trauma  incidents  that  evening  which  required 
their  surgical  expertise.  Ms.  Meeker  is  a  nurse  at  S.F.  General  Hospital  (SFGH)  in  the 
Department  of  Neurosurgery.  She  showed  a  slide  presentation  and  explained  the 
following  in  detail: 

The  National  Acute  Brain  Injury  Study:  Hypothermia  II  (NABIS:H  II)  is  taking  place  at 
SFGH  under  the  auspices  of  University  of  California  of  San  Francisco  (UCSF).  Severe 
traumatic  brain  injury  occurs  as  a  result  of  an  accident,  e.g.  a  fall,  car  accident,  or 
assault-resulting  in  patients  becoming  comatose,  unresponsive  or  minimally 
responsive.  Nationwide  statistics  on  traumatic  brain  injury  indicate  that  every  15 
seconds  a  person  sustains  one  (1,200,000  new  cases  each  year),  50,000  persons  die 
annually  and  80,000  are  permanently  disabled.  The  risk  of  brain  injury  is  highest 
among  adolescent  young  adults  and  those  over  75  years  of  age.  The  risk  for  males  is 
twice  that  of  females  because  generally,  males  engage  in  more  risk-taking  behavior 
than  females.  The  community  that  this  program  serves  is  the  Northern  San  Mateo 
County  and  San  Francisco.  NABIS:H  II  is  a  study  that  has  been  designed  to  determine  if 
hypothermia  helps  certain  brain  injured  patients.  This  multi-center  study  consists  of 
nine  centers  and  is  funded  by  a  large  national  research  program  called  National 
Institute  of  Health.  The  study  is  expected  to  enroll  200  patients  nationwide  over  a 
period  of  three  years--about  10  patients  annually  at  SFGH. 

The  use  of  hypothermia  treatment  with  brain  injury  patients  has  been  in  effect  for 
quite  some  time.  It  is  very  useful  in  certain  patients,  but  has  never  actually  been 
studied  prospectively.  There  is  not  a  good  understanding  of  why  it  works-only 
theories.  The  previous  NABIS:H  I  study  was  also  a  multi-center  study  conducted  at  ten 
centers  nationally.  There  was  a  significant  treatment  effect  but  only  in  patients 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  45  years  who  reached  cool  temperature.  However,  those 
who  did  not  come  in  cool,  could  not  be  cooled  quickly  enough.  Patients  who  were 
over  the  age  of  45  did  suffer  complications,  e.g.  infection  at  a  slightly  higher  rate 
than  the  controlled  group  of  those  who  were  not  cooled.  As  a  result,  patients  over  the 
age  of  45  will  not  be  included  in  this  study.  The  theory  is  that  hypothermia  helps  the 
injured  brain  because  it  slows  down  secondary  injury  to  the  brain.  The  primary  injury 
to  the  brain  is  the  actual  impact  on  it  and  secondary  injury  is  what  happens  after  the 
impact.  Generally,  swelling  and  micro  bleeding  that  occurs  are  mainly  a  result  of 
higher  cellular  metabolism.  It  is  suspected  that  cooling  slows  down  the  injury 
consumption  of  the  brain  and  helps  control  the  swelling  and  stabilize  blood  vessel 
walls. 

The  inclusion  criteria  of  participates  in  this  study  are  patients  with  severe  brain  injury 
due  to  trauma  with  no  penetrating  injury  confirmed  by  head  CAT  scan.  For  example,  a 
person  who  was  in  a  car  or  motorcycle  accident,  hit  on  the  head  with  an  object  such 
as  a  baseball  bat,  fallen  down  a  flight  of  stairs  or  out  of  a  window.  Patients  who  have 
penetrating  injury  such  as  a  knife  or  gunshot  wound  to  the  head  cannot  participate 
because  those  are  different  injuries  to  the  brain  and  there  is  not  evidence  that  this 
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helps  those  kinds  of  patients.  As  mentioned,  the  injury  must  be  confirmed  by  CAT 
scan  with  no  evidence  of  trauma  bleeding  to  the  chest,  abdomen  or  pelvis  areas. 
Patients  must  be  between  the  ages  of  16  and  45  years  of  age. 

There  is  a  parallel  pediatric  study  occurring  in  institutions  nationwide,  which  include 
patients  under  the  age  of  16.  Ms.  Meeker  does  not  anticipate  seeing  very  many 
patients  here  because  they  have  to  be  94  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  about  35  degrees 
Celsius  upon  arrival.  Patients  must  be  cool  on  arrival  to  the  emergency  unit.  There 
are  quite  a  few  patients  seen  who  are  cool  on  arrival  but  they  have  to  meet  all  the 
criteria  as  required.  The  reason  patients  must  be  cool  on  arrival  is  because  otherwise 
they  cannot  be  cooled  down  quickly  enough  for  this  treatment  to  be  effective.  In 
addition,  patients  who  have  other  significant  bodily  trauma,  e.g.  significant  chest  or 
abdominal  injury,  broken  pelvis  or  liver  laceration  are  disqualified-excluded  from  this 
study.  All  female  patients  of  childbearing  years  who  arrive  at  the  emergency  unit 
must  have  a  negative  pregnancy  test  to  be  eligible. 

Patients  who  cannot  participate  in  the  study  are:  a)  Comatose  or  semi-comatose 
patients  with  a  normal  head  CAT  scan.  They  are  inebriated  or  under  the  influence  of 
drugs  which  causes  them  to  be  non-responsive-not  because  they  actually  have  the 
significant  brain  injury;  b)  Brain-dead  patients.  In  most  parts  of  the  country,  they  are 
considered  dead;  c)  Patients  who  have  evidence  or  are  suspected  of  internal  bleeding; 
and  d)  Patients  who  have  suffered  a  penetrating  injury,  such  as  gunshot  or  knife 
wound. 

In  the  consent  process,  persons  participating  in  the  study  must  give  informed  consent 
or  permission  before  any  research  procedures  can  be  performed.  Consent  must  be 
given  in  person  and  cannot  be  given  over  the  phone.  Patients  who  are  comatose 
cannot  give  consent,  so  normally  the  next  of  kin  would  be  asked  for  permission.  If  a 
patient's  immediate  family  is  unavailable  to  give  consent,  then  those  persons  actually 
cannot  participate  in  the  emergency  research  study.  The  solution  on  a  national  level 
has  been  to  devise  some  guidelines  of  how  to  conduct  emergency  medicine  study 
without  consent  use,  "Waiver  of  Consent". 

Ms.  Meeker  emphasized  that  the  main  reason  for  the  presentation  was  to  request 
support  from  the  Commission  in  advocating  consent  from  the  community  for  this  kind 
of  research  study.  There  are  very  specific  circumstances  for  which  the  "Waiver  of 
Consent"  can  be  used-must  be  a  life-threatening  situation  and  available  treatments 
are  unproven  or  unsatisfactory.  Statistics  indicate  that  medical  techniques  have  not 
been  very  successful  in  saving  many  of  these  patients  or  returning  them  to  a  normal 
functioning  life.  The  patients  are  supported  in  many  different  ways,  but  unfortunately 
many  do  not  do  very  well  in  the  long-term.  The  research  must  be  necessary  to  prove 
safety  and  effective  intervention,  and  show  that  cooling  is  an  effective  treatment.  It 
has  been  found  that  obtaining  informed  consent  is  not  too  feasible  and  the  study 
cannot  practically  be  carried  out  without  the  waiver  of  informed  consent. 
Participation  in  the  research  must  hold  the  prospect  of  direct  benefit  to  the  patient, 
and  there  is  already  evidence  that  this  treatment  will  provide  this. 

Some  private  studies  were  done  at  other  hospitals  to  observe  the  timeframe  it  would 
take  to  locate  next  of  kin.  Sometimes  they  came  in  with  the  patient  or  they  were 
easily  contacted;  but  a  great  majority  of  the  time  they  were  not  found  until 
sometimes  up  to  6  or  7  hours.  The  study  must  define  the  length  of  time  of  the 
therapeutic  window  and  a  little  diligent  search  must  be  undertaken  for  the  next  of 
kin.  These  regulations  require  that  coordinators  confer  with  the  communities.  They 
have  visited  different  neighborhood  and  advocacy  groups  because  they  are  all  at-risk 
populations  for  head  injury.  Ms.  Meeker  also  does  community  notification  through  the 
media/press  release  in  different  forums,  e.g.  newspapers,  television,  radio,  public 
service  announcements,  etc.  This  also  needs  to  be  done  in  a  multilingual  approach, 
but  they  have  not  started  the  community  identification  yet. 
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The  procedure  for  the  use  of  "Waiver  of  Consent"  is  that  when  the  patient  enters  the 
emergency  unit,  staff  has  to  try  to  identify  the  patient.  They  will  establish  eligibility 
for  the  participation  by  going  through  the  aforementioned  criteria,  locating  the  family 
and  trying  to  get  the  consent.  For  the  purposes  of  this  study,  a  one-hour  diligent 
search  for  family  is  done  using  directory  assistance  and/or  police  assistance,  e.g. 
sometimes  an  address  is  found  without  phone  numbers  so  the  police  is  needed  to  visit 
the  patient's  home.  Old  medical  records  are  reviewed  in  case  the  patient  has  been 
there  before.  If  family  is  contacted,  permission  will  be  requested  of  them.  If  not, 
staff  will  proceed  with  the  use  of  "Waiver  of  Consent". 

Once  the  patient  is  enrolled,  the  coordinator  will  call  a  randomization  center  in  which 
the  patient  will  be  randomly  assigned  to  a  treatment  group.  Patients  will  be  cooling 
within  4  hours  of  their  injury  using  a  cooling  suit  that  wraps  around  their  chest  and 
legs  to  provide  surface  cooling  (it  may  also  require  other  treatment).  The  cooling 
phase  will  last  48  hours  and  then  the  patient  will  slowly  be  re-warmed  to  a  normal 
temperature  on  the  third  day.  All  patients,  regardless  of  what  group  they  are  in,  will 
receive  standard  care  for  severe  brain  injury.  Once  the  patient  has  undergone  therapy 
in  the  ICU,  if  they  continue  to  improve  and  eventually  are  discharged  from  the 
hospital  they  will  be  seen  3,  6,  and  12  months  after  their  injury  to  determine  how 
well  they  are  recovering.  There  is  no  cost  to  the  patients  for  any  of  this  follow-up 
involved  in  this  study. 

Ms.  Meeker  gave  a  list  of  her  contact  information  in  case  questions  arise  that  required 
a  physician.  She  asked  that  the  checklist  questionnaire  that  was  distributed  among 
the  Commission  be  completed  and  returned  before  her  departure  that  evening.  This 
questionnaire  has  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Institutional  Review  Board  who  reviews  all 
of  their  research  studies.  It  is  a  way  for  the  board  to  determine  whether  or  not  there 
is  community  support  for  this  study.  Once  the  community  outreach  notification  is 
completed,  Ms.  Meeker  will  meet  with  the  board  and  request  permission  to  proceed 
with  enrolling  patients.  If  everything  goes  well,  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  occur 
sometime  in  mid  October. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Ms.  Meeker  for  her  outstanding  presentation.  He  noted 
that  it  is  prohibited  for  a  full  body  Commission  during  a  meeting,  to  complete  such 
forms.  However,  this  can  be  done  individually,  as  a  resident  after  the  meeting. 

Commissioner  Brown  wanted  to  know,  "How  many  patients  have  enrolled  or  has  the 
study  already  accepted  patients?"  Ms.  Meeker  replied  they  are  not  allowed  to  enroll 
patients  into  the  program  until  they  have  accomplished  all  of  their  community 
outreach  and  have  determined  that  there  is  support  for  the  study.  In  addition,  after 
the  community  notification  is  done,  they  have  to  wait  to  see  if  people  attempt  to 
contact  them  due  to  those  notification  efforts.  Commissioner  Brown  asked 
"Approximately  how  many  cases  would  be  handled  by  SFGH?"  Ms.  Meeker  estimated 
that  about  8  to12  patients  per  year  would  fit  the  criteria.  It  is  not  a  lot  of  patients 
because  they  have  to  have  primarily  isolated  head  injury  and  be  cooled  upon  arrival 
at  the  emergency  unit. 

Ms.  Meeker  also  noted  that  there  are  some  methods  being  worked  on  at  other 
institutions  for  cooling  patients  more  quickly.  When  that  has  been  successfully 
achieved,  then  at  some  point  in  the  future,  they  might  be  able  to  expand  it  to 
patients  who  come  in  with  a  normal  body  temperature.  Then  they  would  actually  be 
able  to  cool  those  patients  for  this  treatment  and  make  a  difference.  Everything 
happens  very  quickly  with  head  injuries,  e.g.  the  swelling  starts  immediately  as  soon 
as  the  brain  hits  the  cranial  vault,  skull  hits  the  car,  or  the  windshield,  or  the  ground, 
etc.  Swelling  is  what  causes  much  of  the  damage  with  severe  brain  injury  and  it  is 
important  that  all  is  done  to  decrease  that  swelling  as  soon  as  possible.  If  it  does  not 
occur  within  4  hours,  it  won't  have  an  effect. 
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Commissioner  Looper  thanked  Ms.  Meeker  for  her  presentation  and  acknowledged  that 
he  is 

familiar  with  her  work  because  he  went  through  her  program  about  10  years  ago.  Ms. 
Meeker  asked  Commissioner  Looper  to  share  his  firsthand  experience.  Commissioner 
Looper  stated  that  he  was  a  recipient  of  blows  to  the  head  from  a  baseball  bat.  He 
was  comatose  and  went  through  physical  and  occupational  therapy.  Commissioner 
Looper  was  curious  that  with  the  great  reputation  of  the  program,  why  would  Ms. 
Meeker  have  to  go  through  this  exercise--is  there  something  controversial  about  this 
cooling  method? 

Ms.  Meeker  replied  that  the  reason  they  have  to  speak  to  all  the  community  groups  is 
because  this  is  a  "Waiver  of  Consent"  study.  It  is  impossible  to  get  consent  on  every 
patient  involved  in  the  study.  Federal  regulations  indicate  that  "informed  consent"  is 
required  on  every  patient  who  participates  in  the  research  study.  If  "informed 
consent"  from  the  patient  is  unobtainable,  then  "immediate  consent"  from  the  family 
is  requested.  Because  treatment  needs  to  be  implemented  quickly  and  if  a  family 
member  cannot  be  located  immediately,  that  patient  would  not  be  able  to  participate 
in  the  research.  Therefore,  the  only  way  to  pragmatically  carry  this  out  is  to  use  the 
"Waiver  of  Consent".  In  order  for  this  to  be  done,  the  federal  regulation  requires  that 
consent  is  obtained  immediately-this  is  the  reason  for  this  exercise. 

Commissioner  Looper  encouraged  Ms.  Meeker  to  use  the  resource  directory  that  was 
provided  by  staff  and  informed  her  that  there  are  organizations  in  this  community 
that  might  be  able  to  assist.  He  suggested  an  Afro-American  health  improvement 
organization  that  could  be  approached  as  a  resource  for  reaching  the  community.  Ms. 
Meeker  thanked  Commissioner  Looper  for  the  information  and  informed  the 
Commission  that  she  had  similar  groups  to  visit.  She  is  going  to  submit  this  to  her 
board  for  consent  to  proceed  and  then  she  will  enroll  patients.  The  coordinators  will 
continue  to  see  groups  throughout  the  study  and  they  are  obliged  to  return  to  every 
group  with  their  results  and  findings. 

Dr.  Moses  thanked  Ms.  Meeker  for  her  presentation  and  expressed  concern  from  the 
community  residents  that  wanted  to  know: 

a)  How  will  the  community  be  convinced  that  this  study  is  not  a  guinea  pig 

study,  an  experiment? 

Ms.  Meeker  responded  that  the  participants  are  whoever  goes  through  the  emergency 
unit  and  meets  the  criteria.  A  person's  background,  ethnicity,  etc.  does  not  make  a 
difference  in  the  study.  Previous  studies  have  shown  that  this  is  safe  and  effective  in 
the  age  group  of  16  to  45  years.  The  study  needs  to  be  repeated  because  the  previous 
study  accepted  patients  from  18  to  60  years  of  age.  As  a  result,  the  subgroup  of 
patients  up  to  age  45  benefited  and  patients  over  45  did  not  respond  to  treatment 
well.  There  has  been  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  this  is  a  safe  treatment  and  will 
not  cause  damage  in  this  group  of  patients.  If  this  becomes  an  effective  treatment, 
then  it  will  become  standard  of  care  for  all  trauma  centers  in  the  country  because  the 
providers  will  be  obligated  to  perform  this  treatment.  At  the  halfway  point,  an 
internal  analysis  is  done  to  see  if  the  treatment  has  been  effective  with  all  the 
patients  being  studied.  If  the  treatment  is  effective,  the  coordinators  are  obliged  to 
take  the  treatment  out  of  "research  mode"  and  place  it  in  the  standards  of  "care 
mode".  If  this  is  not  done,  they  would  be  withholding  effective  treatments  from 
patients  just  to  finish  the  study  and  this  is  unethical.  Hopefully  if  this  is  effective,  it 
could  be  combined  with  other  treatments  and  maybe  it  will  even  be  more  effective. 
Lots  of  drugs  have  been  studied  over  the  last  ten  years  for  head  injury  patients  and 
none  of  them  have  been  effective.  Ms.  Meeker  believed  that  it  is  because  they  were 
not  administered  quickly  enough.  The  reason  they  were  not  given  treatment  quickly  is 
because  it  was  part  of  a  research  study-they  had  to  get  the  consent,  they  could  not 
get  consent  fast  enough,  and  they  did  not  go  through  this  process  of  trying  to  pursue 
it  using  "Waiver  of  Consent". 
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b)  What  is  the  success  rate  of  those  who  participated  and  how  can  it  be 
measured? 

Ms.  Meeker  replied  that  this  would  be  measured  with  an  "outcome  tool"  that  is 
standard  use  in  the  neurosurgical  setting.  It  is  a  questionnaire  that  allows  providers  to 
record  whether  a  patient  is  or  is  not  disabled,  and  if  they  are,  how  disabled.  Patients 
would  have  to  rate  above  a  certain  number  on  that  scale  or  on  that  test  for  them  to 
be  considered  successful  participants.  In  other  words  patients  who  are  vegetated  or 
who  are  severely  or  moderately  disabled  would  indicate  the  treatment  was 
"unsuccessful".  Whereas,  patients  who  are  mildly  disabled  or  who  are  not  disabled  at 
all  would  indicate  the  treatment  was  "successful".  This  is  how  the  outcome  is 
measured  and  it  would  be  done  at  those  three  different  intervals  of  3,  6,  and  12 
months.  Past  studies  have  shown  that  the  one-year  time  point  is  sufficient.  Usually 
people  who  are  not  responding  to  treatment  within  one  year-do  not  recover.  There  is 
not  a  statistically  significant  difference. 

c)  How  is  it  that  a  16  year  old  is  eligible  for  the  study  when  it  requires  consent 
from  the  parents/guardian-why  16  as  opposed  to  21  minimum? 

Ms.  Meeker  stated  that  "In  terms  of  research,  surgical  or  medical  procedure,  it 
generally  starts  at  18  years  of  age  or  older.  The  reason  16  and  17  year  olds  are  being 
included  in  this  is  study  is  because  their  body  habit  is  that  of  an  adult.  Also,  16  and  17 
year  olds  and  even  at  times  1 5  and  14  year  olds,  are  able  to  give  their  consent  to 
other  types  of  medical  care  procedures  with  the  parents  cosigning.  This  study  would 
be  the  same,  in  that,  if  a  16  or  17  year  old  patient  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  and 
met  the  criteria  for  this  study,  permission  from  the  patient  and  the  parent  or  legal 
guardian  will  have  to  be  acquired. 

Commissioner  Larkin  remarked  that  "Anytime  research  is  performed  by  using  animal  or 
human  subjects  in  exploring  the  unknown  and  trying  to  reach  an  outcome,  even 
though  it  might  be  beneficial,  they  are  to  a  certain  extent  guinea  pigs".  Overall,  these 
participants/human  subjects  would  be  reviewed  for  the  procedure,  its  outcome  and  if 
successful,  this  could  derive  to  work  in  a  larger  society. 

Ms.  Meeker  agreed  that  the  patients  are  considered  human  subjects  and  a  tremendous 
amount  of  data  will  be  collected  from  them.  She  acknowledged  that  there  is 
definitely  risk  involved  in  any  treatment-even  those  that  have  been  approved.  When 
patients  are  waived  into  the  study  without  consent  from  the  individual  or  their  family, 
then  those  issues  cannot  be  addressed,  which  is  part  of  the  reason  why  permission  is 
being  requested  from  the  community  in  support  of  this  study. 

Ms.  Meeker  mentioned  that  she  would  refer  the  Commission's  concerns  to  Dr.  Holland 
and  Dr.  Manley  because  they  probably  could  have  a  better  response.  She  apologized 
for  their  absence  and  assured  the  Commission  that  they  are  anxious  to  answer  any 
questions.  Commissioner  Larkin  wanted  Dr.  Manley  and  Dr.  Holland  to  be  invited  back 
at  a  later  date.  He  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Ms.  Meeker  for  her  detailed 
informative  presentation  and  asked  "What  did  she  want  of  the  Commission?" 

Ms.  Meeker  expressed  concern  that  when  she  was  invited  to  meet  with  the 
Commission,  she  was  unaware  that  the  questionnaire  could  not  be  completed  as  a 
group-which  presented  a  little  problem.  The  Commission  represents  the  community 
and  it  is  important  that  the  Commission  is  aware  of  the  study.  Ms.  Meeker  asked  that 
after  the  meeting,  if  the  residents  could  complete  the  questionnaire  individually,  she 
would  appreciate  it.  Also,  she  would  appreciate  any  suggestions  of  other  groups  that 
she  could  speak  with.  Commissioner  Larkin  suggested  that  she  contact  Dr.  Moses  and 
staff  for  assistance  with  some  referral  information. 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comments  and  questions.  He 
reminded  speakers  to  limit  their  remarks  to  three  (3)  minutes.  (Speaker  cards  were 
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available) 

Y  Dr.  Veronica  Hunnicutt,  Dean  of  City  College  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF), 

Southeast  Campus  announced  that  she  serves  on  one  of  those  review  boards  for  UCSF 
which  meets  regularly  (at  least  once  a  month)  at  SFGH  to  review  many  of  these 
procedures.  She  commended  the  Commission  for  the  excellent  questions  that  were 
asked,  and  assured  them  that  as  long  as  she  is  a  member  of  that  community  board  no 
one  will  perform  any  type  of  guinea  pig  study.  The  Commission's  Community  Board 
members  on  these  review  boards  are  very  scrupulous  and  they  do  not  want  people  to 
be  used  as  guinea  pigs.  They  want  to  make  sure  that  the  methodologies  that  they  are 
using  are  very  sound.  Dean  Hunnicutt  concluded  that  she  might  not  be  totally  aware 
of  all  the  medical  aspects,  but  there  are  also  medical  doctors  who  serve  on  the  board 
and  they  are  watching  very  closely  too. 

Commissioner  Larkin  was  relieved  to  know  that  there  was  a  board  reviewing  the 
study.  He  recommended  that  a  representative  from  that  particular  board  be  invited 
intermittently  to  give  updates. 

VIII.  Director's  Report 
Dr.  Moses  reported  that: 

a)  The  Commission  website  is  still  in  progress.  Commissioner  Hardin  has  been 
requested  to  submit  a  hard  copy  photograph. 

b)  The  Budget  Request  for  FY  '02-03  has  been  approved  and  is  ready  for 
implementation. 

c)  Dr.  Moses  had  requested  the  assistance  of  Commissioner  Sulu  Palega, 
President  of  the  Housing  Authority  to  locate  housing  for  Commissioner  Tofaeono 
whose  home  caught  afire  last  week.  Dr.  Moses  asked  that  Commissioner  Tofaeono  and 
his  family  be  remembered  in  everyone's  prayers. 

d)  The  Acting  Director  of  Department  of  Elections,  John  Arntz  was  invited  to 
speak  on  preparing  the  community  for  the  November  election.  He  was  hesitant  about 
that  particular  topic  and  will  report  back  in  the  near  future  on  which  topic  is  feasible. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to  accept  the 
Executive  Director's  report.  Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as  presented. 

IX.  PUC  Bureau  of  Land  Management  Report  (Discussion  and  action) 

Decorative  Plant  Services  Quarterly  New  Hire  Report  1st  Quarter,  2002. 
Dr.  Moses  reported  that  this  item  was  submitted  at  previous  Commission  meetings, 
but  had  to  be  calendared  for  discussion.  Commissioner  Brown  observed  that  the 
report  showed  an  increase  of  employees  from  this  area--4  of  the  7  new  hires  are  from 
the  94124  area. 

Dr.  Moses  noted  "for  the  record"  that  Decorative  Plant  Services  should  forward  the 
initial  reports  to  the  Real  Estate  Office  and  copies  to  staff.  Mr.  Joseph  Tham  and  his 
staff  will  more  or  less  digest  it  and  incorporate  what  conditions  the  lease  call  for. 

Commissioner  Looper  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the 
Decorative  Plant's  New  Hire  Report.  Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as 
presented. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Decorative  Plant  Services  for  the  fine  job  that  they  are 
doing  regarding  the  new  hires  and  attending  the  meetings. 

Request  from  CCSF  to  sublease  property  to  S.F.  Unified  School  District 
(SFUSD). 
Mr.  Joseph  K.  Tham,  PUC  Real  Property  Officer,  informed  the  CCSF  has  submitted  a 
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request  to  sublease  4  classrooms  to  the  SFUSD  to  hold  their  various  programs. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  Dean  Hunnicutt  on  August  1 ,  2002,  listing  concerns  of  security, 
general  cleanliness  and  upkeep  of  areas  being  subleased  to  entities  other  than  CCSF. 
Dr.  Moses  felt  that  this  item  should  be  calendared  for  discussion  by  the  Commission  to 
perhaps  collaborate  with  CCSF  in  reaching  some  type  of  resolution  regarding  these 
issues.  Commissioner  Larkin  asked  that  Dean  Hunnicutt  respond  to  the  question  that  is 
mentioned  in  the  letter. 

Dean  Hunnicutt  thanked  the  Commission  for  the  opportunity  to  give  clarification  of 
the  high  school  program.  She  understood  that  there  are  concerns  and  last 
semester/last  year  were  horrendous.  A  collaborate  effort  was  made  between  CCSF 
and  SFUSD  to  make  needed  changes  for  the  betterment  of  the  program.  It  was  evident 
that  the  school  program  as  is,  would  not  allow  the  students  to  matriculate  well.  In 
joining  forces,  between  CCSF  and  SFUSD,  they  were  able  to  fashion  a  new  program. 

Basically  the  high  school  program  has  improved  100%  and  there  have  been 
considerable  changes  made.  CCSF  and  SFUSD  administrators  went  into  negotiations 
and  reached  new  procedures  of  operation  and  new  staff  was  hired  or  given  additional 
work  hours:  a)  A  new  Principal,  Elaine  Whitley  was  assigned  to  the  school  program. 
This  is  a  major  step  because  Ms.  Whitley  is  very  familiar  with  the  community  and  the 
needs  of  the  young  people  being  served,  b)  SFUSD  has  committed  to  a  full-time 
security  person.  This  makes  a  big  difference  because  their  security,  in  conjunction 
with  the  college's  two  public  safety  officers,  really  monitors  the  situation,  c)  SFUSD 
agreed  to  have  the  young  people  enroll  in  college  courses.  Since  they  will  be 
concurrently  enrolled,  they  can  matriculate  through  the  school  district  and  have  a 
head-start  with  the  community  college  system,  d)  A  full-time  counselor  instead  of  the 
past  part-time  counselor  was  assigned  to  the  program. 

During  this  semester,  after  observing  the  dynamics  between  the  college  students  and 
the  community  scholars  of  success  students,  Dean  Hunnicutt  was  pleased  to  report 
that  the  flow  was  better  in  terms  of  the  young  people  attending  classes  and  taking 
care  of  business.  The  Principal  has  been  notified  to  deter  students  from  clustering  in 
front  of  the  building  (area  where  SECF  Director's  office  is  located). 

Dean  Hunnicutt  wanted  clarification  about  the  "uncleanness".  There  was  some  graffiti 
on  the  walls  last  semester.  She  felt  that  those  persons  writing  that  graffiti  should  be 
in  some  type  of  graphic  artist  program  and  using  those  skills  in  some  productive  way. 
Ways  should  be  sought  to  work  with  these  young  people.  As  mentioned  previously, 
there  were  issues  last  year,  but  major  improvement  has  been  done,  e.g.  the  security 
issues  no  longer  exist  and  there  is  not  the  same  kind  of  clustering  in  front  of  the 
building. 

Dean  Hunnicutt  stated  that  she  has  been  trying  to  address  the  various  issues.  She  has 
been  working  with  Ms.  Whitley  and  two  community-based  organizations  to  develop  a 
proposal  for  submission  on  September  23rd  to  "Revamp  the  high  school  program".  They 
want  to  legally  have  a  quality  model  county  community  school  program  for  these 
young  people.  She  knows  change  is  already  taking  place,  but  more  change  is 
forthcoming.  Ms.  Whitley  and  the  security  person  are  circulating  the  hallways  during 
class  hours.  She  is  acquainted  with  all  the  students  and  is  making  sure  that  she 
communicates  to  them  and  staff.  Currently,  one  of  their  concessions  is  to  lower  the 
enrollment  to  50,  as  oppose  to  the  nearly  100  students  previously.  They  hope  to  be 
able  to  define/fine-tune  this  program  so  that  the  young  people  will  have  a  good 
program. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  whether  there  were  less  than  100  students  in  the  program? 
Dean  Hunnicutt  stated  that  there  are  71  enrollees,  but  not  all  of  the  students  show. 
This  effort  is  being  done  with  the  various  groups:  Omega  Boys  Club,  Office  of  Samoan 
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Affairs,  SFUSD  and  CCSF. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Dean  Hunnicutt  how  long  the  school  has  been  in  session? 
Dean  Hunnicutt  responded  that  the  CCSF  has  been  in  session  since  August  19  and  the 
school  since  August  26.  Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Dr.  Moses  if  there  were  any 
problems  since  the  school  session  began?  Dr.  Moses  explained  that  his  office  has  been 
cooperating  with  Dean  Hunnicutt.  Dr.  Moses  had  to  call  the  S.F.  Police  Department 
and  campus  police  to  mediate  and  take  some  of  the  students  away.  Dean  Hunnicutt 
was  aware  of  the  incident  and  she  had  a  solution.  Dr.  Moses  commended  Dean 
Hunnicutt  for  bringing  these  young  people  to  college  for  a  higher  education,  but  the 
problem  is  SECF  has  a  very  small  budget.  Anytime  something  breaks,  SECF  has  to  pay 
for  the  repairs-which  has  caused  concern.  PUC  said  that  if  this  is  approved,  they  are 
somehow  going  to  place  some  conditions  on  it.  Dr.  Moses  feels  there  has  to  be  a  way 
that  he  can  work  with  SFUSD  to  be  responsible  for  some  of  these  payments.  They  will 
be  happy  to  work  closely  with  PUC  and  SFUSD  upon  the  conditions  that  must  be  met 
once  it  is  approved. 

Commissioner  Larkin  remarked  that  he  knows  firsthand  how  hard  Dean  Hunnicutt  has 
worked.  He  has  been  to  a  couple  of  meetings/discussions  with  the  students  and 
security.  He  was  glad  to  see  a  high  school  program  here  because  it  will  allow  young 
people  the  opportunity  of  transition  from  high  school  into  junior  college.  However,  he 
was  in  total  agreement  with  Dr.  Moses,  in  that,  there  needs  to  be  some  conditions  if 
something  is  broken  because  last  semester  they  did  experience  some  break-ins  and 
other  incidents  that  occurred.  Those  are  normal  things  that  happen  with  young 
students,  but  there  needs  to  be  some  conditions  so  that  the  facility  does  not  suffer 
and  everyone  can  have  a  chance  to  take  advantage  of  these  opportunities. 

Commissioner  Brown  thanked  Dean  Hunnicutt  for  being  at  the  meeting.  She  wanted  to 
know  why  the  high  school  students  at  CCSF  were  not  in  a  traditional  high  school?  Dean 
Hunnicutt  replied  that  they  are  not  successful  in  traditional  schools,  due  to  poor  class 
attendance  or  suspension.  They  did  not  attend  high  school  for  one  reason  or  another 
and  they  found  some  horrible  situations  where  it  was  not  necessarily  the  young 
person's  fault.  She  had  worked  with 

Commissioner  Tofaeono  trying  to  figure  out  why  one  particular  student  was  not 
attending 

school.  As  it  turned  out,  the  parents  were  keeping  this  young  person  home  to  baby- 
sit. 

Commissioner  Tofaeono  had  to  do  a  reeducation  of  the  parents  that  this  was  illegal— 
the  young 

person  needs  to  be  in  school.  The  high  school  program  graduates  one  of  the  largest 
groups  of 
young  people-similar  to  the  program  at  1950  Mission  Street.  There  are  about  19  or  20 

community  schools  and  one  of  those  programs  is  housed  at  this  facility. 

Commissioner  Looper  stated  that  he  was  unaware  of  the  program  and  it  sounded 
interesting.  He  wanted  to  learn  more  about  the  program  and  get  any  written  material 
about  it.  He  remarked  that  he  really  wasn't  aware  of  the  program  and  said  it  sounds 
interesting.  He  offered  to  work  with  staff  to  get  some  of  that  information.  He  further 
asked,  "How  many  classrooms  does  this  school  occupy?"  Dean  Hunnicutt  replied  the 
high  school  occupies  4  rooms  (1  teacher  prep  and  3  classrooms).  Commissioner  Looper 
asked  if  it  was  an  expansion  of  classrooms.  Dean  Hunnicutt  replied  it  is  the  same 
amount  as  previously-they  wanted  to  formalize  the  situation.  They  do  not  want  to 
have  people  utilizing  their  space  without  paying  for  the  right  to  do  so.  This  program 
was  in  effect  before  she  came  on  board.  At  that  time  it  was  called  Renaissance 
Parents  for  Success,  then  the  name  changed  to  Community  Scholar  System,  and  then 
it  was  changed  to  reflect  the  direction  they  would  like  to  go.  Commissioner  Looper 
thanked  Dean  Hunnicutt  for  clarifying. 
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Commissioner  Maxwell  wanted  to  know  if  the  SFUSD  leases  the  building?  Dean 
Hunnicutt  replied  "No".  Commissioner  Maxwell  suggested  that  the  Commission  see  if  it 
can  get  SFUSD  to  lease  the  rooms.  If  SFUSD  was  leasing  property,  perhaps  the 
Commission  could  get  some  funding  to  repair  damages  to  the  facility.  Commissioner 
Maxwell  emphasized  that  not  too  much  should  be  expected  from  these  young  people 
at  this  school.  The  students  are  here  because  they  are  not  conducting  themselves 
properly  elsewhere.  Some  responsibility  needs  to  be  taken  to  guide  these  young 
people  by  involving  the  community  and  helping  the  teachers  with  them.  SFUSD  should 
pay  for  those  rooms.  Commissioner  Maxwell  wanted  to  know:  What  was  the  student  to 
teacher  ratio?  How  many  assistants  and  teachers  were  at  the  school?  How  many 
children  are  enrolled  at  the  school?  What  is  the  curriculum?  What  are  the  students 
learning?  Do  they  have  mental  health?  Do  they  have  anger  management  classes?  All  of 
these  should  be  in  place  before  blaming  the  children. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  expressed  concern  about  the  police  being  called  upon  to 
handle  the  young  students.  She  suggested  instead  of  calling  the  police,  to  call  her  or 
her  staff  and  they  would  be  happy  to  assist  the  instructors.  She  wanted  people  to  stop 
being  afraid  of  them,  stop  expecting  too  much  of  them,  stop  misusing/mistreating 
them  and  treat  them  honestly.  Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  the  approach  to 
solving  some  of  the  problems  would  certainly  be  taken  into  consideration.  He  felt  that 
since  this  is  a  public  building,  there  are  certain  regulations  that  the  Commission  is 
bound  to.  He  suggested  that  those  fantastic  ideas  be  shared  with  staff,  as  well  as, 
CCSF.  CCSF  has  entertained  the  idea  of  working  with  the  high  school  as  they  are  under 
lease  to  PUC--a  situation  that  should  be  handled  by  CCSF.  CCSF  should  contact  the 
SFUSD  and  request  rent,  as  they  did  with  requesting  additional  security.  He 
recommended  that  CCSF  meet  with  SECF  staff  and  a  PUC  representative  to  iron-out 
what  CCSF  wants  to  do  and  bring  it  back  to  the  Commission  with  those  concerns  being 
addressed.  At  that  point,  the  Commission  can  make  an  informed  vote  and  either 
support  this  or  not.  The  Deputy  City  Attorney,  Robert  Bryan  was  asked  if  this  was 
acceptable,  was  proper?  Mr.  Robert  Bryan  responded  that  this  could  be  done. 
Commissioner  Larkin  suggested  that  this  matter  be  calendared  for  the  next  meeting. 

X.  Introduction  of  New  Business 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Commissioner  Maxwell  to  work  with  staff  regarding 
some 

of  her  ideas.  Commissioner  Maxwell  said  she  would  be  glad  to.  Dr.  Moses  suggested 
that  Commissioner  Maxwell's  project  be  referred  to  the  facility  committee  meeting 
scheduled  for  September  10th.  There  are  some  other  issues  that  need  to  be  discussed 
and  then  get  back  to  Commission  at  the  next  Commission  meeting.  Commissioner 
Larkin  responded  that  will  be  fine,  as  long  as  Commissioner  Maxwell  is  involved. 

XI.  Announcements 

Commissioner  Larkin  acknowledged  Commissioner  Maxwell  for  making  the  front  page 
of  the  newspaper  again.  He  told  Commissioner  Tofaeono  that  he  would  certainly  be  in 
his  prayers  and  the  prayers  of  all  the  Commissioners.  He  personally  would  like  to  meet 
with  Commissioner  Tofaeono  to  see  if  he  can  assist  him  in  any  way. 

Commission  Brown  asked  that  the  Commission  express  their  gratitude  to  Liz  for 
working  with  them.  Commissioner  Larkin,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission,  thanked  Liz 
and  told  her  that  the  Commission  certainly  appreciates  her  help. 

XII.  Adjournment 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Looper  seconded  to  adjourn  the 
SECF  Commission  meeting.  Meeting  adjourned  at  7:45  p.m.

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the  minutes  of 

Wednesday,  August  28,  2002.  Motion  passed  to  accept  minutes  as  presented. 

Public  Comment 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comment  and  noted  that  requests  may  also  be 
heard  after  Commission  discussion  of  an  agenda  item  by  completing  an  information  card  and 
submitting  it  to  the  Commission  Secretary.  Requests  will  be  given  on  a  first-come-first-serve 
priority  and  speakers  may  be  limited  to  three  (3)  minutes.

Cedric  Jackson,  Director  of  One  Stop  Career  Center  informed  the  Commission  of  the  loss  of 
Robert  Mason,  community  activist  for  many  years  in  the  Bayview  Community  who  was  also 
very  involved  in  helping  the  youth  of  this  community.  He  will  be  dearly  missed  and  Mr.  Jackson 
hopes  the  Commission  will  honor  Mr.  Mason's  work  in  some  way. 
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\  I  Communications 

There  were  no  communications  to  the  Commission. 

V  11.         Presentation 

Mr.  MacDonald  is  the  Director  of  Real  Estate  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  He 
oversees  the  management  of  25  real  estate  agents  in  the  management,  acquisition  and  disposition 
of  real  estate  for  the  City  &  County  of  San  Francisco,  e.g.,  leased  property,  office  property,  and 
also  the  four  daycare  centers  that  fall  under  the  Southeast  Commission  (Caheed,  Whitney  Young, 
Sourjourn  Truth,  MLK).  His  department  serves  other  city  departments  in  that  if  a  city 
department  needs  space,  they  come  to  Mr.  MacDonald's  department  and  ask  for  assistance  in 
finding  space  and/or  in  negotiating  a  contract.  Mr.  MacDonald  at  this  point  opened  the  floor  up 
for  questions  from  the  audience. 

•  Cedric  Jackson  inquired  about  programs  that  may  be  offered  through  Mr.  MacDonald's 
department  relative  to  the  community's  acquisition  of  real  estate.  Mr.  MacDonald  stated 
that  the  services  he  provides  to  the  community  would  be  through  a  department  of  the  city; 
that  his  department  is  essentially  a  work  order  department.  Mr.  MacDonald  noted  that  his 
department's  website  can  provide  much  information  about  the  services  they  offer. 

•  Fia  Carlos-Valentino  inquired  whether  a  fee  would  be  involved  in  connection  with  this 
service  and  was  told  the  fee  is  charged  to  the  departments  only  requesting  the  service. 

•  Ms.  Linda  Brooks  inquired  whether  the  City  had  plans  to  acquire  property  that  will  be 
used  for  city  departments  to  better  prepare  itself  for  the  rise  of  property  costs.  Mr. 
MacDonald  responded  that  was  definitely  a  vision  of  his  department. 

•  Mr.  Cedric  Jackson  asked  what  the  policy  is  on  acquiring  city  property  and  whether  there 
were  restrictions.  Mr.  MacDonald  stated  he  is  unaware  of  the  city  being  prohibited  from 
purchasing  property.  The  question  of  whether  there  are  programs  or  assistance  available 
for  low  income  families  in  the  purchase  of  property  was  raised  by  Mr.  Jackson  and  Mr. 
MacDonald  responded  by  saying  his  department  helps  through  other  city  departments. 
His  department  is  in  essence  the  middleman. 

Commissioner  Larkin  took  Item  VIII  thru  XI  next  in  order  to  accommodate  Dr.  Ackerman's 
schedule,  who  called  earlier  and  said  that  she  would  be  running  a  little  late. 

Dr.  Arlene  Ackerman,  Superintendent  of  Schools  -  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
thanked  the  Commission  for  inviting  her.  She  stated  that  she  is  in  her  third  year  as 
superintendent.  Dr.  Ackerman  began  by  talking  about  what's  happening  in  the  District.  She 
stated  that  before  she  became  superintendent,  the  City's  facilities  and  fiscal  houses  were  in  a 
mess.  We've  completed  all  of  our  reconciliation  in  our  facilities  and  we  now  know  where  our 
money  is.  Improvements  are  seen  all  around  the  city  from  schools  being  painted  to  roofs  being 
installed  on  school  buildings,  boilers  being  repaired.  A  lot  has  been  done  to  take  care  of  the 
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operational  side  of  the  house,  but  what  people  don't  hear  about  is  what's  happening  on  the 
academic  side. 

Dr.  Ackerman  stated  the  following  goals  for  the  district:   1)  Raising  achievements  for  all  students 
and  closing  the  gap  for  the  children  who  are  under-performing.  2)  Biggest  goal  —  looking  at  the 
allocation  of  our  resources  and  making  sure  every  school  has  what  it  needs  to  be  successful,  e.g. 
financial,  experienced  staffed,  other  resources.  3)  Putting  in  place  accountability  systems. 
A  lot  of  the  last  year  was  spent  focusing  on  the  schools  that  were  in  need,  making  sure  the 
schools  got  the  resources  that  they  needed.  Addressing  the  issue  of  schools  not  having  enough 
books,  we  spent  millions  of  dollars  getting  new  books,  old  books  into  the  schools.  Last  year 
there  were  39  under-performing  STAR  schools  and  two-thirds  of  those  schools  have  now  shown 
improvement.  Their  staff  had  a  high  turnover  rate.  We  helped  them  to  improve  by  placing 
permanent  substitutes  in  the  schools  who  reported  every  day.  We  provided  coaches  for  the 
teachers,  put  experienced  teachers  and  principals  in  the  schools,  and  we  also  gave  them  a  lot  of 
support  curriculum-wise. 

This  year  social  workers,  nurses,  art  and  music  teachers  are  being  placed  in  those  schools  3  days' 
a  week  because  in  order  to  have  a  quality  education,  all  of  those  things  must  be  met  in  the  school 
programs.  Nationwide  statistics  indicate  our  elementary  level  scored  at  or  above  the  national 
level  in  every  grade  level  and  in  every  content  area  in  terms  of  urban  school  districts.  In  math, 
we're  above  the  60th  percentile.  Improvement  was  also  shown  in  our  attendance  rate  and  a  lower 
dropout  rate. 

We  are  also  about  to  embark  upon  looking  at  secondary  schools.  Some  of  our  high  schools  are 
really  large,  which  makes  it  easy  for  children  not  to  get  the  personalization  they  need.  When  I 
talk  with  students  that's  what  they  say.  Our  goal  is  to  make  the  high  schools  more  personalized; 
to  look  at  the  curriculum  and  make  sure  all  the  children  get  access  to  top-notched  instructional 
programs;  access  to  higher  level  honors  classes.  The  focus  will  also  be  on  the  new  smaller 
schools,  a  smaller  learning  community  for  students  so  the  parents  and  students  have  more 
choices.  We  spent  a  year  getting  ready  for  this  new  initiative.  Looking  at  the  research,  sending 
teams  to  different  cities  to  look  at  high  schools  at  work  and  now  we're  ready  to  design  those 
schools  that  we  think  will  work  for  the  students  in  San  Francisco. 

We  currently  have  an  initiative  to  restructure  high  schools  that  will  work  for  all  high  school 
students.  We  had  28  letters  of  interest  and  intent  to  apply  which  will  turn  into  full-blown 
proposals.  We  our  currently  working  with  the  Gates  Foundation  to  help  us  with  this  initiative. 
We  are  looking  for  a  multi-million  dollar  grant  from  the  foundation.  This  will  be  a  5-year 
process  for  us  and  if  we  can  get  those  kinds  of  resources,  that  will  be  great.  Dr.  Ackerman 
stated:  "Our  goal  is  to  make  this  an  exemplary  school  district  second  to  no  other  school  district 
not  only  in  the  state  but  in  the  country."  Dr.  Ackerman  then  opened  the  floor  up  to  questions. 

Commissioner  Larkin  had  concerns  regarding  classroom  size  and  truancy  issues  and  wanted  to 
know  what  is  being  done  aside  from  creating  these  smaller  high  schools.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated 
they  will  be  focusing  on  resources,  such  as  outreach  to  students.  We  are  looking  at  system-wide 
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things,  auto  dialing  in  middle  schools  and  high  schools.  We've  had  meetings  with  the 
community  and  ministers  to  talk  about  how  they  can  help  us  with  the  issue  of  truancy. 
Dr.  Ackerman  remarked  that  Californians  are  lucky  in  that  grades  K  thru  3  are  20  to  1.  It  then 
increases  at  4n  thru  51 1  and  then  decreases  in  6l  in  core  subjects  because  the  state  gives  the  city 
money.  Then  it  goes  down  again  at  7    and  8l  and  up  again  at  9  .  So  it  is  an  issue  of  resources. 
We  are  reimbursed  for  the  smaller  class  sizes  at  the  grades  that  were  mentioned  and  where  we're 
not  reimbursed  it's  harder  to  make  that  happen  because  of  financial  inability.  If  we  had  all  of  our 
classroom  in  the  district  at  20  to  1,  it  would  cost  approximately  $10  million.  And  we'd  then  have 
to  decide  where  we're  going  to  take  the  money  away.  What  also  has  to  be  looked  at  is  the  large 
disparity  from  state  to  state  as  far  as  amount  of  money  being  spent  per  student  in  terms  of  base 
funding.  California  spends  only  $5,700.00  per  student  per  year  on  our  children. 

Commissioner  Maxwell  was  curious  as  to  whether  a  law  existed  requiring  students  under  16  to 
attend  school.  And  if  so,  what  the  punishment  is  for  not  being  in  compliance.  Dr.  Ackerman 
stated  that  there  is  on  the  books  a  compulsory  law,  but  it  lacks  the  backbone  that  is  needed  to  be 
taken  seriously  by  students.  Dr.  Ackerman  feels  that  a  community  approach  has  to  be  looked  at 
in  order  to  lessen  truancy  issues.  Commissioner  Maxwell  suggested  that  maybe  the  school 
district  could  have  a  liaison  with  the  youth  guidance  center  to  help  with  the  issue  of  truancy, 
taking  some  of  the  resources  already  in  the  community  and  working  with  schools  on  truancy. 
Dr.  Ackerman  felt  that  was  an  excellent  idea  and  remarked  that  she  is  going  to  try  and  make  that 
happen. 

Commissioner  Brown  thanked  Dr.  Ackerman  for  meeting  with  the  Commission  and  thanked  her 
for  the  difference  she  has  made  to  the  children.  Commissioner  Brown  wanted  to  know  the  status 
of  the  SOTA  school.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  they  are  still  committed  to  doing  SOTA  but  they  are 
going  to  have  to  go  back  to  the  voters  to  get  the  money  to  build  the  new  school,  which  is 
expected  to  be  at  135  Van  Ness.  The  SOTA  school  at  the  present  time  is  housed  at  McAteer  to 
enable  the  student  population  to  grow  in  size  without  difficulty. 

Commissioner  Brown  stated  she  had  heard  rumors  that  the  McAteer  students',  who  were 
disseminated  or  scattered  among  the  other  schools,  academic  achievements  were  so  low  that  the 
district  had  a  hard  time  placing  them  in  any  school.  Dr.  Ackerman  responded  the  students  had  a 
choice  as  to  which  school  they  wanted  to  attend.  There  were  no  placement  tests  for  these 
students  in  entering  the  school.  They  had  3  choices  and  most  students  got  one  of  their  first  two 
choices.  Now  the  job  of  the  educators  is  to  work  with  these  students.  She  also  noted  there  are 
three  counselors  in  place  to  follow  these  students  until  they  all  graduate  and  make  sure  they  get 
the  resources  that  they  need. 

Commissioner  Hardin  thanked  Dr.  Ackerman  for  being  here  and  asked  whether  the  art  programs 
include  all  grade  levels  or  just  elementary  school.  Dr.  Ackerman  responded  that  the  program  is 
in  the  43  STAR  schools  that  have  had  difficulty  in  performance.  The  focus  will  be  on  the  4l  and 
5lh  grade  level  first,  due  to  their  larger  class  sizes,  and  then  some  whole  school  kinds  of  activities 
that  will  go  with  all  grades  levels.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  that  many  of  these  students  had  lots  of 
challenges  that  the  district  needed  to  address,  which  is  why  the  need  for  social  workers  and 
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nurses.  Many  of  the  children  have  childhood  diseases  such  as  diabetes,  asthma.  And  because  we 
now  have  social  workers,  that  aids  us  in  doing  outreach  with  their  families  because  the  social 
workers  can  go  to  their  homes. 

Commissioner  Hardin  inquired  about  what  is  happening  at  Brett  Hart  Elementary  School.  Dr. 
Ackerman  stated  that  both  Brett  Heart  and  Enola  Maxwell  Middle  School  are  both  magnet  art 
schools.  The  goal  is  to  feed  students  into  the  schools  of  the  art.  There  was  a  $3  million  grant 
from  the  federal  government  and  those  were  the  two  schools  that  received  resources.  The 
question  was  asked  how  do  kids  get  in  these  schools.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  the  schools  get 
magnet  school  funds  but  the  schools  are  not  magnet  schools  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  in 
terms  of  selecting  students  out.  These  are  schools  with  regular  student  populations. 

Dr.  Moses  was  curious  as  to  what  kind  of  outreach  the  school  district  can  do  to  win  back  the 
parents  who  insist  on  sending  their  children  to  private  schools  because  of  the  quality  of  education 
they're  being  provided  and  the  security  that  is  felt  from  attending  these  schools.  Dr.  Ackerman 
responded  parents  are  won  back  by  having  quality  school  programs  in  every  neighborhood.  She 
also  stated  that  in  the  last  20  years,  the  percentage  of  children  going  to  private  schools  has  not 
changed  much  -  30%  for  past  20  years. 

Commissioner  Nguyen  stated  that  she  used  to  work  in  the  Tenderloin  area  at  a  community 
school  center  that  had  innovative  type  educational  programs  -  unusual.  She  was  curious  about 
the  status  of  the  school  and  wondered  if  the  Tenderloin  School  will  be  a  model  for  future 
elementary  schools.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  the  school  is  still  very  much  active  and  it  is  the  kind  of 
model  that  you'd  like  to  see  happen  in  every  school.  The  school  has  innovative  community- 
based  programs  and  some  community-based  organizations  are  in  the  school  also  to  interact  with 
parents  and  students.  There  is  a  childcare  center  there  and  the  school  addresses  the  needs  of  a  lot 
of  newly  immigrant  families  and  a  lot  of  our  English  language  learners. 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  up  to  public  comment. 

•     Ms.  Minor  had  concerns  regarding  children  being  taught  life  skills  and  wondered  whether 
that  was  somehow  being  addressed  in  the  school  system.  We  find  a  lot  of  our  children 
are  academically  fit  but  yet  they  fail  on  social  skills.  Is  there  any  special  program  that  is 
going  on  to  assist  those  children  as  far  as  life  skills?  And  the  other  question:  Those 
students  who  are  not  college  bound,  are  they  being  prepared  for  any  kind  of  trade?  Dr. 
Ackerman  answered  there  is  no  program  being  offered  in  terms  of  teaching  children  life 
skills  and  social  skills.  She  agreed  there  certainly  is  a  lot  more  that  we  can  do  and  that 
probably  needs  to  take  place  and  embedded  in  the  classroom.  We  have  to  help  our 
children  understand  what  is  appropriate  and  what  is  inappropriate.  The  other  area  you 
need  to  do  more  around  and  in  the  schools  is  preparing  our  people  for  the  world  of  work. 
Whether  they're  going  onto  college  right  after  high  school  or  whether  they're  going  to  go 
to  work  right  after  high  school,  it's  important  that  we  prepare  them  in  terms  of  social 
readiness.  We  moved  away  from  that  somewhere. 
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Ms.  Minor  also  asked,  looking  at  the  generations  of  parents  who  may  have  dropped  out  of 
school,  how  do  you  make  the  parents  understand  the  need  for  those  children  to  extend 
their  education?  Are  you  working  through  parent  liaisons?  Are  they  really  in  touch  with 
the  parents  and  have  some  type  of  program  going  to  explain  the  life  skills  to  the  parents 
so  that  in  turn  they  will  enforce  that  in  their  children  without  the  parents  being  offended. 
Dr.  Ackerman  responded  that  parent  involvement  is  important.  It  is  all  about  outreach, 
reaching  out  to  parents  and  making  someone  comfortable.  Going  that  extra  mile,  going 
to  the  children's  homes  and  letting  the  parents  know  their  child  was  not  in  school  today. 
It's  going  to  take  that  kind  of  outreach.  90%  of  our  parents  work  during  the  day.  Why 
do  we  have  parent/teacher  conferences  scheduled  during  the  day? 

Salece,  member  of  the  audience,  voiced  her  concerns  regarding  the  school  district  having 
too  much  involvement  in  raising  the  children  instead  of  the  parents  raising  the  children 
and  the  teachers  educating  the  children.  She  noted  that  in  the  past  when  the  school 
district  became  too  involved,  they  had  a  tendency  to  interfere  with  the  standards  set  by 
the  parents.  Dr.  Ackerman  remarked  that  it's  about  supporting  parents.  We're  not  there 
to  tell  them  how  to  raise  their  children,  we  are  there  to  say  this  is  how  we  think  you  can 
help  or  how  do  you  think  you  can  help  and  let's  work  together  because  the  vested  interest 
we  have  is  the  child  doing  work. 

Mr.  Keith  Jackson  asked  Dr.  Ackerman  as  she  shapes  her  master  plan  for  the  facilities 
issue,  what  is  the  time  frame  that  the  district  will  go  after  a  bond  and  what  kind  of 
community  support  do  you  need  to  go  after  that  bond.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  we're  going 
to  need  a  lot  of  support.  We  cannot  go  out  to  the  community  for  another  bond  until  at 
least  a  year  from  November,  although  the  board  can  make  the  decision  to  go  out  earlier. 
We  really  do  need  to  prove  to  the  public  that  whatever  money  we  have  left  we're  gong  to 
use  it  wisely  and  let  the  public  know  we're  not  squandering  the  money.  Ms.  Ackerman's 
hope  is  that  the  board  will  wait  another  year  and  a  half  so  that  they  can  get  a  chance  to  do 
all  of  the  things  they  have  planned. 

Linda  Brooks  stated  she  had  read  a  number  of  articles  saying  that  when  elementary 
school  children  begin  their  school  day  earlier  in  the  morning  and  high  school  children 
began  their  school  day  later  in  the  morning  they  do  better.  She  asked  whether  there  is  a 
possibility  of  doing  that  in  the  public  school  system.  Dr.  Ackerman  stated  that  is 
something  that  she  will  be  looking  into  but  that  it  would  need  a  lot  of  community 
discussion  and  parent  discussion,  because  that  would  be  a  major  change.  You'd  have  to 
take  into  consideration  bus  schedules  and  many  other  things. 

Fia  Carlos-Valentino  stated  that  the  highest  dropout  rates  exist  in  the  Bayview  not  only 
with  young  African-Americans  but  also  Pacific  Islanders.  They  are  very  much 
underserved  and  the  county  community  school  has  been  treated  like  it  is  second-class. 
Her  concern  is  what  the  master  plan  is  and  what  will  move  her  students  forward  to  be  in 
the  same  line  with  the  mainstream.  Dr.  Ackerman  commended  Ms.  Carlos- Valentino  in 
reaching  some  of  the  children  the  school  district  couldn't  reach  in  the  traditional  schools. 
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She  stated  Ms.  Carlos- Valentino  was  very  much  involved  in  the  secondary  school 
initiative  redesign  and  that  she  will  bring  her  recommendations  that  she  developed  with 
Ms.  Brooks  to  the  board.  Dr.  Ackerman  said  she  will  be  providing  more  support  to  Ms. 
Carlos-Valentino  and  her  students  not  less  support. 

•     Mr.  Cedric  Jackson  was  concerned  with  tutorial  resources  and  access.  He  asked  if  Dr. 
Ackerman  has  contemplated  the  idea  of  some  type  of  on-line  tutorial  resource  or  call-in 
tutorial  resource  for  parents  that  can  help  their  children  when  they  get  stuck  on  some 
educational  matteror  when  they're  looking  to  help  their  child  augment  their  education. 
Dr.  Ackerman  responded  that  she  is  aware  that  some  parents  worry  about  sending  their 
children  out  of  their  neighborhoods  and  said  they  are  working  closely  with  churches  and 
giving  them  homework  packets  so  that  the  churches  will  be  able  to  work  with  the 
children  in  a  safe  environment,  which  will  lessens  the  worry  of  the  parents.  She  also 
stated  the  school  is  willing  to  train  whoever  is  willing  to  work  with  the  community.  She 
thought  the  idea  of  an  on-line  tutorial  service  was  excellent  and  something  the  school 
district  can  look  into. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Dr.  Ackerman  and  assured  her  that  the  Commission  certainly  will 
be  calling  her  back  in  the  very  near  future. 

VIII.         Directors  Report  (Discussion)  Dr.  Moses  reported  that: 

a)  All  staff  have  been  fully  trained  in  posting  both  agendas/minutes  to  the  Southeast 
website.  This  posting  will  eventually  alleviate  the  need  to  have  the  mass  mailings  twice  a 
month. 

b)  The  Budget  Request  for  FY  '02-03  has  been  approved  and  is  ready  for  implementation. 

Commission  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Hardin  seconded  to  accept  the  Executive 
Director's  report.    Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as  presented. 

IX.         Facility  Committee  Mtg  9/10/02:  Report/Recommendation  (Discussion  &  Action) 

a)  Request  from  City  College  (Southeast  Campus)  to  sublease  classrooms  506,  507,  509  to 
SFUSD:  Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to 
recommend  to  the  full  Commission  to  approve  the  request  from  CCSF  to  sublease 
classrooms  to  SFUSD  with  the  following  stipulations  1)  CCSF  agrees  to  get  own 
estimates  and  be  responsible  for  repair  of  property  damaged  by  SFUSD  students.  2) 
Dean  Hunnicutt  agrees  to  expedite  the  process  (paperwork)  by  getting  repairs  completed 
in  a  timely  manner.  3)  CCSF  agrees  to  add  additional  security  to  City  College  (Southeast 
Campus). 

The  Commission  unanimously  voted  to  approve  the  request  from  City  College  to  sublease 
space  to  SFUSD. 

b)  Request  from  City  College  (Southeast  Campus)  to  alter/install  door  between  room  201 
and  202  in  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  (Discussion  &  Recommendation): 
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Commissioner  Hardin  asked  that  CCSF  1)  Move  ahead  with  plans  to  work  with  DPW 
architects  in  determining  the  composition  of  the  wall  before  any  kind  of  "structural 
change"  is  done  to  the  room  (because  of  asbestos  concern,  etc.  2)  Also,  have  plans  drawn 
and  building  inspection  performed,  permits  obtained  before  recommendation  is  made  to 
the  full  Commission  to  approve  request  for  CCSF  to  install  door  at  CCSF's  expense. 

The  Commission  unanimously  voted  for  City  College  to  move  ahead  with  plans  to  work  with 
DPW  in  determining  the  composition  of  the  wall  before  any  kind  of  "structural  change  "  is  done 
to  the  room. 

c)       Decorative  Plants  Service  Lease  (Discussion  &  Recommendation):  Since  Decorative 
Plants  is  still  in  negotiation  with  PUC/BCLM  regarding  maintenance  of  building/repairs, 
Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Hardin  seconded  to  recommend  to  the 
full  Commission  that  Decorative  Plants  continue  negotiation  with  PUC/BCLM  until  a 
final  lease  is  agreed  on. 

Commission  Larkin  stated  the  Commission  will  not  take  a  vote  on  Decorative  Plants '  draft  lease 
right  now  since  they  are  still  in  negotiation  with  PUC/BCLM  and  calendared  this  item  for  the 
next  agenda. 

IX.         PUC  Bureau  of  Land  Management  Report  (Discussion  &  Action) 

a)  Mr.  Joseph  Tham  informed  the  Commission  that  the  draft  lease  was  available  for  their 
review  and  that  he  would  take  any  comments  or  suggested  changes  the  Commission  had 
back  to  PUC/BCLM,  who  ultimately  has  the  final  authority  for  lease  approval. 

b)  With  respect  to  Item  b,  Mr.  Tham  informed  the  Commission  that  PUC/BCLM  will  work 
with  administrative  services  to  assist  CCSF  in  the  sublease  of  space  to  SFUSD. 

X.         Introduction  of  New  Business 

Commissioner  Hardin  informed  the  Commission  that  there  were  several  speakers  at  the  Facility 
Committee  meeting,  in  particular  Ms.  Espanola  Jackson  who  informed  the  Facility  Committee 
that  she,  along  with  others,  helped  to  negotiate  the  original  contract/agreement  with  the  City 
regarding  the  building  of  this  facility.  Ms.  Jackson's  concern  was  that  certain  obligations  that 
were  promised  with  regard  to  monies  coming  back  to  the  Commission  that  could  be  redistributed 
to  the  community  are  not  being  met.  Commission  Hardin  suggested  that  both  Ms.  Jackson  and  a 
Mr.  Bill  Keaney,  city  employee  who  was  also  in  on  the  negotiation,  be  invited  to  the 
Commission  to  give  some  background  on  the  history  of  the  building,  why  it  was  built,  etc. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  City  Attorney  Robert  Bryan  to  please  assist  the  Commission  by 
providing  whatever  documentation  the  City  has  regarding  the  agreement/contract  the  City  had 
with  the  Community  about  the  history  of  the  building  and  monies  promised  to  the  community, 
etc.  Commission  Larkin  stated  that  the  Commission  would  first  like  to  review  any 
documentation  the  legal  department  had  prior  to  inviting  Ms.  Jackson  and  Mr.  Keaney  to  the 
Commission. 
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XI.         Announcement 

Commissioner  Maxwell  informed  the  Commission  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Hardin  Mathews,  a  long- 
time community  activist.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Democratic  Club  and  also  very  involved  in 
organizing  annual  youth  scholarships  for  the  youth  in  this  community.  His  funeral  will  be  held 
on  September  13,  2002  -  1:00  o'clock  @  Providence  Baptist  Church. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  that  we  have  a  moment  of  silence  in  honor  of  the  following 
fallen  heroes  and  adjourn  the  commission  meeting  in  honor  of  them:  Mr.  Robert  Mason, 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Lewis,  Mr.  Harvey  Matthews. 

XII.         Adjournment 

Commissioner  Larkin  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  adjourn  the  SECF 
Commission  Meeting.  Meeting  adjourned  at  8:03  p.m.

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the  minutes  of 

Thursday,  September  12,  2002.  Motion  passed  to  accept  minutes  as  presented.

No  public  comment  was  offered  at  this  meeting.

In  order  to  accommodate  the  presenter's  schedules,  Commissioner  Larkin  switched  the  order  of 
presenters  and  started  the  presentation  with  Mr.  Charles  Flowkes  from  Providence  Baptist 
Church  who  spoke  on  "How  Homelessness  @  Providence  Baptist  Church  would  affect 
Community." 
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VII.         Presentation 


Commissioner  Larkin  welcomed  Mr.  Charles  Flowkes,  board  member  of  Providence  Baptist 
Church  of  San  Francisco  and  thanked  him  for  coming  tonight  to  share  his  thoughts  on  How 
Homelessness  at  Providence  Baptist  Church  would  affect  the  Community.  Mr.  Flowkes  thanked 
the  Commission  for  the  invitation  to  speak  to  the  Community  and  gave  a  little  overview  and 
background  of  how  Providence  Baptist  Church  came  about  having  a  shelter.  It  started  off  in 
2000  as  a  winter  shelter  and  now  is  open  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week.  The  shelter  houses 
approximately  75  individuals  on  a  daily  basis.  Mr.  Flowkes  explained  that  statistics  for 
homelessness  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point  from  2000  to  2001  indicate  that  homelessness  has 
increased  55  percent.  Mr.  Flowkes  stated  that  Providence  has  been  housing  the  homeless 
population  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  Providence  Baptist  Church  officially  going  into  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  (MOU)  with  United  Council  and  opening  its  shelter.  The 
services  that  Providence  provides  are  shelter,  food  and  counseling.  Mr.  Flowkes  stated 
eventually  Providence  hopes  to  be  able  to  move  the  shelter  out  of  the  church  and  acquire  a 
building  dedicated  solely  to  the  homeless.  Mr.  Flowkes  then  opened  the  presentation  for 
questions  and  answers  including: 

-  What  does  Providence  Baptist  Church  do  to  combat  violence  at  its  shelter? 
Providence  is  required  to  submit  monthly  reports  to  the  City  &  County  of  San 
Francisco  regarding  any  police  calls/incidences  that  have  occurred  within  the  church. 
Thus  far,  Providence  has  not  had  any  violent  incident  since  it  began  sheltering  the 
homeless.  Mr.  Flowkes  stated  there  is  a  sense  of  security  and  our  clients  feel 
Providence  is  a  safe  heaven  for  them  and  their  families. 

-  What  toll  if  any  has  housing  the  homeless  in  the  church  taken  on  the  staff  and  church 
and  what  support  can  this  Commission  lend  to  the  program  in  terms  of  assisting  or 
providing  something  to  Providence  to  acquire  the  site  that  you're  looking  for  now? 
Mr.  Flowkes  responded  it  has  taken  some  toll  on  the  building,  which  is  one  reason 
why  there  is  an  immediate  need  to  acquire  a  building  dedicated  solely  to  sheltering 
the  homeless.  We  have  contacted  George  Smith,  who  will  put  us  in  touch  with  the 
redevelopment  agency  who  will  help  us  to  understand  the  process  of  what  needs  to  be 
done  in  order  to  accomplish  our  goal. 

-  The  question  was  asked:  Does  the  shelter  have  some  type  of  process  where  the 
homeless  are  transitioned  from  something  that  is  temporary  into  something  that  is 
more  permanent?  Does  the  church  follow-up  with  these  individuals  once  they  leave 
the  shelter?  Mr.  Flowkes  responded  that  the  church  is  in  collaboration  with  different 
agencies  and  that  their  clients  are  referred  to  other  programs  that  provide  many  other 
services,  i.e.,  transitional  housing,  mental  health,  etc. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  he  would  like  for  Mr.  Flowkes  to  make  available  to  those 
Commissioners  who  would  like  to  come  and  visit  the  shelter  the  opportunity  to  do  so.  And  also 
for  the  church  to  give  the  Commission  some  guidance  as  to  how  the  Commission  can  assist  them 
in  moving  forward  with  their  program  for  protecting  those  and  assuring  a  safe  place  for  people 
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who  are  less  fortunate  to  live.  Commissioner  Larkin  then  appointed  Commissioner  Brown  to  be 
the  Commission's  liaison  with  respect  to  the  Providence  Homeless  program  and  Commission 
Brown  accepted. 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Police  Chief  E.  Prentiss  Sanders,  who  will  speak  on  'Tutting  a 
Closure  to  Some  of  the  Crime  Problems  in  the  Community." 

After  thanking  the  Commission  for  the  invitation  to  present,  Chief  Sanders  stated  with  regard  to 
putting  a  closure  to  some  of  the  violence  in  the  community,  some  results  are  apparent  in  changes 
in  operation  in  the  community  as  well  as  in  communities  across  the  cities.  Chief  Sanders 
remarked  that  he  has  reorganized  the  police  department.  It  is  a  police  department  that  can  get 
interconnected  with  every  citizen  in  this  city  and  in  every  community.  Chief  Sanders  explained 
he  and  staff  personnel  are  working  to  look  at  that  small  percentage  of  people  in  our  city  who  are 
attempting  to  make  the  lives  of  citizens  unpleasant  by  their  criminal  behavior  and/or  lifestyle.  I 
have  changed  policing  philosophy.  To  police  a  city  like  San  Francisco  we  do  it  not  only  by  a 
general  overall  area  but  block-by-block,  person-by-person.  The  drug  business  in  the  United 
States  is  a  S250  to  S300  billion  industry  --  conservative  figures.  We  have  to  start  looking 
realistically  at  how  to  attack  the  drug  problems.  We  know  now  that  what  we  have  to  do  is  deal 
with  not  only  the  drug  dealers;  we  must  deal  with  the  drug  recipients,  the  casual  drug  users. 

San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  most  forward  visionary  community  policing  plans  in  the  United 
States.  Some  of  the  things  that  we  do  in  San  Francisco  now  traditional  law  enforcement  said  it 
wouldn't  work.  Chief  Sanders  stated  there  is  a  lot  of  violence  that  has  been  reported  in  San 
Francisco  but  noted  it  is  not  black-on-black  crime.  It  is  not  unique  to  San  Francisco;  it  is  a 
phenomenon  that  is  taking  place  in  our  cities  and  across  our  country  as  we  speak.  Chief  Sanders 
stated  the  San  Francisco  Police  Dept.  has  several  different  programs,  one  of  which  is  Cease  Fire. 
The  goal  of  that  program  is  to  let  certain  individual  know  that  this  is  not  Dodge  City  and 
Shootout  Town.  San  Francisco  will  not  tolerate  any  of  that  behavior.  SFPD  has  many  programs 
that  works  with  collaborative  partnerships  -  schools,  parents,  churches  in  the  different 
communities  to  try  and  outreach  to  those  groups  of  young  people  who  are  underserved  and  have 
seldom  been  exposed  to  places  outside  of  their  community,  i.e.,  children  who  have  lived  in  San 
Francisco  all  their  lives  and  never  getting  the  opportunity  to  travel  across  town  to  the  San 
Francisco  Zoo;  go  on  fishing  trips,  toy  drives,  etc. 

After  a  brief  Q&A  from  the  Commissioners  and  audience,  Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  the 
Chief  for  taking  the  time  out  of  his  busy  schedule  to  come  and  meet  with  the  Commission  and 
Community  and  invited  him  and  his  staff  to  return  from  time  to  time  and  give  the  Commission 
an  update  on  what  is  happening  with  respect  to  results  of  crime  in  this  community. 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  and  welcomed  Pastor  Calvin  Jones  of  Providence  Baptist 
Church,  San  Francisco  who  stated  how  glad  he  is  to  be  here  to  speak  on  Providence's  new 
charter  school  JUMP.  Pastor  Jones  stated  his  philosophy  is  consistent  with  his  theology  -  "God 
has  blessed  us  and  our  church  and  family  and  our  job  is  to  help  people."  Pastor  Jones  stated 
every  child  regardless  of  race  deserves  a  good  education  and  this  is  what  he  and  the  other 
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churches  arc  striving  for.  He  stated  the  church's  commitment  to  the  charter  school  came  under 
the  relationship  with  five  other  churches  -  Jones  Methodist  Memorial  Church,  Jump  Academy, 
Bethel  A.&M,  San  Francisco  Christian  Center,  and  True  Hope.  Jump  is  a  public  school  funded 
by  the  state  that  is  free  of  charge.  It's  a  small  school  with  approximately  70-something  children. 
We  provide  before  and  after  school  care,  breakfast,  lunch  and  an  afternoon  snack.  Hours  of 
operation  are  from  8:00  to  3:00  and  after  school  care  begins  at  3:00  and  ends  at  6:00. 
Commissioner  Larkin  commended  Pastor  Jones  on  all  his  hard  work  and  then  opened  the 
presentation  up  to  the  Commission  and  audience  for  question  and  answer.  The  question  was 
raised  what  is  the  criteria  for  admission  to  this  school?  Pastor  Jones  responded  students  are 
admitted  on  a  first  come-first  serve  basis  but  that  the  school  must  be  integrated  with  a  diverse 
student  population. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Pastor  Jones  for  coming,  for  opening  the  charter  school  and 
homeless  shelter,  for  all  of  his  work  along  the  years,  and  stated  that  the  Commission  will 
definitely  be  inviting  him  back. 

Because  of  commission  meetings  failing  on  or  close  to  the  upcoming  Thanksgiving/Christmas 
holiday,  Dr.  Moses  suggested  that  the  Commission  entertain  motions  to  switch  the  meeting  dates. 

Commissioner  Brown  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  that  the  Commission 
meet  on  the  25th  of  November  instead  of  the  regularly  scheduled  date.  Commissioner  Brown 
moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  that  the  last  commission  meeting  of  the  year 
be  moved  to  December  23rd,  2002  instead  of  its  regularly  scheduled  date. 

VIII.         Directors  Report  (Discussion)  Dr.  Moses  reported  that: 

a)  Planning  Dept.  met  at  SECF  facility  to  speak  on  Bayview  Land  Use.  The  League  of 
Women  Voters  met  here  to  speak  about  the  election  that's  coming  up.  Everything  is 
going  well.  Dr.  Moses  stated  he  spoke  with  PUC  Real  Estate.  They  are  still  working  on 
Decorative  Plant's  lease.  It's  still  going  thru  with  the  City  Attorney's  office  then  it  will 
come  back  to  the  Commission. 

b)  Still  awaiting  Webmaster  update  of  the  Commission's  website  which  is  current  with 
agenda  and  minutes  postings;  The  Commission  website  is  still  in  progress.  Commissioner 
Hardin  has  been  requested  to  submit  a  hard  copy  photograph. 

Commission  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the  Executive 
Director's  report.    Motion  passed  unanimously  to  accept  report  as  presented.

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Commissioner  Larkin  stated  he  would  like  to  invite  Mother  Brown  to  come  back  to  give  a  brief 
synopsis  on  what  she's  done  for  this  community  over  the  years,  as  she  has  fed  a  lot  of  folks  in 
our  community  and  have  worked  in  conjunction  with  some  of  the  homeless  programs  and  some 
of  the  churches  in  the  community. 

Commissioner  Brown  suggested  that  Damone  Hale  be  asked  to  present  to  the  commission  on  the 
topic  of  homelessness  re  the  young  population  in  the  Bayview.  Commissioner  Larkin  instructed 
staff  to  invite  Mr.  Hale  back  as  well  as  Jesse  Williams,  George  Smith.

IV.         Approval  of  Minutes 

Commissioner  Maxwell  moved  and  Commissioner  Brown  seconded  to  accept  the  minutes  of 
Thursday,  October  10,  2002.  Motion  passed  to  accept  minutes  as  presented. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  we  are  blessed  to  have  two  of  the  original  Commissioners  present, 
the  Honorable  Shirley  Jones  and  Honorable  Espanola  Jackson,  both  of  whom  played  major  roles 
in  not  only  ensuring  that  the  facility  (1800  Oakdale)  be  built,  but  also  demanding  that  there  be 
put  in  place  a  commission  to  oversee  and  make  certain  that  the  community  be  involved  in 
decision-making  processes  involving  BVHP. 

V.  Public  Comment 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comment  and  noted  that  requests  may  also  be 
heard  after  Commission  discussion  of  an  agenda  item  by  completing  an  information  card  and 
submitting  it  to  the  Commission  Secretary.  Requests  will  be  given  on  a  first-come-first-serve 
priority  and  speakers  may  be  limited  to  three  (3)  minutes.  (Speaker  cards  were  made  available). 
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( lommissioner  Larkin  asked  the  Honorable  Shirley  Jones  to  please  step  forward  and  give  a  brief 
history  on  the  Southeast  Commission  and  how  it  came  to  be. 

•  rhe  I  [onorable  Shirley  Jones  stated  that  it  was  a  pleasure  to  be  here  and  thanked  the 

( !ommission  for  the  invitation  to  present.  Commissioner  Jones  remarked  that  the  SEC 
Facility  came  about  with  the  mitigation  for  the  sewage  treatment  plant  expansion,  to 
which  the  community  objected.  Many  meetings  were  held  to  discuss  what  the  City  was 
willing  to  offer  the  community  as  mitigation  to  build  the  sewage  treatment  plant.  The 
decision  was  Finally  made  to  allow  the  City  to  build  the  plant  in  exchange  for  the 
Southeast  Community  Facility  being  built. 

Ms.  Jones  then  introduced  the  Honorable  Espanola  Jackson  to  present  to  the  Commission 
and  discuss  her  knowledge  of  how  the  SECF  came  to  be. 

Commissioner  Larkin  took  item  VII  next  in  order  to  accommodate  the  presenter's  schedule. 

VI.  Communications 

Dr.  Moses  reminded  that  at  the  previous  meeting,  staff  was  directed  to  send  invitational  letters  to 
the  following  to  meet  with  the  Commission:  George  Smith,  Jesse  Williams,  Damone  Hale  and 
Barbara  Brown.  We  will  follow-up  with  George  Smith,  Jesse  Williams  and  Damone  Hale  since 
they  will  be  speaking  on  the  same  topic  and  let  the  Commission  know  the  outcome.  Other 
communications  for  the  perusal  of  the  Commission  included  a  letter  and  attached  form  from  the 
SFPD  seeking  those  Commissioners  who  are  interested  in  serving  on  a  recruitment  panel  to 
recruit  police  candidates.  Anyone  interested,  please  complete  request  form  and  submit  to  Chief 
of  Police's  office. 

VII.         Presentation 

The  Honorable  Espanola  Jackson  stated  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure.  Ms.  Jackson  said  there  were 
several  people  actually  involved  at  all  times  during  the  negotiation  process.  They  were  Ms. 
Garlington,  Ms.  Shirley  Jones,  Mr.  Jim  Jefferson,  and  herself.  These  individuals  were  chosen  by 
the  community  to  oversee  and  make  sure  that  the  City  complied  with  what  the  community  asked 
for.  Ms.  Jackson  stated  that  the  CAO  wanted  the  SECF  Advisory  Board  to  remain  an  advisory 
board.  However,  the  community  spearheaded  by  these  original  board  members  demanded  that 
they  be  made  a  commission.  The  community  did  not  have  the  financial  means  to  maintain  the 
building.  This  was  one  of  the  main  reasons  why  we  wanted  to  be  made  a  commission  —  to  place 
the  burden  of  maintaining  the  facility  on  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  not  the 
community.  That  is  how  the  Southeast  Community  Facility  Commission  came  about. 

Ms.  Jackson  stated  that  BVHP  gets  80%  of  the  City  sewage,  not  just  from  San  Francisco  but  also 
from  Colma,  Brisbane  and  Daly  City.  Ms.  Jackson  concurred  with  Ms.  Jones  that  with  this 
expansion,  many  things  were  supposed  to  have  taken  place,  e.g.,  a  crosstown  tunnel  where  all 
sewage  would  come  to  the  Bayview  but  then  be  diverted  underground  to  Ocean  Beach.    Now 
they  built  the  outfall  10  miles  out  but  the  crosstown  tunnel  was  never  built.  Also,  the  City  did 
not  take  into  consideration  the  growth  and  development  that  would  take  place  in  the  City  over

the  years  —  e.g.,  Mission  Bay,  Third  Street  Light  Rail,  Pac  Bell  Park,  new  home  development  on 
Old  Bayshore.  None  of  these  developments  were  mentioned  when  discussing  putting  in  this 
sewage  treatment  plant. 

Ms.  Jackson  stated  she  is  also  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Executive  Park.  She  remarked  that  in 
one  of  Executive  Park's  buildings  underneath  a  hallway  there  is  an  easement  that  carries  sewage 
from  San  Mateo  to  Bayview  Hunters  Point.  Ms.  Jackson  said  she  was  unaware  of  this  easement 
up  until  being  informed  by  staff  that  it  existed  and  stated  that  it  was  not  common  knowledge  to 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  residents.  Ms.  Jackson  also  remembered  a  most  recent  incident  that 
occurred  in  the  Bayview  where  a  water  main  was  accidentally  broken  by  construction  crew, 
causing  raw  sewage  to  run  all  through  the  Muwekma  Ohlone  Park.  She  stated  these  types  of 
incidents  are  environmentally  damaging  to  our  community. 

Ms.  Jackson  went  on  to  explain  that  part  of  the  mitigation  that  was  agreed  to  by  the  City  was  that 
the  Dept.  of  Real  Estate  would  receive  monies  generated  by  the  facility.  After  receiving  these 
funds  for  five  (5)  years,  the  Dept.  of  Real  Estate  would  divert  all  new  funds  back  to  the 
community.  Bank  accounts  were  to  have  been  set  up  specifically  for  instances  where  if 
programs  in  the  community  needed  financial  assistance  to  stay  afloat,  they  were  to  have  been 
given  those  funds.  She  stated  that  when  the  Greenhouse  was  built,  it  was  promised  that  CCSF 
students  would  be  able  to  take  horticulture  classes.  She  said  the  building  next  door  was 
supposed  to  be  a  culinary  school.  None  of  that  ever  materialized.  There  were  a  lot  of  empty 
promises  made  by  the  City.  Ms.  Jackson  remarked  that  they  fought  for  the  rights  of  whatever  the 
need  was  in  the  community.  They  demanded  to  be  recognized  as  a  legal  entity  -  a  commission. 
Ms.  Jackson  urged  not  only  the  Commission  to  get  involved  and  be  diligent  in  the  needs  of  the 
community  but  the  public  as  well. 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  to  the  Commissioners  for  questions  of  Ms.  Jones  and  Ms. 
Jackson. 

•  Commissioner  Nguyen  thanked  both  Ms.  Jones  and  Ms.  Jackson  for  the  background  and 
stated  she's  always  been  curious  as  to  how  the  Commission  came  to  be.  Commissioner 
Nguyen  asked  who  was  accountable  for  keeping  track  of  all  the  programs  promised  to  the 
community  that  were  reneged  upon.  Was  there  someone  appointed  to  follow  this.  Ms. 
Jackson  responded  that  Will  Pitcher  was  the  person  that  came  to  the  Commission  and 
said,  Just  wait  awhile.  Something  is  happening.  I  will  make  sure  that  the  bank  accounts 
are  set  up  so  the  funds  will  start  coming  back  to  the  community.  Ms.  Jones  said  another 
person  perhaps  with  some  history  of  the  SECF  would  be  Mr.  Jefferson  and  possibly  the 
City. 

•  Commissioner  Maxwell  wanted  to  know  what  can  be  done  and  where  are  we  now  in 
terms  of  locating  the  funds  that  should  have  been  flowing  into  the  community  and  asked 
if  those  funds  can  be  retroactive.  She  stated  that  the  City  Attorney  should  have 
documentation  in  his  archives  corroborating  what  was  said  tonight.  Commissioner 
Maxwell  was  curious  to  know  whether  the  City  Attorney  could  answer  questions  related 
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to  what  other  documentation/legislation  exists  of  how  the  Commission  came  to  be  and 
whether  there  is  documentation  in  his  archives  stating  what  the  community  would  be 
entitled  to  once  the  sewage  plant  was  built. 

t  lommissioner  Larkin  stated  the  Commission  first  needs  to  get  paperwork  to  document 
everything  that  was  talked  about  by  Ms.  Jones  and  Ms.  Jackson.  Therefore,  he  directed  staff  to 
contact  Mr.  Jefferson  and  Mr.  Boas  and  to  set  up  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Jefferson  and  Mr.  Boas  and 
the  committee  that  will  be  formed  to  review  any  paperwork  that  might  still  be  in  these 
gentlemen's  possession.  That  way  we  will  have  legal  backing  to  move  forward.  He  also 
directed  staff  to  try  and  locate  any  minutes  from  those  prior  meeting.  Commissioner  Larkin  also 
directed  Robert  Bryan  to  try  and  locate  any  legal  documentation  that  might  be  in  the  City 
archives.  Commissioner  Larkin  stated  that  a  committee  will  be  appointed  to  follow-up  with  the 
process  a  little  later. 

Commissioner  Hardin  thanked  both  Ms.  Jones  and  Ms.  Jackson  for  presenting  and  for  sharing 
not  only  for  tonight  but  over  the  years.  Commissioner  Hardin  was  curious  whether  Robert  Bryan 
had  anything  to  say  about  the  documents  that  were  forwarded  to  the  Commission.  She  asked,  Is 
this  the  beginning  of  what  has  been  requested. 

Mr.  Bryan  responded,  This  is  what  has  been  requested,  the  legislation  that  existed  on  the  facility. 
Commissioner  Hardin  asked  whether  there  was  anything  that  existed  in  that  documentation  that 
corroborated  what  Ms.  Jackson  described  —  the  short  end  of  the  stick  the  community  is  getting. 
Mr.  Bryan  responded  that  is  not  in  the  legislation.  Ms.  Jackson  spoke  of  meetings  and 
discussions,  but  there  is  no  legislation  to  embody  what  she  is  saying  the  meetings  and 
discussions  were  about.  Those  are  two  separate  things. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  one  of  the  things  he  is  trying  to  do  is  find  out  if  there  are  other 
documents  available.  By  there  being  an  advisory  board,  there  must  have  been  minutes  kept.  He 
will  also  as  previously  stated  invite  Mr.  Jefferson  and  Mr.  Boas  to  find  out  whether  they  have 
kept  any  of  their  documentation.  Commissioner  Larkin  stated  this  is  something  that  bears 
following  up  on.  One  of  the  things  this  Commission  is  charged  with  doing,  as  Ms.  Jackson 
pointed  out  so  well,  is  to  represent  the  community.  If  it's  a  concern  to  the  community,  then  we 
need  to  use  every  power  that  we  have,  every  resource  that  we  have.  Therefore,  I'd  like  to  if 
possible  have  you,  Ms.  Jackson,  work  with  our  committee  to  follow-up  on  this  and  I  will 
personally  sit  on  that  committee  and  assist  in  any  way  that  I  can.    Ms.  Jackson  nodded 
affirmatively. 

Commissioner  Larkin  stated  the  Commission  was  formulated  to  represent  this  community  as  part 
of  a  City  entity  yet  this  Commission  dose  not  have  the  power  that  other  commissions  have 
because  it  is  not  part  of  the  City  Charter.  I  brought  that  up  because  our  community  is 
consistently  growing.  And  when  we  talk  about  having  the  power  to  represent  our  community, 
we  must  have  the  ability  to  stop  things  right  here  in  this  community  when  it  comes  to  this 
community.  And  what  I'm  simply  saying  to  you  is  that  this  Commission  doesn't  have  the  power. 
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Ms.  Jackson  responded  that  she  was  invited  here  to  give  history  on  this  Body  and  how  the 
Commission  came  into  being.  Ms.  Jackson  strongly  disagreed  with  Commissioner  Larkin 
regarding  the  Commission  not  having  the  power.  She  stated  the  SECF  Commission  is  a  City 
commission.  It  was  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  such. 

Commissioner  Larkin  asked  Attorney  Robert  Bryan  to  respond  on  this  topic.  Attorney  Bryan 
stated  he  wanted  to  clarify  that  the  Commission  was  created  by  an  ordinance  and  for  the  most 
part  its  powers  are  advisory.  He  also  said  as  far  as  the  discussions  that  Ms.  Jackson  described 
regarding  funds  coming  back  into  the  community,  Mr.  Bryan  explained  that  revenue  generated 
by  leases  from  the  facility  that  exceed  the  operating  costs  can  be  used  for  additional  purposes 
inside  the  building,  but  none  of  those  funds  go  out  to  the  community  for  community  funding  in 
the  manner  described  by  Ms.  Jackson  and  Ms.  Jones.  Ms.  Jackson  responded  by  stating  every 
commission  is  advisory  until  it  goes  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  then  to  the  Mayor.  Nobody 
makes  a  decision  except  the  legislative  arms  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  which  is 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  To  ensure  that  everyone  was  discussing  the  same  funds  and  the 
authorized  use  of  those  funds,  Mr.  Bryan  read  Section  54.4  of  the  Administrative  Code  regarding 
the  use  of  Surplus  funds  from  lease  revenues. 

Commissioner  Larkin  invited  Mr.  Bill  Keaney,  Water  Pollution  Control  manager  to  step  forward 
and  shed  some  light  on  the  issue  of  the  budget  for  Southeast.  Mr.  Keaney  briefly  explained  how 
the  City  budget  process  works.  He  said  from  what  he's  heard  tonight  and  read,  there  has  never 
been  enough  surplus  available  for  use  because  the  expenses  of  running  this  facility  are  greater 
than  the  money  generated.  He  then  said  he'd  be  happy  to  respond  to  questions.  No  questions 
were  asked  of  Mr.  Keaney. 

Commissioner  Larkin  directed  staff  to  send  a  letter  to  PUC  Dept.  of  Real  Estate  requesting 
documentation  of  revenue  generated  over  the  years. 

Commissioner  Larkin  opened  the  floor  for  public  comments  and  questions.  There  were  several 
people  with  concerns  about  the  environmental  hazards  that  exist  in  the  Bayview  and  the 
Commission  was  urged  to  meet  with  and  present  these  issues  and  concerns  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Larkin  thanked  Ms.  Jackson  and  Ms.  Jones  for  presenting  and  for  the  history 
lesson.  He  also  thanked  Mr.  Bill  Keaney  for  coming  and  shedding  light  on  how  the  budget 
process  works. 

Commissioner  Larkin  introduced  Mr.  Leamon  Abrams,  Dir.  of  Mayors  Offices  of  Economic 
Development,  who  will  be  presenting  on  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  and  economic 
concerns  in  the  Bay  view/Hunters  Point  Community. 

Mr.  Leamon  Abrams  stated  it  was  a  pleasure  to  present  this  evening,  particularly  after  hearing 
the  discussion  that  preceded  him.  He  stated  the  role  of  his  office  is  about  trying  to  expand  the 
City's  tax  and  employment  base  and  trying  to  create  projects  that  are  going  to  bring  projects  and 
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economic  vitality  and  diversity  to  San  Francisco.  There  are  five  projects  my  department  is 
currently  working  on  and  1  want  to  briefly  describe  them  to  you:  Octavia  Boulevard,  the  Old 
Mint,  Transbay  Terminal,  Mission  Bay,  and  Hunters  Point  Shipyard. 

Octavia  Blvd  -  Demolition  of  the  Central  Freeway.  This  demolition  will  begin  in  January  of 
2003.  Mr.  Abrams  stated  once  this  freeway  is  demolished,  it  will  free  up  about  7.5  acres  of  land. 
A  boulevard  will  be  created  between  Market  and  Fell  Streets  once  the  freeway  is  demolished. 
Along  that  boulevard  there  will  be  700  to  900  housing  units  as  well  as  commercial  opportunities 
for  small  businesses. 

The  Old  Mint  -  Located  at  5th  and  Market.  Mr.  Abrams  stated  his  office  issued  an  RFP  to  have 
someone  develop  and  modify  that  building  and  to  put  a  productive  use  in  it.  RPPs  were  due  on 
Friday. 

Transbay  Terminal  -  There  is  potential  to  create  a  world-class  transportation  facility  on  this  site. 
The  City  is  working  to  have  the  terminal  demolished  and  to  build  a  new  Transbay  Terminal.  A 
Draft  EIR  (Environmental  Impact  Report)  has  been  developed.  We  need  public  comment  on 
how  that  proposed  facility  will  happen. 

Mission  Bay  -  My  job  is  to  work  with  the  City  and  Redevelopment  Agency  on  the  Infrastructure, 
the  roles  of  sanitary  sewers,  the  water  system  that's  going  to  connect  that  facility  to  the  rest  of 
San  Francisco.  It  has  6000  housing  units  and  several  hundred  thousand  square  feet  of 
commercial  development.  Genentech  Hall  just  opened  there  a  few  days  ago. 

Mr.  Abrams  commended  Dean  Hunnicutt  and  City  College  for  the  leadership  role  they  have 
played  in  getting  this  program  developed  to  help  prepare  people  for  biotechnology  and  life 
sciences  industry.  He  also  stated  he  has  an  obligation  from  his  office  to  help  her  find  funding, 
which  would  create  opportunities  for  young  people  from  this  community  to  get  into  the  life 
sciences  field.  He  stated  he  feels  personally  passionate  about  preparing  young  people  in  this 
community  for  emerging  industries  and  jobs. 

Hunters  Point  Shipyard  -  There  is  the  potential  to  be  a  manufacturing  facility  for  clean  life 
sciences.  An  MOU  was  signed  with  the  Navy  in  January.  The  most  recent  update  is  that  the 
conveyance  agreement  describes  how  the  Navy  will  transmit  that  land  to  the  City  and  under  what 
conditions.  Mr.  Abrams  said  his  office  has  a  draft  of  that  document  which  he  wants  to  circulate 
to  the  public  in  the  second  week  of  November  to  get  public  comment  on.  The  second  half  of  that 
is  the  agreement  between  the  City  and  Lennar  and  the  term  sheet,  which  identifies  the  conditions 
that  the  City  will  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Lennar.  There  is  a  draft  of  that,  which  will  be 
circulated. 

Mr.  Abrams  also  described  a  couple  of  activities  that  his  office  is  trying  to  initiate.  One  is  a 
Geographic  Information  System  (GIS),  which  will  be  launched  November  7.  Part  of  what  we're 
trying  to  do  is  have  one  site  in  the  City  where  if  you  have  an  interest  in  identifying  property, 
you'll  be  able  to  go  to  our  website  -  we've  identified  a  portal  on  our  website  called  SF 
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Prospector.  In  that  website,  you'll  be  able  to  punch  in  I'm  looking  for  500  feet  of  industrial 
space.  And  all  of  the  available  property  in  San  Francisco  will  come  up  along  with  key  economic 
information,  marketing  information,  transportation  routes,  retail  sales  in  the  area,  cost  per  square 
foot,  contact  for  the  brokerage  community,  etc.  Another  program  is  called  the  facade  loan 
program,  which  was  introduced  on  San  Bruno  Avenue.  We'd  like  to  mirror  that  program  on 
Third  Street.  It  helps  local  property  owners  get  grants  to  improve  their  facade  -  lighting, 
security,  gates,  decorative  banners,  etc.  We're  working  on  proposals  to  expand  the  facade 
program  to  other  commercial  corridors  in  the  city. 

Lastly,  Mr.  Abrams  said  he  really  does  want  to  get  more  involved  in  workforce  development  and 
people  development.  He  pledged  to  figure  out  a  way  that  his  office  can  develop  a  youth 
entrepreneurship  program  so  that  his  office  can  develop  young  people  and  get  them  involved  in 
commercial  activity.  Mr.  Abrams  pledged  his  office's  support  to  do  a  better  job  in  working  on 
workforce  development  issues. 

Commissioner  Hardin  was  curious  about  what  Mr.  Abrams  meant  when  he  said  "Hunters  Point 
Shipyard  being  a  focal  point  for  bringing  clean  life  sciences."  She  asked  what  is  a  clean  life 
science.  Mr.  Abrams  responded  clean  life  science  is  anything  that  does  not  have  a  negative 
environmental  impacts,  e.g.,  a  company  that  manufacture  proteins.  A  clean  type  of  industry,  sun 
panels  for  energy,  etc.  Mr.  Abrams  also  stated  that  he  feels  it  is  important  for  Bayview  residents 
to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  that  are  going  to  be  created  when  these  programs  take 
off-  demolition  of  the  central  freeway. 

Commissioner  Nguyen  asked  what  the  Commission  could  do  to  mobilize  that.  Mr.  Abrams 
responded  he  would  be  willing  to  appointment  a  liaison  from  his  office  directly  to  the 
Commission  to  periodically  update  the  Commission  about  contracts  that  are  going  to  be  let, 
information  about  job  opportunities,  etc., 

The  audience  asked  several  questions  about  the  upcoming  projects  Mr.  Abrams  mentioned. 
Commissioner  Larkin  then  thanked  Mr.  Abrams  for  his  time,  stated  it  is  well  documented  that 
Mr.  Abrams  will  work  with  the  Commission  and  that  the  Commission  will  definitely  be  getting 
in  touch  with  him  again. 

VII.         Directors  Report  (Discussion)  Dr.  Moses  reported  that: 

a)  The  community  floors  will  be  waxed/striped  next  month.  Also,  CAC  is  having  a  big 
community  meeting  scheduled  on  our  next  commission  meeting.  Dr.  Moses  requested 
to  move  the  commission  meeting  to  Conference  Room  B  to  accommodate  CAC. 
Commissioner  Hardin  moved  and  Commissioner  Maxwell  seconded  to  move  the  next 
commission  meeting  to  Conference  Room  B  upstairs.  [This  CAC  meeting  was 
subsequently  cancelled.  Therefore,  the  next  SECF  Commission  meeting  will  be  held  in 
the  Alex  Pitcher  Community  Room  scheduled  for  November  14,  2002  at  6:00  p.m.

The  Clean  Water  Budget  request  is 
$768,495  including  a  New  Proposal  Nomination  request  for  a  Public  Address  System  in 
the  amount  of  $50,33 1  and  request  for  increase  in  DPW/BBR  to  maintain  SECF  and  the 
Greenhouse  totaling  $88,888.  The  General  Fund  request  is  $209,724  along  with  a  New 
Proposal  Nomination  requesting  a  Junior  Management  Asst.  position  totaling  $51,360. 
(  ommissioners  will  be  kept  informed  of  the  budget  hearing  process  to  come  and  support 
the  request  when  it  goes  before  the  PUC,  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

Communications 

Letter  from  Gary  Dowd,  Dir.  of  PUC  Real  Estate  Services  and  Carlos  Jacobo,  PUC  Budgets 
Director  in  response  to  request  from  Commission  requesting  rent  income  generated  from  all  the 
"Clean  Water  Fund"  tenants  and  total  amount  of  SECF  yearly  operation  &  Maintenance 
expenses  to  date. 

Presentations 

Jesse  Williams,  Jr.,  Chief  Probation  Officer  San  Francisco  Juvenile  Probation  Department 
(JPD)  distributed  information  packets  regarding  services  provided  by  the  Juvenile  Probation 
Department.  JPD  funds  over  30  community-based  programs/services.  Some  specific  issues  I 
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would  like  to  address  tonight  are:  Services  to  young  women,  San  Francisco  JPD  Systems 
Overhaul,  and  the  Construction  of  a  New  Juvenile  Hall. 

About  20%  of  our  juvenile  hall  population  is  young  women.  In  partnership  with  other  city- 
agencies  and  community  service  providers,  we've  expanded  the  amount  of  funding  we  provide  to 
girls  from  540,000  in  1997-98  to  over  S700,000  today.  All  services  are  targeted  toward  doing 
basically  four  (4)  things:  Reduce  the  flow  of  young  women  into  the  system,  reduce  their  length 
of  stay  in  juvenile  hall,  connect  them  with  programs/services  while  they're  in  the  hall,  and 
transition  them  back  into  the  community. 

In  1999,  a  survey  was  conducted  of  the  SF  Juvenile  Justice  System  with  an  eye  toward 
pinpointing  problems  that  contribute  to  the  disproportionate  representation  of  minorities  in  the 
juvenile  justice  system.  We  used  that  report  as  a  springboard  to  the  Casey  Foundation,  which 
has  been  involved  in  successful  systems  reform  efforts  in  a  number  of  urban  jurisdictions.  We 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  Casey  in  June  of  2001  and  in  January  of  2002  launched  our  JDAI 
Project,  which  focused  not  only  on  reducing  the  percentage  of  youth  population  in  detention 
centers  but  also  reducing  the  percentage  of  minority  youth  in  detention  centers. 

With  the  support  of  the  Mayors  Office  of  Criminal  Justice,  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  Mayor's 
Financing  Office  and  significant  support  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  have  secured 
funding  for  a  new  juvenile  hall.  We  plan  to  break  ground  in  February  or  March  of  2003. 
Mr.  Williams  then  reviewed  the  numerous  program  offerings  of  the  JPD. 

Comm.  Brown  asked  if  a  direct  difference  is  seen  with  the  young  people  that  are  coming  into 
juvenile  hall  now  and  so  many  people  that  are  unhoused.  Has  JPD  been  impacted  by  that.  I 
can't  draw  a  direct  line  from  that  issue  to  our  population.  Comm.  Maxwell  wanted  to  know 
whether  any  studies  have  been  conducted  as  to  what  causes  delinquency.  Poverty  is  not  the 
defining  reason  that  children  become  delinquent.  However,  young  people  who  live  in  deprived 
situations  and  in  communities  where  there  is  substance  abuse,  access  to  firearms,  lack  of  equal 
educational  and  employment  opportunities  are  the  real  issues  that  define  the  likelihood  of 
whether  young  people  are  going  to  be  more  at  risk  of  becoming  delinquent.  Comm.  Larkin 
asked  what  are  the  major  causes  of  disproportionate  minority  confinement  and  how  do  statistics 
from  San  Francisco  compare  nationally.  Chief  Williams  answered  minority  youth  are 
disproportionately  represented  in  juvenile/criminal  justice  systems  in  every  major  urban 
jurisdiction  in  the  country.  Contributing  factors  are  lack  of  equal  opportunities  for  employment, 
lack  of  access  to  adequate  education,  lack  of  appropriate  legal  representation  at  every  stage  in  the 
juvenile  justice  system,  disparity  practices  in  arrests  and/or  diversion  by  police  officers  on  the 
street.  Dr.  Moses  asked  whether  there  were  any  transition  programs  made  available  to  juveniles 
who  reach  the  age  of  18  that  are  no  longer  in  the  system  and  whether  support  programs  exist  for 
the  caregivers  of  these  children.  JPD  funds  the  Kinship  Caregivers  Program.  Through  that 
program,  we  make  an  attempt  to  work  with  kinship  caregivers  and  provide  them  with  support 
and  direction.  In  regard  to  people  who  turn  18,  some  of  the  prevention  and  intervention 
programs  that  we  fund  can  be  accessed  beyond  18  years  of  age.  Comm.  Nguyen  was  curious  to 
know  what  percentage  of  the  children  who  came  into  the  system  and  returned  back  to  the 
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community  eventually  came  back  into  the  system.   1994-96  data  collected  on  average  showed 
70%  of  the  people  that  are  referred  to  JPD  come  one  time  and  never  return;  another  20-21% 
come  a  second  time  and  never  return;  the  remaining  9-10%  are  recidivists.  Comm.  Hardin  asked 
of  the  9%  that  repeats  over  and  over,  are  they  primarily  the  ones  with  mental  health  and 
substance  abuse  problems.  It  is  a  contributing  factor  but  not  exclusively.  The  90-91%  figure 
from  1994-96  that  returned  a  maximum  of  twice  a  year  is  pretty  consistent  with  what  we  see 
across  the  state  from  year  to  year. 

Mr.  Damone  Hale,  President  Juvenile  Probation  Commission,  thanked  the  Commission  for 
the  opportunity  to  present.  Mr.  Hale  stated  when  referring  to  homeless  youth  in  the  Bayview,  it 
is  not  your  traditional  on-the-street  type  of  situation.  Homeless  youth  in  BVHP  refers  to  children 
that  go  from  friend's  home  to  friend's  home  or  relative's  home  to  relative  home.  Lack  of 
security,  food  and  warmth  are  all  risk  factors  attributable  to  homeless  youth. 

Mr.  George  Smith,  Director  of  Mayors  Office  on  Homelessness  distributed  his  Homeless 
Count  Report  taken  in  October  of  2002  and  directed  the  audience  to  look  at  Page  8.  The 
homeless  count  in  District  10  showed  811  people  as  being  homeless.  49%  of  homeless  people  in 
our  service  system  are  African- American  and  fewer  than  50%  of  the  families  are  African- 
American.  We  must  put  in  place  in  these  service  systems  education  and  other  things  that  people 
need  in  order  that  they  become  stable.  The  methods  for  collecting  information  in  this  community 
are  totally  inadequate.  A  pilot  service  that  has  been  introduced  here  in  the  Bayview  called 
CHANGES  is  a  computerized  system  that  provides  real-time  information  on  people  that  enter 
into  the  system  and  identify  each  incident  of  homelessness. 

Comm.  Larkin  asked  do  you  think  Prop  N  will  be  successful.  Prop  N  will  not  solve 
homelessness,  but  what  it  represents  for  me  is  a  change  in  attitude  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  Comm.  Brown  was  curious  as  to  what  the  "unsure"  column  meant  in  the  homeless 
count  report.  That  column  refers  to  undetermined  gender.  Comm.  Nguyen  was  curious  whether 
San  Francisco  has  the  highest  amount  of  homelessness.  We  have  one  of  the  highest  in  the  bay 
area.  Dr.  Moses  stated  based  on  statistics  compiled  in  your  report,  the  Southeast  Sector  is  pretty 
alarming.  Is  it  possible  to  divert  some  of  this  money  to  provide  more  shelter  programs  in  the 
Bayview  to  reduce  our  homeless  population.  We  must  prepare  people  for  housing  by  ensuring 
they  are  provided  with  services  and  treatment  necessary  for  them  to  become  stabilize  before  they 
go  into  housing.  Comm.  Hardin  asked  how  many  of  the  total  homeless  people  are  on  GA.  2800 
people  are  in  that  class.  Comm.  Maxwell  asked  how  many  people  were  residing  in  San 
Francisco  before  they  became  homeless.  Mr.  Smith  responded  not  a  lot.  However,  many  people 
come  to  San  Francisco  with  the  hope  that  their  situation  will  improve. 

Several  members  of  the  audience  voiced  their  concerns  regarding  insufficient  programs  being 
made  available  to  BVHP  residents,  mitigation  fees  being  given  back  to  the  community,  and 
affordable  housing. 

Barbara  Brown,  Exec.  Dir.,  United  Council  of  Human  Services  distributed  her  information 
packet,  which  listed  all  the  services  provided  by  her  organization.   We  are  open  24  hours  a  day  7 
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days  a  week.  At  Bayview  Multi-Service  Drop-in  Center,  we  operate  BVHP  Drop-in  Center, 
Mother  Brown's  Dining  Room,  Bayview  Hope,  and  an  offsite  center  -  Pantry  Program  and 
Clothing  Bank.  We  serve  about  6000  meals  a  month,  up  to  1500  families  a  month,  and  300 
people  or  more  in  case  management.  Mother  Brown  addressed  several  issues  regarding 
homelessness:  Affordable  housing,  client  placement,  and  substance  abuse.  Our  organization  has 
an  opportunity  to  purchase  several  properties  --  one  located  at  1415  Van  Dyke.  We  need  support 
from  the  Commission  in  trying  to  acquire  these  properties  in  order  to  expand  and  help  people  in 
a  better  way. 

Comm.  Nguyen  asked  what  is  United  Council's  annual  budget  and  what  is  the  cost  to  purchase 
the  property.  Our  annual  budget  is  a  little  over  SI  million.  The  total  cost  for  all  three  (3) 
buildings  is  S3  million.  Comm.  Hardin  asked  if  12-step  programs  are  run  by  United  Council  and 
if  so,  does  AA  or  NA  come  in  on  a  consistent  basis.  We  work  along  with  Positive  Directions 
who  does  a  12-step  program  through  some  of  their  relapse  prevention  programs.  Comm.  Larkin 
stated  with  regard  to  United  Council's  request  for  support  in  purchasing  property  at  1415  Van 
Dyke,  we  can  as  a  Commission  draft  a  letter  of  support  and  see  that  it  goes  to  appropriate 
persons.  Mother  Brown  thanked  the  commission  and  invited  the  Commission  to  come  by  and 
see  the  work  that  United  Council  is  doing  first-hand.

a)  Renovation  of  the  Alex  Pitcher  Community  Room  floor  has  been  approved  with  an 
estimated  cost  of  S32,000.  The  work  will  begin  January  of  2003.  As  a  result  of  the 
impending  floor  renovations,  SECF  Commission  meetings  in  January  will  be  held  in  the 
Conference  Room,  Suite  B,  1800  Oakdale  Ave.

To  the  question  posed  by  Commissioner  Looper  where  would  funds  come  from  to  repair  damage 
caused  by  rain  leakage  at  the  MLK  and  EPM  childcare  facilities  if  additional  funds  are  needed, 
the  Executive  Director  responded  that  Water  Pollution  Control  (WPC),  who  is  the  fiscal  agent  to 
Southeast  Community  Facility  (SECF),  would  normally  step  in.
